"Home Ec Bsaay" 

9a Ofice wrote an essay on the 

"pi^nce charming" girls dr«tm 
about and the grubby men they 
marry. It was In this essay that 
be emphariaed the need for young 
women to laarn to loook, 

Falrchlld uras^HnBied for Preal^ 
dent George T, Fairchild. He was 
president for 17 years. He was 
a professor of engllah, philosophy, 
ethics and economies. He wrote 
one of the first books on the econ- 
omics of agriealture and it la still 
used In libraries today. Praeldebt 
Fairchild emphasized the streng- 
thening of the College »f Arts and 
Scleneea darli^ hla adttlnfstrat- 
ion.

More than 1,000,000 Communists and 300.000 
anttrGommunists wero aeheduled t6 demonstrate 
less than one mile apart in Berlin. Other May Day 
demonstrations were scheduled forborne and Paris. 
In flag-de^keii Moieowi Prmiier Joset Staltn made 
one of his rare appearances In Red Square. 

All available 12.000 policemen in Weatern Berlin 
were called out to prevent clashes between the 
rival demonatrations. AUled troopl 'were placed on 
a standby alert, bet authorltlefl said they would

J. LawtOB Collins, Army 
Chief ot Staff, hM guardedly re- 
vealed development of the new 
anti-aircraft and anti-tank weap-

C. Wilson, United Press Washing- 
ton manager. The Interview was 
carried natlQpaUy oih IHa: .iMMtl- 
can Broadoasttng eompaay aat^ 
work. 

OerefiH^'ltoclteta 
Collins said relatively inexpen- 
sive anti-«lrcraft rockets are "in 
the advanced stages of develop- 
ment." He <fm confident they 
will he aM« t»4«iln^ 9iraea fly- 
ing at altttndas ot mofb than li 
miles. 

The Army has a guided missile, 
he said, that "gives promise" of 
knocking out planes at an even 
greater range. 

The anti-tank weapon, he said, 
may "change the whole concept ot 
unk warfare." Noting tliat "po- 
tential aggressor amies" have 
large numbers of tahks. he said 
the army is "well on the way to- 
ward producing" the wemwn to 
stop them. 

The Navy announced meantime 
that its guided missile ship, the 
^'Norton Sound," sails from Pmt 
Huenerae, Cal., today for a 29-day 
Pacific cruise during which a 
"Vlktng" rocket will Ve laun^ed 
sometime next month. 

The Viking is the largest U. 8. 
built research rocket. Almost 50 
feet long and 2 H (est in diameter, 
it attained an aftltnde of 61^ 
mil^H in experiments at the White 
Sands, N. M., proving grounds a 
year ago. 

Next month's test will be the 
first in which the Viking has been 
launched from a ship.

More than 13 million World 
War IX veteran* who have not yet 

availed themselves of loan guaran- 
ty rights provided In tbe GI bill 
will find their home loan benefits 
greatly enhanced by provisions 
contained in the Housing Act of 
1950, Just signed by the President, 
officials ot the Wichita Veterans 
administration regional office said 
today. 

Important fhanges In the GI 
home loan program which will re- 
sult from the new law were out- 
lined by Veterans Administration 
today. Regulations and procedures 
to put the new proviBions into ef- 
fect now are being drafted by VA 
and will be Issued as soon as pos- 
sible. 

The principle changes are: 

1. The amount ot VA's guaranty 
on an elgible Toteran's loan Is In- 
creased to 60 percent of the loan, 
up to a maximum guarantee of $7,- 
500. Ihrtvtonaly, the guarantee was 
60 percent up to 14,000. Thus, "un- 
der the new law, the 60 percent ra-

Despite the increase guaranty, 
VA's gratuity payment for credit 
on the veteran's loan will remain 
at 4 pereeat ot the first 14,000 of 
guarantee used, and so may not 
exceed 1100. as undo' the old law.

2. Unremarried widows of de- 
ceased veterans who died in ser- 
vice, or from serrlce-eonaeeted 
causea after discharge, are made 
el«lble for GI liAn benefits to 
which their ^husbands wouM ,bave 
been entitled. 

3. Combination FHA-GI loans to 
veterans, which currently repre- 
sent about one-third ot the volume 
in veterans' loans, will be elimin- 
ated after a future date to be an- 
nounced by Carl R. Gray, Jr.. Ad- 
ministrator ot Teterana Affairs. 
Ttiese loans are morft costly and 
less advantageous to the borrow- 
er than th«t gtral^t QI loan. 

Under this plan, Xtn^ Federal 
Housinc AdinlalatmtioA Iqsofred 
the veterans* fitnt mortgage, usu- 
ally SO percent of the total loau. 
and VA guaranteed the entire 
ambteat nt tbe SO percent second 
mortgage.

Franklin Studies Effldency of Qifferent 
Species of Bees in Poilinafing Alfalfa 



Five years of research has given 
W. W. Franklin - consfderahie 
knowledge on the pollination of 
beea. Franklin b %_can41date tpr .a 
Ph. D, hi entOttolonpr* • * ' * 

His thesis, "The Pollination of 
Alfalfa by Social and Solltaiy 
Bees," la a field study of the In- 
sects which visit and trip alfalfa 
and the factors which affect the 
insects. (Tripping is a process 
caused by the insect brushing 
against the staminai column of 
flowers and thereby eaualng pol- 
lination to occur.) The factora 
which affect the insects are Wind 
velocity, wind direction, tempera- 
ture, relative humidity, cloudiness 
and sunshine. 



year loaa and |38 for a 30-year 
loan. 

5. Effective 90 dayi hence, VA 
ia authorized to make direct gov- 
ernment loans at 4 percent interest 
to elgible veterans in certain areas 
where 4 percent home financing is 
not available from other sources.

8. VA ia authorized and directed

struction and sale of homes 
financed through GI loans. 

9. The Federal National Mort- 
gage Association, a government 
agency commonly known as 
"Fanny May", is given 1260,000,- 
000 in additional authority for the 
purchase ot 01 and FHA loans 
made by private lending age&cies. 
This must be used for current pur- 
chases only, and is not subject to 
earmarking in the form of com- 
mitments for future purchases. 

Provisions are Included to 
make 01 loans for farm dwellings 
easier to obtain, and farm loans 
are icradled equality wUh other

Etforts were also made by him 
to increase the number ot the most 
efficient pollinators, the leaf-cut- 
ter bees, and the most numerous 
pollinators, the honey bees. The 
former was done by boring holes 
in logs and placing them in and 
adjacent to the alfalfa field. As 
high as 10% of the holes were ac- 
cepted by the leaf-cutter bees, 
according to Franklin. Nests were 
constructed In these holes, eggs 
laid and adult leaf -cutter bees 
emerged from them. The most nu- 
merous pollinating insects, the 
honey bees, were Increased by mov- 
ing colonies of honey beea uid by 
placing colonies ot htUiey biis .tn 
the alfalfa fields. 

The most efficient pollinating 
insects found was the small leaf- 
cutter bees, scientifically known as 
Megachlle brevts Say and Megach- 
ile texana Cr. These tripped 98% 
ot the flowers visited throughout 
the five years of Franklin's study. 
1949 to 1949 Inclusive. • 

Bumblebees tripped about 33 % 
of the flowers that they visited. 
The hairy flower bees, Melissodes, 
tripped about 50% of the flowers. 
The large carpentef bees tripped 
39% of the flowers that they vis- 
ited, while the large leaf-cutter 
bees known as Megachlle Intergrn 
tripped 89%. Franklin found that 
the nectar-gatheriug honey bees 
are less efficient tripping only 
1.1% of the flowers. "They were 
eftlctive pollinators, however, be- 
cause of numbers running as high 



as 45,000 per acre," stated Frank- 
lin. . - - 

He found that the pollen-gather- 
tng honey bees were efficient pol- 
^InAtbM. They tripped 65% of the 
flowers. Franklin said that they 
are not numerous In the alfalfa 
fields because of other plants that 
competed, with them and from 
which the pollen-gathering honey 
bees could obtain more pollen and 
with less work. He found that the 
main competing plants In the Man- 
hattan area were corn and Atlaa 
sorgo. Sorgo is a group ot variettes 
ot sorghum grown tot torage or 
their sweet Juices. 

Works With Hnyx Station 

Franklin is now stationed at the 
Kansas Agricultural Experiment 
Station at Haya, Kansas. His work 
at the station deals with Ihe study 
ot these insects and their relation 
to alfalfa seed production. At the 
present time, however, because el 
the record out-break of green huge, 
he is running a series of experi- 
ments In aa- attempt to control 
these insects in wheat. 

He graduated from the Peace 
Valley, Missouri, High school In 
1937. He spent a year after high, 
school alternating between farm-r 
ing and working in the • logging 
woods. He. then attended college.^ 
at ElDorado, Arkansas, for one* 
year. He then entered McPhersoUj 
college, McPherson, Kansas, re-., 
ceiving his B. S. degree in 1942. 
He malored in biology, history, po- 
litical science, education and psy- 
chology. He ^ea not have a maa^ 
ter's degree. 

His reply on tire marital ques- 
tion was "I am married, having 
married to start farming and then 
decided to go to college. I have 
found that a wife Is a miMt neeea- 
sary prerequisite for doing selen^* 
title research work." 

He plana to remain with the 
Kansas Agricultural Experiment 
Station and continue In this worb 
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home loans with respect to elgibil- 
Ity tor purchase by "Fanny May." 

Through last March, Just under 
two million veterans had been 
granted GI loans for home, farm 
or business purposes. Loans ap- 
proved totaled 1,818,000 for 
homes, 55,000 for farms and 118,- 
000 for businesses. The original 
face amount ot all loans approved 
reached about 110.769,000.000. 

VA again reminded veterans that 
they face no early deadline in con- 
nection with their loan guaranty 
rights. Their entitlement to a 
guaranteed loan remains avail- 
able until July SS. 1917.

Bl-Sayed Gaafar is studying the 
Fowl Nematode parasite for bis 
Ph. D. His thesis U entitled "Stu- 
dies On Mineral Defldenciee As. 
Factors In Resistance of Fowls To 
Parasitism". 

"This parasite is from six to 
eight cMitimeters in langth and 
lives In the small intestines ot 
ohlckMis", according to Qaafar. 

For his experlmenta Oaafar has 
used the chicken. He has raised 
two sets of chickens, the first set 
being fed mtneral deficient diets. 
The second set was raised under 
normal conditions, that Is, with 
an adequate diet. Oaafar then in- 
troduced eggs ot the parasite in- 
to t^o sets of chickena. The 
woriiiH or parasltfta were recovered 
by him after three weeks. 
Compares licngth, Mamber 

He then compared the numbers 

and lengths of the parasltee In 
both hatches of chickens. Be hat 
foutul thdi the parasites need the 
minerals, calcium and phosphorus, 
as well as the host. Tonng chick- 
ens infected with this paraalte 
^may be inflicted with stunted 
growth. In some eases death will 
occur. He pointed out that as the 
chickens grow older they acquire 
mors resistanee to this worm. 

"Sixty per cent of the chickens 
around Manhattan are infected 
with this parasite", stated Qaafar. 
"They can be controlled by drugs, 
e. g., Oil ot Chenopodium which 
la the basic constituent of many 
commerical anthelminthics. 

K-State lieads Research 
KansM Strnte* was the leading 
institution in finding that the 
food supplied was a factor in re- 
sistance. Dr. J. B. A^rt, Dean 
Emeritus of the gradute school, 
and hla students since It 16 found 
that vltamlB d^^ncf lowwni the 
reslstame ef the koi« to tts para- 
sites.

He then 
worked for the Egyptian govern- 
ment for three ypara as a vetarin- 
ary liupeetor. Per ott» year he 
worked In the Veterinary Patho- 
logical laboratory at Oixa, Bgypt. 
Re was then ^oaen for th* 
Egyptian Qovernment Scholarship 
to study at Kansas State with Dr. 
i. B. Ackert, protesaor of soology. 
He received his master's to pnol- 
ogy here in January of 1141.

Sherman said the Navy sow 
has antl>alreraft guided missiles 
good enough to warrant Immedi- 
ate Installation on ships. 

The modernisation program

Dry Weather Conditions 
Will Effect Honey Crop 
And Tret Pollmation 

Because of the bad weather con- 
ditions in the past months the 
bees aren't doing their usual 
springtime work,, Dr. R. L. Parker 
of the entomology department re- 
ports. At this time of the year the 
bees are usually busy pollenating 
fruit trees, but the dry weather 
has had a bad effect on the nectar 
secretion in the trees which at- 
tracts the be«s. 

This situation will hurt the 
honey crop production for yellow 
and white sweet clover this May 
and June will influence the white 
clover honey in eastern Kansas. 

Soil moisture conditions the last 
nine months have been far below 
what is required for nectar secre- 
tion and rains this late In the 
sprlax vrlll be of no benelit.

The second chapter which is 
now beginning may tee the aban- 
don mcnt of type Betting ia favor 
of devices tiiat turn out ftnitbed 
proofs or photographic negatives 
of the natert*! tO; printed. 

Gatonbeis Founder 

A number of printers are 
claimctl to have started off the 
first chapter of Hip history of 
printing, hut th<> most complete 
facts seem to .support Jobann On- 
ttiihcrg of Mainz, Germany, as the 
real fouudor of the priutiug ludus* 
try. However dntenbefg cannot 
be given all the credit. Before he 
began hte esperimcuiation other 
printers In Europe were making 
use of tht! Chinese block printing 
prucenjH. This consisted of carving 
tn relief &n entire page of pictures 
and text. The page was then inked 
and pressed agaiust the paper. 

The Innovation which has put 
til a nanic! GiUoiibf^rK in every 
world liisloiy te.vL was the inven- 
tion Of nioviihle type. Gutenliurg 
made each letter a separate unit, 
making it possible to compose 
them Into words knd sentences. 



and then to use them over again in 
other eomblnatlons. 

This development was apparent- 
ly all that was needed to bring 
printing Into full bloom. A plenti- 
ful .supply of paper was already 
bciuK produced in miiia all over 
Eui'ope. The press was easily np- 
propria ted from the vineyards and 
book binderies and the final neces- 
sity, ink, was adapted fmn oil 
paints used by painters. 

Develop!! Rupidly 
I>urinK its first BO years print- 
ins developed rapidly hiu at the 
end of that period printers seemed 
to have reached the belglit of their 
attainment and the industry saw 
little advancement for another 
300 years. Bnt with the dawn of 
tlir industrial nineteenth century 
priutiug hooame a machine Indus- 
try. ' 

The press which was used dur- 
ing those first 350 years was simi- 
tar in principle to an ordinary 
hntih piess. The Ink was trans- 
furcd from the form to the paper 
by screwing down a flat plate and 
ptPHMlng the paper against the 
form. Tlie I) est printers during 
Ibis periud could turn out no more 
than '300 inipresBions in a day. 

This figure was ouusted to i.- 
100 tntpreiilona an hoar In 1814 
when Prederirk Koenig of Bng- 
land built the first cylinder press. 
This press, which could be run by 
water or steam, used a revolving 
cyliuder Instead of a flat plate to 
make the Impression. Eivery revo- 



lution of the cyllodM earied a 
sheet of paper to be pressed a- 
gainst the form as it rolled under 
the cylinder. This type of press is 
still need In job print n&opa and 
in all but the larger newspaper 
plants. The Collegian is printed on 
n modilballim of this typ* prea*. 

cylinder Frees Started 
Id 1846 somebody conceived the 
Idea of fastening the type ^o a 
cylinder and running paper be- 
tween the two cylinders. Although 
a press of this type required 10 
attendants it delivered 20,000 im- 
pressions an hour. The major dlf- 
itenltr w«« making the 1^ stay 
on the cylinder* but this was elim- 
inated two years later with the in- 
vention of the stereotype. By thto 
method the ori^^inal type is never 
used but simply serves as a pat- 
tern frcHu wHleh n paper ntaehe la 
made. 

This moid Is then used to cast a 
circular form of tlte entire page. 
Thi!^ development together with 
the use of a continuous roll of 
paper and folding machines has 
lead to the newspaper presses of 
today which turn ont SO.OOO com- 
plete newspapers an hour. 

Until the latter part of the nine- 
teenth century type-setting was 
entirely by hand just ns it had 
been tor the prevlona 400 yean, 
but in 1885 Ottman Xergenthaler 
invented the Linotype machine 
which is stiil a stiindard piece of 
machinery In almost every print 
shop. The Linotype is more of a 



type-owtlttg maf hUie than^ a type- 
setting nMehlwii The operatpr 

working at a keyboard composes 
letter molds into a line. From this 
mold a complete t&io cit type is 
cast. 

Iilnot>-pc Days Numbered 
But the days of the Linotype 
are numbered as the second chap- 
ter of printilv history get^ under- 
way. In fa«t It has ahready been 
nosed out tiere at K-State In the 
printing of syllabi for compre- 
benalve and other courses. Page 
proofs for these books are typed 
out on a Verity per, which is simi- 
lar to a typewriter except that it 
may be adjusted to fill out eom- 
plete lines, so that the margin is 
even on both sides. Offset plates 
are made from the proofs ^and 
printed by lithography. 

A more recent development Is 
the Fotosetter, which will turn out 
either a positive or a nepittve 
proof. 

There is considerable disagree- 
ment as to whether these develop- 
ments will result in the abandon- 
ment of typesetting, but It Is cer- 
tain that the printing industry is 
tn for a period of rapid develop- 
ment. ~ '.

Topeka, Kati., May 3— (UJi> — 
A mllHoii-dollar drop in income 
tax collections was reported by 
the State of Kansas today. 

It caused an overall sUgltt dij^ 
in state revenue reee^^ta for the 
month of April. 

Tlie Reven'^i» and 'iTaii^tton 
commission reported in a month- 
ly Btat»ment that April's tax and 
fee flow Into state coffers totaled 
|9,247.17r>.91 — about one per 
cent under a year earlier. 

A tiny gain In collections under 
■the tiro percent retail sates tax 
and a slsable-lilk^ in mtHiey taken 
In under the motor vehicle fuel 
tax were more %hw offset by 
smaller iiioome tax retumi. 

The decline in that category 
was nearfy 30 percent from April, 
1949. Corporations paid In $563,- 
318.71 and Individuals |1,930,- 
915.69 for a totul Income tax 
take of $2,494,234.40 for the 
month. That figure compared with 
a total of |3,Sei,471.34 In April 
twelve montlis ug». 

For the first ten months of the 
current fiseat year, however, Kan> 
aas still shows a tax collection 
gain over tho preceding year. Col- 
lections of >Vtl,6B8.870.S8 since 
last July 1 are up almost 1 2.0 00,- 
000 oyer the same period of fis- 
cal

During the same period women 
members ot tbe K-State extension 
program increased from 23,000 
to 37,000. In 1940 fewer than 16,- 
000 Kansas women were project 
leaders in home demonstration 
units. Today some 22,000 women 
are assisting with the balanced 
farming and family living pro- 
gram. The program aims to ac- 
compltoh for farm families: finan- 
cial security for oli4ma. improved 
housing, vacattom and- i4lioatlon 
for children. *

Their arguments are: 

1, For Japan to offer bases to 
anjr toretgn oomitiy would violate 
the "renunciation of war" clause 
in the new democratic constitu- 
tion. 

2. J a p a B*» "independence" 
would be vlotated If -the nation 
were protected by foreign military 
baiea and an «lllanee with either 
of th* "two oppoatng great pow- 
ers" would destroy iay elalm to 
Japan's neutrality. 

S. Foreign bases in Japan would 
Intensify the Bait-West rivalry 
and increaee the dangers of war. 
Japan actually might beeome the 
pretext for starting such a war and 
certainly would be the target (or 
atom bombs. 

4. tf Japan had a hypothetical 
enemy, it would be proper (or her 
to conclude an alliance with a 
country having the same enemy. 
Japan has no aueh enemy and 
apart from "war (niniinals and 
certain capitalists." nearly all 
Japaaeea wuBt to raoala trlMidly 
with China, RttMla and the mated 
SUtes. 

What Others gay 

Those favoring American mili- 
tary bases in Japan after the peace 
treaty argue thusly: 

1. Even if Japan declares her 
neutrality and the world powers 
tried , to recognlie that aUtus, It 
would not spare her from becoming 
Involved in a war, since such neu- 
trality guaranteee were proven use- 
lui dmiBv World War 11. 



2. Russia is openly expressing a 
deeire (or American forces to with- 
draw from Japan in the hope of 
com rau nisi ag the country The So- 
viets would be only too glad to 
agree to any proposal lor making 
Japan neutral, and upon the de- 
parture of the occupation forces, 
would launch a program of infil- 
tration. 

3. The United Nations is at pres- 
ent too weak to guarantee Japan's 
•eourlty. 

Comm unlet Threat ' 

4. tf Japan canaot hope to main- 
tain a policy of true neutrality tor 
the above mentioned reasons, she 
will be left no choice but to rely on 
one or two specific countries— "the 
United States under existing clr- 
cumetanees" — to save her from 
ovprenlon. 

5. A formula by which the 
United States could guarantee 
Japan's security bates Is weak- 
ened by a statement from the 
Japan Communist Party that it 
will seek political power, not 
through orderly legislative pro- 
cedures, bttl through violent revo-

Heoflache Census - 
Aimed at Finding 

'Cause and Cure' 

New Orleans. — (ULR) — ^The Lou- 
isiana State medical school is try- 
ing to tame headaches with pencil 
and paper and a meebaaioil ealen- 
lator. 

The L.S.U. allergy clinic is tak- 
ing a headache ceasna, on forma 

that can be. fed into a calculator, 
among employees of New Orleans 
business hotises and Industrie!. Dr. 
Henry Ogden, who is making the 
eensns, said he hopes to get enough 
information to correlate the fac- 
tors common to headache suffer- 
ers. 

The survey form asks snme 200 
questions, 100 of them related to 
headaches alone, and the .others to 
vital statistics, occupation, marital 
status, medical history, physical 
condition, allergies, education and 
other personal information. 

Dr. Ogden said a lot of man- 
hours are lost in Industry and 
business because of headaches, and 
that if he gets enough data It "may 
be of treniendouH value In the 
management of headaches." 
Two Types UsCed 

He wants to find out what 
causes headaches, who Is most like- 
ly to have them, and how fre- 
quently headaches plague people 
in Tarlons occupations. 

Headaches generally are in one 
of two classifications, he said, 
vascular and non-vascular. Vas- 
cular headaehM are eiiused by 
swelling arteries in the cranium, 
which causes painful pressure on 
the brain. Non-vascular headaches 
can be caused by such things as 
eye strain, and apparently are not 
so much of a prohlNa iw iho vu* 
cular type. 

The vascular group Includes mi- 
graine headaches and those caused 
by allergies, Intectlonx and tension. 
Dr. Ogden sliid they' are best 
treated by special drugs, pre- 
scribed by a physician, which re- 
duce the arterial swelling. Ordi- 
nary paitt-kiUing drugs have little 
or no effect on them, he said. 

CauHe« Varied 

Dr. Ogden said prelbninary in- 
formation strongly indicatee that 
migraue headaches are started by 
psyehogenie "triggers" sueh as 
anger, anxiety, depreulon and lack 
of sleep. But weather changes, 
food and Inhalant allergies and 
hormone or endocrine dlaturbances 
also may cause them. 

The L.S.U. allergy specialist said 
that to make his survey scientific- 
ally valid, he needs 100 percent 
co-operation from individual busi- 
ness and ipdustry groups polled 
and must have reporta from people 
who nevef have headaohet, aa wall 
aa from sufferers. 

The aarvey forms, whan lUlad 
out by individuals, are fed into an 
IBM calculator. The machine will 
add up and then break down the 
various responses, to give Dr. Og- 
den a comprehensive picture of 
headachea aaumff tha graipa 
tested.

Unseasonobfo Weather 

Causes Delay in Return 
Of Many Kcmsas Birds 

The swallows may be eomlng 

back to Caplstrano but unseason- 
able weather has made irregulari- 
ties la tiia telnrn of ICiiaai birds 
from their winter homes in the 
south,' nooprdlng to Prof A. L. 
Ooodrt^ ^ ilw iooKir jdW > a ytp 
ment. 

"Sbny birds have not kept 
achedules for several years," 
Professor Goodrich observed, "but 
arrive la haphasard ftoeka." Tbe 
catbird, who usually arrived by 
late April, has not yel rittlirned, ex- 
cept tor a few ibU^ -nAwSoe 
guards, he said. 

Tbe western kingbtad. the 
northern flyoateher, and ike night- 
hawk have yet to arftini, fud the 
white throated sparrow anA myrtle 
warbler have not yet ittRl ?094yrt> 
ed in this area. 

However. Goodrich continued, 
in the last 10 days, the brown 
thraaher has returned to stay. A 
short bit of warm ^weather at the 
latter part of last weekend brought 
back the colorful Baltimore oriole, 
and tka wftn ii a lrd a d|i aaifcing 
nesting spots. 

Recent observations, Professor 
Goodrich pointed out, have re- 
ported fresh water forms of shore 
birds, yellow legs, and sandpipers, 
in (he northern Kansas area. A 
large flock of yellow legs was re- 
ported at Topeka Sunday. "These 
birds are migrating through Kan- 
sas enroute to Northern lakes," 
Goodrich reported, **Faw wtU atop 
here." 

"Moat noticeable In the tree tope 
up and down the staete of Manhat- 
tan," said Professor Goodrieh, 
are the wild canariesor goldfinch- 
es, who feed on elm seeda and 
small caterpillars." 

Cltlsens of bird-land are not ex- 
pected to resume their regular re- 
turns to summer homes until the 
bird world weather bureau can 
giMurantee them seatoBablo living 
eondltions.

Japanese Official 
Sees Red Triumph

Tokyo, May 3. — ^U.R) — A mem- 
ber of the Japanese cabinet pre- 
dicted today that Japan will turn 
to Communism as soon as allied 
occupation forces are withdrawn 
from this eonntry. 

The cabinet nieiiiher. who de- 
clined to let his name be used, is 
inflnential in the present Japanese 
government. He made his predic- 
tion tu an interview in which he 
commented on Oen. Douglas Mac- 
Arthur's suggestion that Japan 
outlaw the Communist party. 

"The Communist party princi- 
ples are totalitarian and they have 
an appeal to tbe Japanese people," 
he Mid. 

"The Communist party In Japan 
is not on the decline," he said. 
'*When the occupation ends, Japan 

will turn to the left ... the Japa- 
nese are easily influenced by force 
and the OommunlBts have the force 
of luissla behind them." 

The cabinet member said be 
hoped American occupation troops 
will remain in Japan after tbe 
peace treaty is signed. Otherwise, 
he claimed, persons now consid- 
ered right wing "will swing to the 
left, comparatively easily.** 

The cabinet minister ia among 
those Japaneee who believe an 
American gnarantee of protection 
against international Conununist 
aggression Is the only way to keep 
Japan ottt of Vkt Rod eamp.. 

Japanese newspapers were very 
careful today about cominenliug 
on Mac Art bur's suggestion for out- 
lawing tbe Communists. One edi- 
tor said his paper would not go 
very hard on tbe subject. 

The influential Mainlcbi said 
Japan ^ottld remain unarmed and 
loyal to tbe Ideal of pacifism. Jijl 
Shiniiei^ said the Diet should take 
action on the Communists of Its 
own free will, not merely because 
the occupation suggested It,

Committee Revises 
Basis for Social 
Security Benefits

Washington. May 3.— CU.R)— The 
Senate Finance committee today 
agreed to -put social security on a 
"pay-a^-you-go" basis and increase 
benefits by 90 percent. 

In its sweeping Investigation of 
the old age security program, the 
committee also voted to freeze the 
present 1% percent payroll tax 
until 1956. Otherwise, the tax 
would go to two percent on Janu- 
ary 1. 

Under the terms of the commit- 
tee's proposal, the tax rise to two 
percent In 1968, IVt percent in 
1960, three percent In 1965, and 
its top of 3H perceut in 1970. 

The committee plan would boost 
average Individual benefits from 
$2ti to $49 a month and, raise 
total benefits from $700,000,000 
to 12,000,000,000 a year. 

Chairman Walter F. George, D., 
Ga., announced that ihe emnmittee 
voted for a *'atrov v«r*n»oron*so 
system." 

pByroU tix money would he 
used to mMt the new high cost of 
the program, George explained, 
and tutnlw deposits into the $12,- 
000.000,000 social security trust 
fund would be slashed. The fund 
has been btfUt tQ^ tttHiir future 
claims. 

The increased benefit scale 
would go into efteet two months 
after the bill becomes law, George 
said. About 2,900,000 persons 
now receiving benefits would get 
the increases automatically. 

George said the committee 
would complete its reeommenda- 
tions for revising the social se- 
curity system iu a day or tivo. The 
House already hM passed a bill re- 
vising the program and George's 
committee has been working on 
the problem since January 17. 

Tbe committee last week an- 
nounced ^ts deetolon to brtng 
8.500,000 more persons into the 
social security program. Tbe houae 
bill would add 11,090,000 persons 
to the program. President Tru- 
man asked that 20,000,000 be in- 
cluded. 

George said bis committee's bill 
would bring some 600,000 elderly 
persons now ineligible for full 
coverage of tbe program by mak- 
ing requirements llgliter. 

tedMOud Increases Vary 

Individual benefit Increases 
would vary from 10 to^llO per- 
cent, depending on Ifbe silary 
earned, he explained. 

He said the minimum "primai?" 
benefit would be Increased from 
110 a month to |25. except for 
those whose earnings average less 
than $34 a month. They would re- 
ceive a minimum retirement bene- 
fit of $20 a month. 

The maximum "primary" bene- 
fit would be $72.60 under the^com- 
mlttee bUl, as compared with $45 
in the present law. 

Tbe maximum family benefit 
would be liSO under both tbe 
committee and Houae bills, George 
said.

Hew K-State President Wiil Have Few Troubies of l>redecessors

Although the tenth president ot 
Kansas State will be faced with 
numerous problems, none of them 
will be as Immediate and ehihar- 
rassing as the one confronting the 
fifth president, Ernest Reuben 
Nlekols, OB his arrival In Manhat- 
tan. 

For several days In July 1899, 
Nichols was a president without an 
office. His predecessor, Thomas 
Elmer Will, refused to turn orer 
the keys to his office. The one- 
man lockout was ended in a tew 
days, howerer. 

V^aeed DMnsnity 

In the early years, each new 
president faced the ditfieulty ot 
replacing one-third to one-bait ot 
the faculty. Presidents and facul- 
ty members alike lobbied in To- 
pelui for euvrtculnm eban^, per^ 
sonnel changes, and spsclai -privi- 
leges. With each change in ad- 
miaistratlott in Topeka. wholeaale 
changes in the faculty were made. 

Curriculum problems continue 
to beset the College administra- 
tion, but the n^t president will 
find that the machinery for mak- 
ing such changes Is already set up, 
that continuing objective studies 
by taenia eommtetoes. working 
with similar committees in other 
colleges, chart the direction of 
such changes, ftttlier than tike com 
plexion of th« legislature in To- 
peka or tke -personal beliefs ol the 
president. 

The College, which was founded 
to "teach ancb branches of iMm- 



Ing as they are related to agricul- 
ture and.tlio mechanic arts," of- 
fered a classical education in its 
first few years, during the tenure 
of the Rev. Joseph Denisou as 
president from 1863 to 1873. 

This arouaed a storm of protest 
In t]»e eolumns of influential news- 
papers in Topeka, lOBStloa GIty, 
and Manhattan. 

Much of the criticism ot Deni- 
sou 's administration was attrib- 
uted to the Rev. John A. Ander- 
son, who was supposed to have 
written inflam&tory editorials tor 
-the Junction City Uirion. 

To the surprise ot no-one, An- 
derson succeeded Denison in 1873 
after a hasty reorganisation of the 
Board ot Regents. 

Established Indu.<ttrialtst 

President Anderson established 
the Industrialist, and was promcpt- 
ly accused of using its columns as 
a springboard into political life. 
True or not, Anderson did resign 
after being elseted to Ctmgxmm in 
1878. 

In 1 879 the Regents finally 
named Qaorge T, PUrchlld third 
president. He was the third or- 
dained niini»t(>i' to hold the posi- 
tioa. He was a compromise choice 
after 40 ballots on five candidates 
failed to elect a president. 

During his administration, eco- 
nomies became the most eontroH' 
versial subject on the campus. The 
Board of Regents adopted a reso- 
lution in which a fair hearing of 
the Populist economics ot the day 
was promised, although PopiiUsm 



was not named. To conduct lec- 
tures on economics. Prof, Thomas 
E, Will ot Boston. Mass., was 
hired. 

Wiii was something ot a manip- 
ulator. In 189«, the Populist 
overturned a Republican admin- 
istration, and FatrcMld was on his 
way. Will spent two months in 
Topelia while the legislature was 
meeting, In 1897, pi'esumably 
"looking after thp interests of the 
College in pending legislation." 
according to J. T. Willard's "His- 
tory ot Kansas State College." 



Remore FairchUA 
The legislature removed Fair- 
child as ex-officio, member of the 
Board ot Regents. The board then 
passed a resolution ending the em- 
ployment of all members ot the 
faculty as of June iO of that year. 
The act had the dsstrsd result, and 
Falrchild resigned. 

Peculiarly enough. Will became 
president. He immediately broad- 
ened the curriculum to Include 
courses in economics and soclol 
ogy. Members of the faculty who 
could not present the PopulisC doc- 
trine "sympathetically* were dis- 
charged. 

But Will, who came to otflce on 
the shoulders of tb* PopuUsta. fell 
with them after the election ei the 
Republicans In 1898. 

Politics played a 1ms apparent 
part in suoeesdlng administra- 
tions, although some of the presi- 
dents had been in political lite.

Explains Reasons 

In explaining hia reasons for 
urging the establishmsnt ot tb« 

Institute, Eisenhower eommented. 
"I had noted that a mat many 
college* graduates, while being 
skilled and scientific in particular 
fields, lend, nonetheless, to he 
very dogmatic about those social 
problems which are outside their 
own fields of speeialtsatlon . . . 
We need today citizens who are 
intelligent, broad, unbiased, anil 
of good Judgment . . . and who tfm 
willfhg to participate actively In 
all democratic affairs." 

The Institute program, said th* 
president. Is aimed not only at 
promoting )>etter citizenship here 
on the campus, but in high schools 
and among adults as well. 

President Elsenhower took up 
the campus program first. He said 
that the <farrto»lttm in Citlsenship 
Bducattoll tots two purposes, to 
provide general education and to 
give protessioaal training for the 
teaching of social sindtes In bight 
schools. 

No textbooks sad ho lectures are 
the rules .In the Institute, sceord- 
Ing to the president, but students 
do a considerable amount of read* 
Ing, he added. Bather than study- 
ing about what an author says as in 
the great documents ot the world* 
Institute students read the do^ 
ments themselves. 

Replaces I^ei'tiu-lng 

Class analysis and discussion re- 
places leeturing la the Institute. 
"We are not especially interest* 
ed," Elsenhower stated, "in hav« 
ing the student memorize a lot ot 
material: rather, we are inter- 
ested in helping dev^op the stu- 
dent's ability to select relevant 
evidence; to work out alternative 
solviUms on Iko basis o( th*>«vk 
dence and then to formulate a 
tentattra conclusion. Once he has 
roaehed th|a stsgs, we stlanlat* 
him to test his tentative conclu- 
sion with his fellow students." 

The presidsnt said that th* la*

aimed at t mutating Infersst in 
the Impro nent of loclal studies 
and citisr bip tralniac in high 
schools ana developlnc a systs* 
matte process of measuring the 
value of. relative cltlseaship edu- 
eation methods.

Benefits of Livesfock Day 

Twenty-five hundred to three thousand 
f^rmeri. and livestoek men are expected to 
attend the Ltveatock Feeders Day prograna 
at the College Saturday. This program is 
one of the ways K-State gives scientific in- 
formation to Kansas farmers and stockmen. 

Results of feeding and management mt- 
perimenta |u*e ei^lelned to the men as th^ 
arc taken/ through the feeaing lots. The 
knowledge gained by the farmers and live- 
stock men from these experiments results^ 
In savings of thousands of dollars in feed- 
ing and managing of their herds. Effects 
of this Day keep Kansas producers on a 
competitive basis with other producers by 
showing them how to produce beef and pork 
mere evidently. 

Besides showing experimental results, the 
program consists of a luncheon furnished 
by the Kansas Livestock association and 
served by the Block and Bridle club. An 
afternoon program constats of speeches by 
authorities In the livestock Industry. Kan- 
sas beef and swine contest winners are an- 
nounced. 

* A program la also planned for wires of 
the livestock men and Includes tea in home 
economics building and talks on "choosing 
color to suit tlie individual" and "salads for 
all occasions." However, many women are 
active partners of their husbands and attend 
programs with them. 

In addition to its outstanding work with 
the Kansas farmers and livestock men, this 
l)i-ogram Is one of the best given mt tlie €!ol- 
]e$ce as far as public relations are ooBcemed. 
Briefs of ewery experiment and speech are 
prepared and sent to all communication 
media and persons attending the program.

UN Mulls Action 
On Divorce Trends 

Lake Success. N. Y., May 4-HU.R) 
— The United Nations considered 
action today against "divorce 
mills" granting quick separations 

such as the one obtained by actress 
Ingrld Bergman recently in Mexi- 
co. 

The International Law as'feocla- 
tion has submitted to the UN So- 
cial commission a draft agreement 
to make divorce practices uniform 
throughout the world. The asso- 
ciation said the convention was the 
result of a 20-year study. 

Jamea W. Ryan, association 
spokesman, told the commission 
the agreement would "check the 
trend toward quick and secret 
divorces abroad" which had ex- 
tended "the aeope and ease of di- 
vorce beyond all reasonable llm-

DlsablUtr checks totaled $64,- 
000,000 a year during the life of 
the 1947 ' ftmd which suspended 
payments last September 17, Pen- 
slotts were second high, account- 
ing for $90,000,090. The fund 
spent $5,500,000 for death bene- 
fits and $4,000,000 for medical 
and hospital expenses a year un- 
der the old fund. Resumption of 
those payments also is still being 
considered by the trttstees. 

The revised fund >«KiilaUons 
provide that: 

1. Miners who apply for pen- 
sions — after reaching 90 years of 
age and 20 years' servtee — must 
have wocfced a full calendar year 
Just prior to retirement. No retro- 
active payments will be made. 
(Previously there was no require- 
ment affecttBg a miner's service 
Just prior to the filing of his ap> 
plteatton for a pension.) 

I^ttit Benefits 

2. Death benefits will be limited 
to a deceased miner's dependents 
and, where he leaves no depen- 
dents and the money la paid to 
his UMW local for funeral ex* 
penses, will be limited to $S60. 
(Previously death benefits went 
to either dependents or persons 
who helped support the deceased 
miner. The 1360 top on funeral 
expense money was an unofficial 
limit, never sp^ed out br the 
fund.) 

3. Disability and nott^ and 

hospital benefits will berestricted, 
although the trustees have yet to 
announce details of those aspects 

of the program. 

The fund ran into financial trou- 
ble last year when a number of 

Southern producers withheld their 
20 cents a ton royalty payments 
to the fund after the expiration 
of the 1948 soft coal contract. 

The new contract signed in 
March boosted royalty payments 
to 30 cents a ton and set up a «ew 
board of tmstees.

Scalping History^ 

WMhIngton — (0.fl) f— Charley 
Grounds, a Seminole Indian, has 
asked Congress to remove from Ita 
halls a pletttTe oC as Indian 
scalping a white man. 

Grounds insisted that it wasn't 
true; that the vUte man Parted 
the scalping. 

Accordingly, the Association 
for Indian Affairs, Incorporated, 
made a review of the history of 
sralplng. Its researchers cheeked 
Smithsonian Institution publica- 
Uons aa far back as 1910 and 
1909 and eamm «p witb the state- 
ment "that scalping was not gen- 
eral among American Indians be- 
fore the ^oaitei of ^ tAe white 
man." 

James Mooney in the "Hand- 
book of American IndlaiW" is- 
sued by the Smithsonian's bureau 
of ethnology in 1910 said: 



"Scalping ipi eowfined origin- 
ally In. North Amorlea to a limited 
area In the eastern United States 

and the lower St. Lawrence re- 
gion. It was absent from New 
England and mneh of the Atlan- 
tic Coast region, and was un- 
known until comparatively recent 
times throughout the whole In- 
terior and plains area. It was not 
found on the Paclfle ooaat or the 
Canadian northwest." 

"Scalping in ita commonly 
known form was largely the re- 
sult of the Influence of white 
people," George Frederlcl wrote 
tn the Smithsonian annual report 
in 1910. "They introduced fire- 
arms, which increased the fatall- 
Ues m a eonflkt; broaght the 
steel knife, facilitating the taking 
of the scalp, and finally offered 
scalp premiums." 

Fredericl said the New England 
Puritans were the first to offer 
premiums for native heads and 
later scalps. The French offered 
premiams tor white enemies as 
w^ M Indian scalps. 

Competition Keen 
Competition was keen and pre- 
miums went as high 11 English 
Lbs. for one scalp. The English 
iwices were higher than those of 
the French, Fredericl said. 

One Hannah Dustln, he said, 
was reputed to have received 50 
Lbs. from her colony offitdals for 
"bringing in with own two 
!wnds the scalps of two Ipdian 
men, two women and ste citild- 
ren." *

000 contract for steel construction 
in the Oenerat Assembly building 
bas been signed, launching the 
final structure of the permanent 
headquarters of the United Nations 
on the Oast Kivet front at 42nd 
Street. 

Byron Prieoj UN assistant eeere- 

tary general, signed the contract 
with the American Bridge com- 
pany, whteh agreed to erect the 
10,000-ton stoel framework of the 
building. 

Rapidly nearlng completion Is 
the 39-Btory. wafer-like structure 
of the Secretariat building, which 
dominates the riverfront skyline 
as seen from Long island. This 
towering edifice, nicknamed "The 
Eskimo Pie" because of Its long 
silhouette, is scheduled for occu- 
pancy next year. 

It will house the 3,000-odd mem- 
bers of the Secretariat, who will be 
moved, department by department, 
from the taterim headquarters at 
Lake Success to the new building 
when it Is completed. 

Fonr^tcry Strnrturo 
The second structnra of the UN 
headquarters group, now under 
construction. Is the "meeting hall 
area" wUeh will contain chambers 
for the Seearity, Beenomle and 
Social and Trusteeship Councils, 
as well as conference rooma, and 
part of the press area. A four- 
story structure adjoining the main 
building, it is expected to he ftn- 
islied ill 1951. 

The General Assembly building 
will occupy the centM* and most 
prominent part of the headquar- 
ters site area stretching along the 
river from 4Snd to 47th Streets, it 
will contain approximately 300,000 
square feet exclusive of basement 
parking tadSttleft tor 1,100 anto- 
mobiles. 

The building will accommodate 
3,B00 persons. Including space for 
the seating of approximately 80 
delegations In Uie main meeting 
area. UN membership now ^ 99. 
Kpare for Press 
The meeting hall will Include 
public and press galleries, and* in 
addition, its walls will 1ir lined 
with booths for the use oC news- 
paper and radio reporters and 
news and television photographers. 

Under fire because most of the 
materials used thus far in ere<rtinB 
the headquarters have been Ameri- 
can, UN officials are exploring the 
possibility of using British stone 
In the General Assembly building. 
In sddltion. a two-man purchasing 
team will leave in April to investi- 
gate the possibility of buying 
furirishlBvi abroad tor the hand- 
ings.

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House Committee Votes 
To Cut Excise Taxes 

Washington, May 4 — <U.R> — The 
House Ways and Means committee 

has voted tentatively to cut the 
excise tax on cheaper, so^lled 
economy brand, cigarettes by an 
estimated |dO,000,000 a year. 

This, coupled with a $4,500,000 
reduction approved by the com- 
mittee in the tax on plug and twist 
tobacco, brought the total exdse 
tax cuts okayed by the committee 
to date to about i 1,0 fii> ,000,000. 

The exeise reductions are aub- 
Jeet to committee reconsideration 
later and must be okayed by both 
houses and the President to be- 
come law. The cuts go far beyond 
President Truman's recommenda- 
tions. 

In its action today, the com- 
mittee voted to r^nce the mann- 
facturer's excise tax on the cheaper 
brands ot cigarettes from the pres- 
ent IS. 60 per thoUMlld to IS.46 
per thousand.

Throckmorton Says 
Great Plains Area 
Is In Poor Condition 

one of the most pemlmlstlc re- 
ports on agricultural conditions 
In the past 10 years has Just been 
Issued by the Great Plains 'Agri- 
cultural council. Dean R. I, 
Throckmorton of the Kansas State 
agriculture school announced to- 
day. Dean Throckmorton Is chair- 
man of the committee on agricnl- 
tural conditions. 

Poor soil moisture conditions 
eilst over a lai^ area. Lack of 
precipitation last fall and low 
temperatures during the winter 
throughout the central and south- 
em portions of the region are 
handicapping winter wheat, spring 
planted crops and pasture grasses, 
the dean said. 

Wheat has suffered also from 
greenbugs and mites in Kansas, 
Oklahoma and Texas. Soil blow- 
liipl liaa been keavy In local areas, 
especially in sontheast Colorado, 
central Kansas, central Oklahoma 
and west central Texas. 

Forage feed supplies in 329 of 
the S70 countiea reporting were 
considered sufficient to carry live- 
stock through to the grazing per- 
iod. Uveateek popnlattoBS liave 
increased considerably since April 
of 1949. The tendency through- 
out the region toward reduction In 
sheep seems to have come to an 
end. and cattle and hogs showed 
large itureases. 

County agents In Colorado, Kan- 
sas, Montana, Nebraska. North Da- 
kota, New Mexico, Oklahoma, 
South Dakota, Texas and Wyom- 
ing submitted reports to D«ui 
Throckmorton via extension di- 
rectors of the various states. Re- 
ports usually are issued April 1, 
July 1, and November 1 of each

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Study Shows High Percentage of CrsaBi 

In Kansas is First Grade, Claydon Says

A recent study to determine the 
QiwUtr of cream diftUTMWl bj Kan- 

■M iirodticers showed tliat a high 
percentage of cream in Kansaa ia 
of the first grade, according to 
Assoc. Prof. T, J. Claydon of diary 
liustwndry. 

Prof. Claydon Mid In an tntcr- 
Tlew today that over a period of 
years, various reports from the 
Dairy Commissioner, Kansas State 
Board of Agriculture, indicated 
that most Kansas cream was ot 
first grade quality when dellfiivd 
l>y i>roduci*i'» to fiialions. 

Importance of Hfieed 
However, this pereentase was 

much lower just prior to prOM«l- 
ing at tlie creamery. 

The reports indicated the need 
for getting cream to th« tlmrti 
with minimum deterioration and 
emphasised the necessity tor re- 
duolio!! iu thf* interval involved 
together with the employment of 
adeiHinte eooUng. 

The Kansas KtatR AKiicultural 
Experiment station has been work- 
ing on the problem ot change in 
quality of cream between the time 
of purchase at statious and proc- 
essing at creameries. 

The following study was under- 
taken to determine the qnaiity of 
cream at the time 'of dellve«7 to 
the buying station by Kansas pro- 
ducers and the extent of any 
changes that develop nnder prae- 
tiral onnditious untiPthe creaut IS 
processed at the creamery, 

Claydon said that eaeh station 
was visited on a rlay, usually Sat- 
urday, when cre^m receipts were 
expected to he relatively high so 
that the frf^am examined wouM 
represent a larger proportion of 
that marketed during a given pe- 
riod. 

Make K«*-<'\aniinalionM 

Through the cooperation ot the 
crc'amerieH in vol vert, arrauKementa 
were made to re-examine the same 
cream at the creamery Just prior 
to processing' under prevailing 
plant schedules. 

After arrival at the creamer, 
and In accordance with the regu- 
lar plaut schedule, the cream from 
the tagged cans was re-examined 
and sampled Just prior to proeess- 
ing. 

At this time the opinion of the 
butter-maker relative to scores and 
grades of the cream was noted.

The quality of farm-separated 
cream delivered to buying stations 
hy producers varied over a wide 
range. In general the cream was 
lower in quality during hot weath 
•r than during coot ^nd moAtrate 
wea^or. 

Qnallty Hlglier 

Professor Claydon went on to 
point out that the quality of cream 
delivered to buying stations hr 
producers under Kansas condttlotts 

was somewhat higher than anttci 
pated. Oa the other band it was 
evident that a nunhar o( produc- 
ers were marketttg main ot In 
ferlor quality. 

The lack ot any striking rela 
tlonshtp between quality and the 
sise or frequency of delivery is dif 
flcttlt to explain since the tern 
perature of the cream at the time 
ot delivery to the station seldom 
indicated thorough cosUag prac- 
tices on the farm. 

Cream temperature at the time 
of delivery, however, is not neces- 
sarily indicative of cooling prac- 
tices followed throughout the En- 
tire accumuiation period on the 
farm. It ahould be noted that the

The Forgotten Few — 

Manhattan may be the birthplace of a 
new Lost Generation — the new home of 
people without a country. ^Wlth the censuB 
completed except for a few write-ins and 
"holdouts", the census-takers give Manhat- 
tan a population of something over 1S,000 
people. Recent chamber of commerce esti- 
mates, figured on the basis -of school dis- 
trict population, set the figure near 23,000. 
What happened to the Qther four or five 
thousand? 

Newspapers have recently carried photo- 
graphs showing Ingenious census-takers 

rowing boats to isolated areas, climbing 
flagpoles, in fact, doing almost anything 
to count the wayward citizens of this coun- 
tty. Apparently the Manhattan censns- 
takera were of a less hardy breed. They not 
only didn't row boats or climb flagpoles — 
they couldn't even get to the second-story 
rooms of students living around the campus. 

If we can believe the stories we read In 
our nempapers, college students were sup- 
posed to be ominicratcd as citizens of the 
community in which they were living at the 
time of the census. I wasn^t counted — ^here 
or at my permanent home. In a ten-minute 
tour of Kodzle hall I was able to find at least 
ten students who were never contacted by 
any census-taker, either here or at their 
more permanent home. 

To add to the inaccuracy and incomplete- 
ness of the local census report, the census- 
takers often relied on getting second-hand 
information. Some of them made a praettcie 
of getting all their information from one 
person in each house — in the case of K-State 
Students, usually a landlady or a house- 
mother.

The government entrusted the local cen- 
sus-takers with an important job and paid 
them for doing It Presumably, thoee peo- 
ple agreed to do that job faithfully. If the 
disparity between the figures of the chamber 
of commerce and the census-takrs is an in- 
dication of a state of affiArs In Maahattaa, 
someone's trust has been misplaeed and an 
Important job has been sadly muffed.

GUEST EDITORIAL

Pre^nrollmettt looks gOod-^n paper! And pre- 
enroUment Is a good plan uldM tertain circum- 
stances. It works well at Mtnourl, at Nebraska, 
and at many other of the larger Inatitutions in the 
Middle West. It la partlcnteilir oHeetlve at univer- 
fjitieH like Ohio State. wl)f»re it would bn dtfficuH 
to handle as many as 25,000 studetus under a mass 
enrollment plan. 

But many students have a misconception of how 
the introduction of a bystem of pre-enrollment at 
Kansas State would affect tbem. They visufilize 
pre*«mNillmeBt as 'being an almost eflortlees. on- 
hand procechne, for tliPiiisplvefi: somebody elsp 
would do the work! They think tha^ pre-enrqllment 
would bring the end of gtuiilng^ ^eot Of fUllng 
out blanks; of haYhis tO tok« cliwifi at **&eon- 
venient" hours. 

Actually, under the present system Of registra- 
tion and enrollment, the lUnsM flfate student 
does letiM for himself, and has more done for him, 
than at any of the iostitntlons whfre l.have atndied 
the enrollment ^atem. 

The Avwage BMami Mttto ewollee pw e n fa him- 
self for registration and enrollment at a specified 
hour; he fills out a mlniraum of forms, he pays 
his fe«, he goes to the Ch^sMlnm whore a faoalty 
"adrisor" serves as his amanneiMds In filling out 
his assignment slips, then, in approximately an 
hour and a half from the time he started the pro- 
e«Mi he Is eomiOeteilr om^Ued sad teiidy to par- 
chase his bMilis «ad go to otasiot! 

In every system of pre-enrollment I have studied, 
the burden of the work Is on the student, not un the 
taealtr «s It is here at Kansas State. Under pre- 
enrollment, the faculty advisor Ik an advisor, he 
helps the student plan his program of courses, and 
theiv hts TssponsibiUty «ads. Th& student takes 
OTor from that point; he fills out the usual registra- 
tion blanks, and then attends to drawing up his 
own schedule of classes. He fills out the assign- 
ment blanks himself, ho eolieets his class cards 
himself, and in doing so he takes classes that are 
open 'at the period in which he enrolls, according 
to a forainla that prevents the "bunching" of 
classes in the MWF combination or in the morning 
hours. It is obvious that a system of pre-enroli- 
ment can develop into a terrific mess, if tlie stu- 
dents cannot be relied upon to accept -responsibility 
for keeping appnintlBBttts and for doing a com- 
plete aud accurate job of fiUlng out registration 
and assignment fomw. 

To put it mildly, Kansas State students have, 
not shown themselvra to be particularly alert, or 
co-operative, or reliable, or accurate, in the two 
recent opportnnlties they have had to participate 
in a procedure tliat roulc! be a step toward pre- 
enrollment on this campus. Last December, the 
Btadents were requested to fUl out information 
blanks, so that pre-punched reglstratipn cards 
could be preparftEl for every student re-enrolling 
for the spring semester. X/en than two-thirds of 
the students took the trouble to fill out a form and 
return it to the Registrar's office! Consequently, 
the process of registration, which was already han- 
dloapped by the Introductlou of new methods of 
recording, became almost completely bogged down. 

Again', during the past two weeks, all students 
who expect to attend either the Summer School 
or in the first semester 1960-1061 have, beta aslted 
to fill out a smitll "Tentative Application for Regis- 
tration." And again, ttie response has been discour- 
aging, since only about oB&4iair <of the students 
who probably will attend one or both of the oesslons 
mentioned, have hoUiered to turn In eards. 

Favors System 

I am in favor of a system of pre-enrollment for 
Kansas State. I think It vonld have these prin- 
cipal advantages: (1) It would relieve the faculty 
nf an onerous and unnecessary burden at regtstra- 
tiou time, and leave them free for real counseling 
of iM* treiAmett or for unhurried proparaitton for 
their opening classes; (2) It would enable the 
student and his faculty advisor, a member of tliNe 
-student's own ms^Or department, to confer pri- 
vately to discuss and draw up tlte student's pro- 
gram of courses, not his tinie-srhedule, for a per- 
iod of one or two or three semestera in the future; 
(8) It would Increase the student's responsibility 
for attending to hia own college business affairs, 
which after all is part of his education; and (4) 
It would permit more complete and efflctent ase 
of the machine accounting equipment whieh -has 
been installed in the Registrar's office. 

But let's face the facts: pre-enrollmeut will not 
work saecesstaUy at Kwmas State unteu the stu- 
dents, all of them, not just the faithful few. are will- 
ing to accept and exercise responsibility for carry-

case because a "secret witness" 
failed to show up. But U was 
learned that a federal grand Jury 
1b investigating Remington, a gov- 
ernment economist who has de- 
nied under oath that ho was a 
Communist. 

lU'C — ^A senate banking, sub- 
committee investigator testified 
that the Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation actually operated $6,- 
448,000 In the red during the 
past fiscal year, although the ag- 
ency reported a net profit of $8,- 
311,000.

Lititer Hill, 
D., Ala., «M oipeeted to lead off 
in the southern bloc's tight to

The bill, the most controversial 
of Mr. Truman's civil rights pro- 
posals, would bar roolat mr reli- 
gious dlscrimiuatlon In employw 
meat and set trp machinery to en- 
force the ban. 

For the next week or so, the 
Dixie bloc will be tlghtbig ugirtMt 
a motion to bring up the measure. 
The first real test of strength 
probably will come In about 10 
days when senate democratic 
leader Scott W. Lucas, 111., forces 
a vote to cut oft debate.

. - The Kansas Study of Education 
tor Citizenship has as its purpose 
tiie improvement of citizenship 
education in the high schools of 
Kansas. The project is sponsored 
by the Institute of Citizenship of 
Kansas State College at Man hat- 
thn and the -Kansas State Depart- 
ment of Public Instruction. It Is 
financed in part by the sponsors 
and in iHurt by the cooperating 
schools whicb are contributing 
resources and teacher time. The 
Kansas Study is a project^ of the 
acttoB-reseftrch. type conducted 
cooperatively with twenty-five se- 
lected high schools. 

With some conslderaUon to in- 
terest, size and geographical lo- 
cation a number of high schools 
were invited to Join the project.- 
The study started with the fol- 
lowing high sehools; The Field 
Kindley Memorial High school 
and the Roosevelt Junior High 
school ot Coffeyville; the Huteb- 
J^lneon Senior High school and the 
Liberty and Slu rnian Junior High 
schools of Hutchinson; Wyan- 
dotte High school and Northwest 
Junior High school of Kansas 
City, Kansas; the Wasliiiistnn and 
Lincoln High schools and tlie 
Roosevelt Junior High school of 
Salina; and lUthler Rural High 
school ot Fluhler. During the sec- 
ond year ot the study the follow- 
ing additlotiat schools were add- 
ed: Argentine, Rosedale, Central, 
Sumner, and Northeast of Kan- 
sas City, Kansas; Westmoreland, 
bnaga. Flush, Fostoria, 01st)nrg, 
Wheaton, St. Marys, St. George, 
And Wamego of Pottawatomie 
emiBty. 

The study is confined to the 
social studies curriculum. This Is 
done in the belief that, although 
citizenship education is as broad 
aa the total higli school program 
and every phase ot high school 
life has an^ effect upon the de- 
velopment of the student as a 
citizen, the social studies cur- 
ineulnm Is unique In that it is the 
only part of the high school pro- 
'^^ram whose sole purpose is the 
^v^^evelopment of individuals who 
are adequMe to undertake their 
responsibilities and duties as 
members of a society.

Three Empire State bnildlogs 
could have been built tor what It 

costs to fit out one U-3G group 
with 30 planes. And when tbe 
Chrysler building was new It cost 

less than four superhombera. 

Further unulysin indicute.>] why 
the .\ir Forte nev«r will have 
great numbers of li-SG's. In 1S44, 
the year of this nation's greatest 
war produttioii, 9(1.359 military 
airplanes were built, one evei^ 
five minutes. They cost $16,000.- 
000, ono. 

That entire amount would buy 
only 9.779 B-30'8 today and. as- 
suming that costs have abo4t 
doubled. It would have bought 
fewer than 6,000 In 1944. 

The high cost of cold war 
bombers is~further revealed in a 
breakdown of fiscal 19 50 Air 
Force purchases. Only 129. or 
10% pr cent, of all planM ordered 
are bom hers. But they take al- 
most lialf tiie Air Force's pro- 
curement funds. Forty-seven are 
U-34's and 82 are B-47 ieti at 
$3,702,439 eaeh. 

Tile ('X|)ens!e utory is l)y no 
means confined to big bombers. 
Both the Air Force and Navy are 
buying night fighters that cost 
more than B-29 superforts did 
during World War II. The average 
cost of B-29's was $640,000.

For extremes in iKwt, consider 
the F-Si» jet night fighter which 
the Air Force Is buying at 1 1.8 78.- 
125 each and the F-Sl flmstang 
which was bouubt in World War 
II at I5&.000 each. Other jet 
fighter costs range from |81S,000 
to |8S1,000. 

The cost of transport planes has 
zoomed, too. The war-famed C-54 
had a price Ug of 1310,000. Its 
postwar big brother, the C-124, 
Is selling for $2,3 -17,2 2 2. 

The answer to all tb^e high 
eiwts is that modem airplanes are 
far more complex than tliose of 
World War 11. Tbey carry vastly 
more flireiwwer and destructive 
force, they fly farther, faster, and 
carry much greater loads.

During the course of his study of the deeomposltlon of formic acid 

at low temperaturis Louis CU»k, a oindtdate for a doctorate in 

chemlitry. has ipade several very Important dIsooveiiM. 

He made several fundamental 
discoveri^ (hatlitg ch^ly an 
acadenle value) While iitfrklag 
with the effects of 8 cata]|tt A 
catalyst is a substance which af- 
fects tbe rate at which other sub- 
stanees reset but does no| enter 
Into &m nsetloit. 

StuAes Acttvatlon 

In studying this he had to con- 
sider what chemists call the free 
energy of activation. Clark ex- 
plained that all chemical nsetions 
take place only * If the reacting 
molecule^ become activated. Tbe 
free energy of activation is the 
energy which the molecules must 
have to become activated. After 
they become activated they then 
react. This applies not only to 
formir acid but to all reactions, 
"Knowing the free energy of acti- 
vation helps to understand the 
nierhanisni of the reactions and it 
also aids lu au understanding of 
other cbemcial reactions as well," 
he said. 

Clark discovered that the free 
energy of aetlvatlon was deeressed 
when using a positive catalyst, in 
tilts case sulfuric acid. But when 
using the MCttive catalyst, water, 
the free envrgy of activation was 
increased. 

"This work is Important because 
extremely few reactions (only 
three or tour in the history of 
chemistry) have ever been studied 
Which permit the fr«s energy 



changes for a catalysed and non- 
catalyzed reaction to studied." 
said Clark. 

Calculates Acid Stability 

Using this InformatlfHi he was 
then able to calculate the stabil- 
ity of formic acid. , He used a 
special apparatus which measures 
the amount of gas given off In a 
reaction to obtain this Informa- 
tion. In this work he also had to 
obtain pure formic acid. He spent 
months trying to purify the acid, 
which 1r a difficult feat. He dis- 
covered that at room temperature 
less than 0.1 percent will decom- 
pctte In a year. At 212 dpgrees 
Fahrenheit over 10 percent will 
decompose in one day, and at 3 2 
degrees Fahrenheit no decomposi- 
tion takes place. 

"This Information is very im- 
portant because It was not know n 
before. It also has a praettcal 
aspect in that It can be used in 
industry." stated Clark. 

He received his high school 
diploma in Comanche, Oltlahoma, 
in 1933. He worked for two years 
with the CCC's. He received bis 
B. S. Mid M. S. from Oklahoma 
university In 19 41 and 1944 re- 
spectively. Clark worked as a 
junior chemist with the U. S. De- 
partment of Agricolture for one 
year. For four months he was an 
associate chemist with the Phillips 
Petroleum company. He has taught 
a total of five yews, sll tn coUeges. 



Congress Looks for 
New Tax Sources

Washington, May 9 — (U.R) — 
House tax writers were Qptimistic 
today about finding wa^ of off- 
setting most of the $1,000,000,- 
000 in excise tax cuts they JlftVe 
tentatively approved. 

Members of tbe tax-framing 
House Ways and Means commit- 
tee expected to turn their atten- 
tion this week from cutting, ex- 
cises to finding new. sourceh of 
revenue. 

President Truman, who recom- 
mended total excise cuts of only 
$696,000,000, warned that he 
vvoulti veto any bill that did not 
matce up the lost revenue. He sug- 
gested closing "loopholes" in pre- 
sent tax laws to offeet the cttts he 
proposed. 

Committee members ^ thought 
they might get more than $400,- 
000,000 through "loophole" clos- 
ing. They believed they might 
raise another $300,00^^000 to 
$509,000,000 through a moderate 
IncreMe in the eorporatton inoome 
tax. 

This still would leave them 
from $100,000,000 tt) ?300,000,- 
000 short In making up the full 
amount of the cuts.

Study Shows High 
Value In Tests 

"A reasonable amount of con- 
troversy," says Prof. Charles M. 
Sinclair of the K-State Home Stu- 
dy Service*, "has been apparent as 
to the value of correspondence 
study." Such was the subject 
when Dr. G. B. Chllds, of the Uni- 
versity of Kahraska eKtcHosfoii ser- 
vice, presented a report recently 
at the National UniversUy Exten- 
sion aaaoda^oB meeting is Lin- 
coln. ' 

Tent 1000 Ntudeiits 
According to Dr. Chttds, a re- 
cent Hurvey was conducted re- 
garding the subject. Fifteen hun- 
dred high school pupils, evenly 
matched In scholastic standings, 
were tested In both resident and 
correspondence studies. 

The comparison was significant 
in that correspondence students 
were more proficient in 50 per 
cent of the subjects than were the 
resident pupils. In only one CMe 
were the clasfiroom f^tudents more 
successful and the advantage was 
slight. Subjects in which the cor- 
respondence superiority was 
greatest were typing, Latin, Span- 
ish, ehenilslry, and physics. \

dents of college level will partici- 
pate. Only the common academic 
studies will he st reused for which 
Btandardized tests have been 
made.

Hort Department Has 
Many Tropical Plants 
Blooming In Greenhouse 

The Kansas State borticuiture 
department has a wide variety of 

tropical and sub-tropical plants 
blooming in the greenhouses and 
conservatory. 

The bouganvillae, a colorful 
tropical plant and a native of Bra- 
zil, has been blooming all winter. 
New hybrid orchids of troptci|l 
origin are in full bloom In the 
conservatory. African violets, 
which require a constant tempera- 
ture of 86 degrees, and the papaya 
tree are but a few of the many 
species of tropical plants to be 
seen In the greenhouses. 

Asters, which normally bloom 
In July and August, require lights 
from 5 till 10 p.m. from Decem- 
ber through April to bring them 
into bloom this time of year. 

The chrysanthemum, which re- 
ciuires only eight hours of sun- 
ltM:ht aud usually bloom only in 
the fall, are kept in blossom by ar- 
tiflcal shortening of daylight 
hours. 

Sub-tropical varieties such as 
the lemon, pomegranate, and fig 
are not in bloom as y^.

Report of Marshall Plan Progress Sliows 
Eleven Billion Was Spent for Recovery 



Washington, May 9. — <U.R) — A 
total of $ll,562,dtTO,OO0 In both 
dollars and local currencies was 
authorized for European recovery 
through December 31, 1941, Con- 
gress was told today. 

The economic Cooperation Ad- 
min is! iaii*)n said Tn its seventh 
quarterly report on Marshall Flan 
progress that 18,022.000,000 of 
this represented authorized U. S. 
dollar aid, while $3,540,000,000 
came from counterpart funds of 
the BRP nations themselves. 

The report, covering both the 
last quarter of 1949 and the first 
21 months of the Marshapp Plan, 
was transmitted by President Tru- 
man as a House-Senate Confer- 
ence committee prepared to deal 
with legislation giving EC A |2,- 
850,000,000 to ^arry on its Euro- 
pean operations during Fiscal 
1951. 

ThiR amount represents A $250,- 
000,000 cut over ECA's request. 
In addidon ttfe foreign aid mea- 
sure also authorizes a start on 
President Truman's "point four" 
program, and earmarks $100,000,< 
000 for Korean aid. t94,000»000 
to help Nationiaist China, and 
$27,450,ee« «ld AnA r^niees 
in Israel. . 

Both House and Senate liave 
approvfed the bill, but in different 
forms. The major difference is 
on "point four" — a progrisim to aid 
the backward areas of the world. 
The house voted a ^25, 000, 000 
authorisation while the Senate ap- 
proved the full 145,000,000 asked 
by the administration. 

The EGA report emphasised con- 
tinued Improvement in Europe, 
paj-tcinlarly in view of devalua- 
tion of many local currencies last 
fall, "^be move, ECA said, greatly 
improved the competitive position 



of Europe's goods in world mar- 
kets. 

In the first quarter of 1949, the 
report said: 

1. Industrial produetion reached 
120 percent of prewar, while agri- 
cultural prodnetlM was almost up 
to prewar. 

2. Food consumption was within 
three percent of prewar on a cal- 
oric basis, It was 2,800 calories 
per day as compared with the U. 
S. present average of 3,2-10 diiily. 

3. ERP countries bad removed 
quota resfribUottii on tteus rep- 
resenting roaghly (0 9«ra«it of 
their 1948 Imports. 

4. Enrope's ovsiiiU Index of ««- 
port volume increased to 114 Ifvr- 
cent of prewar, 

5. Financial stability continued 
high, as reflected In the price of 
gold at |4S per ounce tn Paris as 
compared with $70 a year earlier. 

6. Industrial output has In- 
creised almost 80 percent over the 
final 17-4534 of 19 47, even with 
only a small expansion In the la- 
bor force. 

7. A total of 114 technical as- 
sistance programs had been au- 
thorized by ECA. This Involved 
sending 350 U. S. technicians to 
Europe to teach technical know- 
liow, and the arrival of 481 Euro- 
peans here to study American pro- 
duction methods.

From experi- 
ence, students know that they will 
eventually end up In the coffee 
line about 9 in the morning. 

The total number of calories re- 
quired by college students who 
lead a sedentary life is about 
2400. ^ 
\eed >Iost at Breakfast 

"Each student If he's to be ef- 
ficient in his studying and hit note 
taking, should have about one- 
third of all the day's needed nn- 
trienta at breal^^jCaatt" declares Dr. 
Wtoterman, protasamr of foods 
and nutrition. . 

In order to do this, she advises 
Inclnding an egg to meet the pro- 
tein requirements as well as furn- 
iBhing vitamins A and some B. 

She also advises having some 
fruit containing abiiM vitamin C, 
orangeB, grapefruit* or at this sea- 
son of the year, strawberries. 

For added ealortes, cereal, toast 
or rolls furnish calories for ener- 
gy, vitamin U and iron: A glass of 
milk with the breakfast provides 
calcium as well as protein, vita' 
mlns, and some calories. 

If students eat breakfaBtn of 
this type, they are not likely to 
become hnogry and ksTe to take 
time out for a doughnut and some 
coffee in the middle of the mom 
bi» Tbs rsssom these breakfasts 



are sustaining is that a combina- 
tion of foods containing protein, 
fats and carbohydrates remain in 
the stomach longer and prevents 
that fsellng of emptiness.

In a nieoting Tuesday of faculty 
advisers and organization officers 
called by the Student Oonnell, Ui» 
suggestion of inaugtiratlon of a 
central depository fund was dta- 
cttssed. This system would, by 
means of a central office of the 
College, monitor funds of the or- 
ganisations, other than soelal, at 
Kansas State. 

A comuilttee appointed by the 
Faculty Advisory council has been 
studying the question for the past 
six years. Its findings were pre- 
sented to this nieetinK by Dick 
Chaae and other members of this 
committee. 

Prtnelple Faeleffs v 
The principle factors discussed 
at the meeting were the points of 
philosophy behind the plan. The 
two reasons for such a plan were 
outlined as protection for the 
treasurers of the organizations 
and for protection of the groups 
against the tTMiitreiri, 

Prof. John Johnson repiwttd to 
the group the past work on this 
subject. In February. 1944, a 
committee on student Relations 
ttt the Faculty AdvUory Council 
covered 19 Institutions eomparabl* 
to our own In regard to their policy 
in handling student organisation 
funds. This eommlttee found tbat 
16 of these colleges had a deposi- 
tory service, and that the plan 
was eomptilMHry la all but tbrea 
cases. 

From these findings a new 
committee was formed and asked 
by the Student Planning commit-^ 
tee to call the meeting held yes* 
terday. Here student officers and 
faculty advisers were offered sev- 
eral tentative plans. With these 
plans all fnnds would he aecounted 
for and the treasurers would re- 
ceive training in keeping aeeonnts* 
With a monitor service the In- 
tegrity of sin dents handling money 
would not be blotted or ques- 
tioned. Student opinion was asked 
for by this committee. 

Just what are some of the ten- 
tative plans being discussed? A 
plan whereby a voucher cheek waii 
countersigned liy the ftntral of- 
fice each time the organization 
wrote one was suggested. In an- 
other way all bills could be turned 
over to the central office by the 
groups and this office would super- 
vise the payment. No banking sys- 
tem was here suggested.

However, with sneh a 
system the College, and not a local 
bank, would receive all unclaimed 
accounts.

Propose Central 
Accounting System 
For College Groups 

Student Delegates 
Voice Opposition 
To Control Plan 

By Ii-ls Fegley 
In a meeting Tuesday of faculty 
I advisers and organisation officers 
called by the Student Council, the 
suggestion of inauguration of a 
central depository fund was dis- 
cussed. This system would, by 
means of a central office ot the 
College, monitor funds ot the or- 
gantzaiinuH, other than soeiali at 
Kansas State. 

A committee appointed by the 
Faculty .Vdvisory council has been 
studying the question for the past 
six years. Its findings were pre- 
sented to this meeting by Dick 
Chase and other members of tbb 
committee. 

ri'inciple ¥mtor« 
The principle factors discussed 
at the meeting were the points bf 
pliilosopliy behind the plan. ThO 
two reasons tor such a plan were 
outlined as protection for the 
treasurers of the organizations 
and for protection ot ihti groups 
against the treasurers. 

Prof. John .Tohnson reported to 
the group the past work on this 
subject. In February, 1944, a 
committee on Student Relations 
•ot the Faculty Advisory qonttfeU 
covered 19 institutions comparable 
to our own in regard to thsir policy 
in handling student organintion 
funds. This committee found that 
16 ot these colleges had a deposi- 
tory senrlee, and that the pUtn 
was compulsory In three 

From these findings a new 

committee was formed and asked 
by the Student Planning commits 
tee to call the meeting held yes- 
terday. Here student otficsrs and 
faculty advisers were ottered sev- 
eral ifMitaiive plans. With these 
plana all funds would be accounted 
for and the treasurers would 
celve training in keeping accounts. 
With a monitor service the in- 
tegrity of students handling monsar 
won 1(1 not be blotted or ques- 
tioned. Student opinion was asked 
tor by this committee. 

Just what arc some of the ten- 
tative plans iK'itiK discuBSedt'A 
plan whereby a voucher check W8B 
countersigned by the central of- 
fice each time the organisation 
wrotd one was suBgested. In an- 
other way all bills could be turned 
over to the central office hy th» 
KroiijiH iuifl this office would super- 
vise the payment. No banElhg sys- 
tem was here suggested. Un^ 
that plan no reporting of the 
groups' financial activities could 
hg made. However, with such a 
system the College, and not a local 
bank, would receive all unclaimed 
accounts. 

Of. the 136 organizations on the 
bill all but a small group of Uiem 
present accurate accounts to the 
Organisation Control Board. It 
woald cost the College consider- 
ably more to have the books of 
each organization audited each 
year than It would prtfbahly cost 
under a central depository system. 

I'nnereHHary EirpettHe 
It was suggested, however, at 
the meeting, that perhaps It would 
cost more than it was worih to 
save tbe money from being lost in 
different groups each year. 

The "uestlon was considered 
that n laps this system would 
int uit a great deal more work for 
I lie treasurers of the <yfterent or- 
ganisations. A. R. Jones. College

Lloy^ Sldener, ex-shovel oper- 
ator for the United I^lcn rical Coal 
company, of Canton, ill., and l^ewis 
have been subpenaed fto appear 
next Monday before a House labor 
subcommittee. The group is in- 
vestigating a charge that Lewis 
used a secret code to get miners 
to disobey a federal judge'e hack- 
to-work order durtnf the recent 
coal strike. 

Followed Lewis' Orders 

The surprise hearing, ordered 
by subcommittee chairman Andrew 
Jacobs, D., Ind., was called yes- 
terday. 

Sldener, then president of UMW 
Local 7465 at Canton, said he is 
prepared to testify that Basley 
telephoned him that Lewis had 
ordered "one whistle blowft at the 
mines on the day they had been 
ordered by the court to reutrn to 
the pits." 

"One whistle Is a signal used 
to tell miners not to report fer 
work," Sidener aald. Bettl*^ faM 
denied the charge. 

Sidener said Lewis Issued the 
"one whistle" order at the same 
time he sent telegrams to union 
locals ordering compliance with 
the court's maNlKie.

It Is the roar of 
Jet planes — Husslan jet planes. As 
many as 11 have appeared In a 
jiingle flight. The presence of 
these Rasslan Jet planes is one 
reason that the Nalionalists have 
not, been able to make effective 
raids recently ttom tk^ Isbind 
bases against Shanghai's Lnnghwa 
airport. The last big raid vaa in 
Mareh when Nationalist pilots 
dropped BO hombs on the airport. 

The heat estimate is that there 
a're between 200 and SOO Commu- 
nist fighter planes of Tarlotis types 
defending Shanghai's air fields. 
They are mostly the Japanese- 
Zero type of plane, mannfactured 
by the Russians. There probably 
are about 25 Jet planes availabb* 
and the best guess is that they 
lirere sent to SItanghai from the 
Russian lone In Bast Germany. 

RusKlans Infiltmtp 
I cannot say with ceriaiaty how 
many Russian teehnielans |ind 
'^advisers" have made th&lr way 
ItUo Sbangbai, but the number Is 
Bomewhefe between 100 and 8,000. 
There are about 25,000 In all 
China. They began moving into 
Aft city in small groups last fall 
and In the liiat few months the 
number has IncreuBeed, 

Every attempt is made to keep 
their presence secret from foreign- 
ers. Early this year some resldentfi 
in the wealtliy station of Hiingjuo 
on the west side of Shanghai were 
(jrdered to leave their homes. Soon 
a hambon fen re was built iironnd 
. the district and guards wore posted 
at the gates. 

The next development was that 
Chinese employes of a blR rustau- 
rant, which was about to close, 
suddenly were ordered to report 
to the bamboo compound to serve 
the Russians as cooks, waiters, and 
hoMSboys. One Chlneae employe 
reoelved a year's pay In advance, 
but was required to iinrcp tbat he 
would not attempt to see any mem- 
her of his tmmlly In ^hat time. 

Ctitiiese 1^ Shtpenses 

The Chinese ronumniists are 
paying the salaries and expenses 
of the Russian advisers and tech- 
nicians. Everything I heard infli- 
cated the salaries were large and 
the expense accounts liberal. Some 
of the technicians are German pris- 
oners, particularly at Kiangwan 
airfield, tan ml\m north of Shan- 
ghat Recently two Germans en- 
lered a night club on Aventie 
Joffre. On their wrists was an Ink 
Stamp which read "USSR". 

Most of the Russians la Shang- 
hal are concerned entirely with 
military affairs, but tt^e problem 

Indoetrlnatlnc the Chinese with 
the Moscow type of Communism 
tas not been neglected. One Rus- 
sian appeared at a Chinese aehool 
In the Poontung area and tried to 
make friends with the students. 
He was handicapped by the fact 
tie did not know much Chinese, 
Int he kep repeating: "Mao Tse 
Tung, Stalin — Ding, Ding Hao.' 
Translated it meant; "Mao Tae- 
Tnng, Stalin-^very. wwr good/' 



State Women's Groups 
Started Ball Rolling 
On New Residence Halls

When the menfieni ot the Kan- 
sas Home Demonatratfon Council 
meet at Kansas State college next 
month, they will lie able to ohserre 

the construction of a new women's 
residence hall which was made 
possible by action started at a 
similar meeting, seven years ago. 

The story of how they dereloped 
public support for legislation to 
make the biiUdlng possible was 
revealed this week Iv Georgians 
Smurthwalte, state bomift 4siiu»- 
stratlon leader. 

In 1941 Uift memhers ot home 
demonstration units had lived at 
Van Zile hall during their annual 
meeting for the tUrd stndght 
year. They knew that many Col- 
lege students were not properly 
housed and they could see the 
benefits, both educational and so- 
cial, of llTlng in a restdenee hall. 

Many ot them had children who 
were elthw In college or were 
planning to attend, tad tbey de- 
cided that Kansas Staift nSS^ed 
more reeldence halls. 

Enlisting the aid of other wom- 
en's organizations, they cam- 
paigned for contributions. Under 
the existing state laws, private 
tunda could not be used for build- 
tngB on state property, so the 
woiiH'n rallied public support to 
change the law. The money tbey 
had raised went toward the pur- 
chase of Waltholm hall. 

The law was changed so the 
College may nee borrowed money 
and private donations for the new 
residence hall now being built. 
The proposed new student union 
could not he built with borrowed 
money except for this legislation. 

The building program was not 
restricted to K-State: as a result 
of the aetfrltles of these women, 
re«Uleii(i" biillM b;iv© been built at 
Kansas university and Pittsburg 
State Teachers college. Other 
buildings are being planned tor 
the other schools In the state,

Haehlro Yuasa from Japan, ac- 
cording to Alumni Secretary Ken- 
ney Ford. Dr. Tnasa Is president- 
elect of the International Chrls^ 
tlan university to be opened n^r 
Tokyo In April 1951. . 

Tbe Alumni Office Is arranging 
lor Dr. Yuasa to speak on his 
work in his homeland, probably 
on Sunday afternoon, May 28. 

While at Kansas State Tuasa 
failed to earn enough money one 
summer vacation to pay his tui- 
tion the following term. Dr. Jnllns 
T. Wlllard. his dean, offered him a 
loan. Says Dr. Yuasa: "I man- 
aged somehow without borrowing 
from him, but I cherish his spirit 
of generosity." 

Shortly after his arrival In the 
United SUtes in 1^7, Yuasa be- 
gan working on a truit farm. Once 
be worked as a cowpnncher. He 
attended grade school and high 
school in Oakland. Calif., received 
his B.S. from KSAC In 1915 and 
his M.S. and Ph.D. from the Uni- 
versity of Illinois. 

Following his marriage to Miss 
Klyoko TTkal, a graduate ot Simp- 
son college (Iowa) In 19 22, he 
studied in Germany and Italy. In 
19t4 he became protemor ot ento- 
mology at Kyoto Imperial univer- 
sity, where he remained until he 
accepted the presidency of Do- 
shisha nntrerslty. a Congregation- 



al instltntlon in Kyoto, in 10S4. 

Dr. Yuasa resigned this position 
in 1937, after militarists threat- 
ened . him and his family with 
physical violence. He traveled for 
four years, lecturing in India, 
China, United States, and Canada. 

Returning to his homeland in 
October 1946, he resumed the 
presidency ot DoiriilBha in 1947. 

His appointment in July 1949 
as first president of tbe Interna- 
tional Christian university Dr, 
Yuasa considers "the biggest chal- 
lenge of my life."

It al- 
ready has accepted the union's 
principles calling for liberation of 
ail Iron curtain nations and estab- 
lishment of Democimtic govern- 
ments.

Bnt they set to work with their 
one horse and plenty of Intestinal 
fortitude, and today the farm Is 
one ot the most productive In the 
valley. 

OouBtgr Agott In Dust Bowl 
As a county agent In Kansas 
during the Dust Bowl days, Nor- 
ton became a soil conservation 
zealot early In his career and be- 
gan his work of restoring the land 
by planting all his acreage to al- 
falfa. D^pite the shortage ot 
money, he held to his plan, and It 
wasn't until the fifth year that he 
began planting small graius and 
wheat.

more work for the treasurer who 
did" not submit reports or whose 
nports were sent In Ineorreet.

Jones told the group that the 
general cost of the plan was in 
most schools around 2% of the 
money handled for each group. 
Other ways of financing the plan 
have l^n' used such as charging 
a flat fee If any money i» handled 
by the central office for a club or 
a charge has been made on each 
check written.

One aspect of a cential deposi-

Brannan Asks for 
Rights of Farmers 

Kalispetl, Mont.. May 11— (UB 

— Secretary of Agriculture 
Charles F. Brannan urged today 
that farmers he given a full part- 
nership in development o£ the ri- 
ver basins of the West. 

"We have failed for the most 
part to utilize the benetlti of good 
farming for carrying forward our 
river ba.sin programs, " Ilrannan 
said, and he predicted no lasting 
success for the basin programs 
until conservation farming is de- 
veloped ou a wide scale. 

Speaking at the meeting of the 
Columbia Basin Interagency com- 
mittee here, Brannan blamed "our 
piecemeal approach" to river de- 
velopment problems for neglect- 
ing farmers «s full partners. 

"We should undertake unified 
land and water programs in which 
our farmers are given full oppor- 
tunity to use their own resour- 
ces," he declared. 

These resources, tlie Secretary 
said, would Include use of con- 
tour farming, terraces, farm 
ponds, planting uf grass, legumWt 
tres and shrubs to increase the 
land's capacity to store water and 
the building of grassed water- 
ways and other outlets to carry 
water without gullyins the land. 

Brannan said his department 
would begin preparation July 1 
of a comprehensive agricultural 
program for the Columbia River 
Basin. Drafting will be In charge 
of Herbert M. Peet of Portland, 
Ore., and it will take three years 
to complete. 

The cabinet officer emphasised 
that preparation of the Columbia 
Basin agricultural program does 
not mean a new agency will be es- 
tablished to carry it tm it It la 
approved by Congress.

Pugsley, who acts as a mediator 
between the group and the stu- 
dent, "that the habits they form, 
the attitudes tliey develop, and 
the standards they use to measure 
themselTes and tbetr fellow stu- 
dents will affect their lives pro- 
foundly heie and after gradua- 
tion." 

The Conimfttee a-; (oawlllonoa 
During its first year of opera- 
tion, the committee considered 20 
cases; during the second year 
there were t eases; and the cur- 
rent year bag bnntgbt fwtb only, 
4 cases. 

Tbe Committee urges Instrue- 
torn to report cases of cheating 
promptly. Uetore the committee 
WM organized there were cases 
in which students developed 
cbeatlng habits and were appre- 
hended in several classes without 
the teacher of one class knowing 
of the ebeatlng fn the other class- 
es. With all cases coming to a 
single group, this committee is 
able to take such practices into 
account in arriving at their Judge- 
ments and the penalties assigned. 

"Of every student who comes 
before me", says Dean Pugsley , 
"I ask tbe same question; 'Do you 
feel that ynu have had a fair 
bearing?' And the reply without 
wceptloii bag bosa *yes*. That is 
the best basis for thinking that 
tbe commutes has discharged ef- 
fectively tbe pMSlBg on cases."

Veterans planning to attend 
summer school under the GI Bill 
should start making necessary ar- 
rangements now, Wichita Veter- 
ans AdmlnfBtratloa regional of- 
ficials said today. 

First, they should determine 
whether tjiefr V-A eerttflcates of 
eligibility are in order. And, if 
they are changing courses, they 
should learn iTom Y-A whether 
th^y will be rs^ntrod to undergo 
advisement and guidance. 

A veteran who Is now in school 
and who intends to continue this 
summer In the same school and 
the same course need merely reg- 
ister at his school. His present 
certificate of eligibility.

Locomotive Employees Commence Strike 
Apinst fiiw Major Raikoad Syste 



Chicago, May 11. — flj.li) — ^Loco- 
uotiTe firemen and eoginemen 
-went Oil strike yester^y agalnat 
four major ranroad' wytttm*, crip- 
pling the nation's tranaportatton 
network and threatening .to idie 
600,000 other worken, 

NatiiMMrlde Btifke 

The Brotherhood of tlailroad 
Firemen and Eoginemen began 
the strike at 9 a. m. in each stand- 
ard time zone. The work stoppage 
moved across the uatiuu from east 
to west with the ■on. 

As the strike pasHod the cen- 
tral, time zone, 90 percent of the 
affected right ot way was ander 
cMiinpiete Strike, a anion spokea- 
mau iiaid. 

He said 100.000 railroadmen 
would be affected directly in tlie 
strike. If the stoppage continued, 
another 400,000 coal miners, steel 
wtukcrhi and enipioyeea in other 
industries could be forced out of 
work. 

As the .strike deadline pttised, 
National Mediation Board dhair- 
man Francis O'Ntill was tttU In 
Chicago trying to arrange a Ml- 

tlemeni. 

Two mlnntes after the strike 

began on the East Coast. Brother- 
hood President D. B. Robertson 
emerged from a Chicago hotel 
room where he was meeting with 
O'NelU and representatives of the 
ttatdoh's rallroadg. ■ 

Strike On Schedule 

He said the strike started on 
schedule in the East. But he 
added: 

"We're Still hoping for a set> 

tleinent." 
The Arotherhbod called the 

strike to enforce its tlemand for 
an additional flreuiau on multiple- 
anit dlsMl englnM and to place at 

leiiat one fireman on switch en- 
gines and electrically-operated en- 
gines. 

The strike forced the affected 
linos to hull or drastically reduce 
paHseuger and freight. 

The struck lines were the Santa 
Fe railroad, the Southern railroad, 
tJie Peuusylvauia west of Ilarris- 
burg, Pa„ the New York Central 
west ot Buffalo, N. T.. and four 
NYC Hul)fii(liai-ieH, the Ohio Cen- 
tral, Michigan Central and. Big 
Four lines. 

I III lid reds of puHseiiRers were 
caught enroute and forced to 
•ort to other lines or to buses to 
retidh their destination. 

No trains were halted imme- 
diately because the firemen agreed 
to man locomotives to the end of

Railway Mail Clerk William H. 
HjtddlestQA of Cincinnati was 
eaught at the Chteago end of his 

run on the Big Four ttoe. Ho Mid 
postal authorities told him to "Oet 
kondie whatover way I can."

et via the MoDon line to Indian- 
apolis, then over the Hamilton and 
Indianapolis railroad to Hamilton, 
Ohio, t>efore taking u ijus to Cin- 
cinnati. 

MlHNTd Traill 
Seaman 1/c C. M, Hiner fell 
asleep in the. New York Central 
station at Detroit and missed the 
last train to take him to Great 
r4ik«i Naval station at Chicago. 
He was due there at 10 a. m. after 
a 14-day leave. 

"I don't know what I'm going 
to do," he said, "I don't have the 
Money for bus tare. Looks like 
I'm going to be marked AWOL." 

At Chicago's Union Station, 
where the Pennsylvania operates, 
an eidei iy lady walked blithely to 
the ticket window and asked for a 
tteket to Finrtda.

Old Well Puzzles Construcfion ConpaBir Men on Siie of New Classroom Building

Some things seem to last for- 
ever, and If they ever do finally 
give up the ghetl tt ll oiriy after 
a terrific fight. 

That's the way It is with the 
Old well located north of Ander- 
son hall. It was here b^ore the 
College was established, survived 
generations of use by K-State stu- 
dents, lived throngh the burning 
of IlnteOB hall, and now It has a 
multitude of Bennett Coastmction 
company engineers wondering 
what must be done to keep It from 
wrecking the new Arts apd Set- 
^^l^ces classroom building. 

Bad Location 
The well is located right in the 
middle of one of the trenehM that' 
is golBg to serve as a footing to 
hold ap^tte building. Foreman 



Steve Powell says that they dug 
into the well last week and have 
been busy remoTlns tJie rock and 
dirt with which It Is fined. The 

foundation is 12 feet deep and so 
far workmen have cleaned out the 
w^l to a depth <rf 1? feet below 

that. The total depth of the well 
is supposed to be from 3& to 60 
feet. It is five feet in diameter. 

Accoiding to Powell, the engi- 
neers have not decided yet just 
what is going to be done about 
the well. "We are afraid." he 
said, "that If we simply leave It 
filled up and build on top of it 
the building will settle unevenly." 

Even though the old well Is 
doomed to -be burled under tons 
of concrete, the pump which drew 
water from It for ao many years 
will always be handy to remind 
students of the iart it played la 



college history. It is located in a 
show case ot» the ttala flow of 

Willard hall. 

The well and the pump were 
here waiting for the studeots when 
they first beg^n attending classes 
on the present campus. It had 
been part of a farm that was lo- 
cated here. The farm bouse was 
removed in IStt but the pomp 
sfiiUatDod. 



Nowadays we have a coke at 
the union. In those days it was a 
drink of water at the pomp. It 
was the social center of the cam- 
pus and even after city water was 
piped to the campus in 188S stu- 
dents still gathered around the old 
pump to sip cool water and chat 
with friends. There were two cups 
fastened to the pump from which 



all the students drank. 

The watM* from the old well was 
said to have a sweeter taste than 
city water and chemistry pro- 
fessors preferred It for making 
distilled wiUer because It con- 
tained leas amaionla than, city 
water or vaier from tlie Cotlwe 
cisterns. 

The pump sal Ill-fated Denlson 
hall built in 1902 and destroycHl 
by fire In 1S34. and when there 
whs nothing left of the building 
but a rubble-filled hole the pump 
was still standing in its usual 
place. - When Willard hall ym 
built in 1937 the pump was re- 
moved and placed in the show case 
on th» main floor. But the well 
Is there much to the disgust 
of the Bennett Constmctlon com- 
pany, which is trying to conatmet 
a building on toy of It. '

Tills week an old issue, a tabled SPC sugges- 
tion, came to light. |t has been proposed that a 
central depMiterr system !to «Mrt«d ibi^ for all 
extra-curricular organizations. This may or may 
not be a good thing. However, it was not very well 
prwttotod to tbe offleeni and faculty apoaaors of 
college organisBtions last Tuesday afternoon. 

In essence, and this is by no means the final plan, 
it would work something like this: All clubs, 
IwofeMkMial md honorary fraterBtttes and aorori' 
tips, and other proups wliirh call themselves guilds 
or by some other designation, woul^ "bank" their 
treaamy iiio»y with a central depwtttng office 
(This preamatUy would be the College comptrol- 
ler's office at it Is tbe only flnauctel branch of 
the eoUa^e). When the orgaaiaatton wanted to 
expend any moaey th^ would t^Uow aocne vn- 
designated procedure of vouehfliri ^'Or eotunter- 
algned checks to pay their bills. 

At tbo' meeting tlmrs wais a good deal erf dis- 
cussion about the phUosofihy btrihind such a move 
and it all boiled down to two things. The College 
B«ea a chMce to grab a few dollars that are other- 
wise left In local banks when a club disbands 
and It protects organizations against dishonest 
treasurers.^ That's all very nice, but sounds like 
qalto a Mt ol miAarfcar Whan ren haar It pre- 
sented. It is inconceivable th&t any appreciable 
amount of money is "lost" through, local banks 
"Wiitta i^ba pua out of adfltenet. Sa^dly, If 
there are dishonest treasurers they would be fools 
to try to steal money after It has been banked. 
They wottld undoubtedly forget to take it to tlie 
bank. Hut hew a ettitral dpimritlB^ wUl oret'' 
come this is nm tN» aaiioiii 4uw flH»d to m-, 
plain so tar. 

Howeiver, what Is more Important than the ac- 
tual i»fiuc at hand is the appearance of the WKf 
It was presented. Professor John Johnson, A. 
Thomtotl Ddwards and Arnold R. Jones, the Col- 
lege comptroller, all spoke at the -nwetlng. Col- 
lectively they said very little that didn't Indicate 
that this thing is going Into effect regardless of 
what the stttdems think. Jones said that there 
would be few if any organ izationa use the system 
If It were voluntary and he further said that the 
central office would have -the right to refoae 
approval of checks wtthoat eeelng actual club 
r^rds and votes. This seeme to b«« ttttie high- 
haaded for Kansas State. 

Professor Johnson stressed that other Institu- 
tions do this sort of thing Well, this isn't other 
'loatltutions; this is Kansas State college. All 
iwen thousand of the students enrolled here ace 
attending this particular school because It is the 
sort of school tliey want to attend. If we liked 
the way things are done at other Institutiona we 
wouldn't have come hare at all, but would have 
gone elsewhere. That other institution argnment 
Is Setting kind of ragged and tbe stu4ents are 
getting a bit weary of it. 

Then, too, there's another point that doesn't hit 
quits right, either. One of the speakers said that 
Ahe antagonistic attitude of the students and fac- 
ulty '^mwnbers prMent was a normal and "natural 
reaction. It's that way everywhere they start 
this sort of thing, he said, but when it Is In effect 
it Is constdered a God-sehd. Doea that mean that 
regardless of what tbe people eoaeerned say. do, 
or think this measure Is going to be erasuned 
down their throats? 

After all. President ' BlBMriiower liaai*t prerfeed 
and slaved for democratic action for seven years 
tor nothing, has he? This thing looks like out- 
vlf^ «ntoefaey4 In some retpeets we are tempted 
to wonder if a few people have bought their rail- 
roader's hats already and have them secreted In 
their desk drawers waiting for Jnna SOth. I hope 
not. Seven thousand amry ftu^ala ai«a't good 
j^SUite rslattons. you know.

D. must 
Bend a request to the Qraduate 
Council, together with a written 
statement kIvIhr proof of these 
facilUlea. Among other things, 
the department mntt describe Us 
library and laboratory equipment, 
its course ofterlags, and It must 
toll the quallflcKtiosfl of fte fac- 
ulty. 

The Graduate Council tlien 
•tudles these 'tacltitles and makeH 
'its recommendations to the PresU 
dent of the College. It the Presi- 
dent approves of this extension of 
j^raduato work, he makes a rec-t 
bmmendatlpQ to the Board of 
^egenu, which has final ailt1f(»plty 
^n the matter.

KSDB'b flual broadcast of the 
temeiter will be tonight, Prof. 
George Arms announced today. 

Whether the campus wired- 
irlreless station will rmuni» Itroad- 
cattlng during tht> summer Be»- 
«loil will de-peiul on the outcome 
of an FCC hoai iuF; in Juiil'. The 
more than 100 educailoual wired- 
%Irete8R atatlons have been opcr- 
atluK throuRh a hHZo of poorly 
defiiu'd ruloa which the govern- 



ment has never bothered to clar- 
Iff. The FTC will review the en- 
tire syatem at the hearing; and It 
U expected that definite rulings 
win be made. 

Because mo»t of KSDB's stu- 
dent audience lives off the cam- 
pus, it must use greater power to 
reach them than Is normally used 
by a college station. Therefore 
any ruling placing tight restrle- 
tlons on power may make hroad- 
castlng Impractical for the station , 



If KSDB la forced to dlicontinue 
broadcaattng as a reanlt of the 

hearing there may still he a chance 
that the radio section will be able 
to continue the practical training 
which hma made it one of the top 
radio d^Mirtments In the midwest. 
The proposed low power FM sta- 
tion conld be used (or student 
training. 

The only disadvantages of FSt 

are that such a station could not 
provide commercial experience and 



that only about 16 percent of 
existing radios are equipped to 
rec^ve FM. 

The proposal has been approved 
by the Radio Policy and Program 
subcommittee but the administra- 
tion has not yet acted. If the 
plan Is approved and work started 
this spring, the station could he 
raady to broadcast by next Sep- 
tambw.

Charges Reds Are 
Using Nazi Tactics 

Berlin. May 15— (U.R)— The Rus- 
sians are reviving Nazi militarism 
In their zone of Germany by train- 
ing special German police units 

along army lines, a V. R. high com- 
mission court charged today in 
sentencing six Bast some police- 
men to two years In jail. 

Wearing Hemi -.Military l iiifoiin 
They were convicted of wearing 
a semi-military uniform and pos^ 
sesstng and transporting former 
German army weapons. They were 
Bel/!ed while pasririL. through the 
IT. S. sector of Berlin. 

Judge John A. Sabo. of Gary. 
Indiana, said a "para-miHtary or- 
ganization" has been ereated4n the 
Soviet sane in aeaaaee«t ths^Yalta 
and Potsdam agreements. 

"The six accused are victims of 
a well-laid plan, cunningly con- 
ceived and disguised under the 
cloak of legality to revive the same 
type of blind militariaUe fanaticism 

so rampant hi Ihe mUer 
Sabo said. 

Two Separate Gnmps 

Sabo said the evidence showed 
there afe two separate organtza- 
tloDs la the Soviet zone both called 
the "peoplft^a jH)lIce." 

"One engages in ordinary police 
work," he said. "The other, the 
alert units, bear no Blmllarlty to 
I)oll^e work and.i!»ii^|if|v»iWllftary 
force." 

These alert units, he said, are 
"a very live threat to the peace 
and security of the world." 

They get assault and defense 
training, take part in field ma- 
neuvers, perform close order drill, 
and iioK.sess former Germany army 
weapons including machine guns, 
field artillery and tanks, Sabo said. 

The six policemen on trial were 
18 and 21 years of i^ge. Sabo said 
their sentence was relatively light 
because they were victims of a plot 
which forced them to Join the po- 
lice army. He said otherwise they 
would ha VP had to work in Russian 
operated uranium miuM on the 
OeraM»CkMli bOKder.

The voting body of the General atoembly is made 
up of officers of the aifembly plus prartdents of 
the individual member organizations. 

Present at all General assembly meetings, but 
Without voting power, are eo-ebairnien of ten stand- 
ing committees. 

Each of the comoiltiees has two co-chairmen, a 
fellow and a girl. These eo-elwbinen are called 
upon for reports and information, and are free to 
take part in dlscnsslon at all times. 

The ten standing oommttteee are membership, 
a«rvtQ«. goetol, recmition. housing, ward ivstem, 
IMrofTMi, ttttramurals, publicity and finanee. 

Provide Social Activities 

Another group constitutes the social portion , of 
ISA. It is composed of those iwrsons who IM7 an 
"IndiTidnal membership" fee of 11.00 and attend 
the social activities of the organization. Any stu 
dent not actively affiliated with a social fraternity 
or sorority mar thug become a aioaiber of ISA. 

From this group many of the committee beads 
and committee members are chosen. 

It Is hoped that through eontaett made tn this 
group, a famifiarttr with ISA mar develop and aid 
in setting up more member organizations according 
to districts of residence in the scattered student 
homtoi about town. These melnber oi^anizations 
or 'Mrards" would assume the same meaning to 
their members as various dorms, etc., do to tlie 
others. 

As each "ward" develops its own social and ser- 
vice projects and its own leaders, the organization 
as a whole would gradually be relleyod of the neces- 
altr for manr of its fnnetttma. 

Once this complete respresentation of all inde- 
pendent students in the General assembly is 
achieved, the organisation as a whole wUl give up 
nearly all other functions with the exception of 
that as a coordinating body. It will leave the re- 
maining lunctioiis to tlie member organisations. 

When this end is achieved, the rwulting or- 
iraniKatinn under a revised constitution, will have a 
fuuclion similar to Panhelleuic or Inter-Fraternity 
council. •

Actual organization of the "wards" has consti- 
tnted quite a problem. The new method to be em- 
ployed ia to concentrate on the organization of one 
group and as it progressed and its benefits become 
apparent, more grotips will be motivated to or- 
gan ize. 

These benefits are largely soelal, but the social 

lUHHi is perhaps the greatest need of that student 
living "off towards Jones's" — the need for indi- 
vidual attention and opportunity for development 
of leadership. 

The purpose and the very core around which ISA 
is built is to provide an outlet for development of 
independent leadership, and for training in co- 
operation and partlelpatioh- for and among inde- 
pendents. 

ISA will have a temporary committee during the 
rammer months which will plan the social activities, 
meet i n ga and pr o j c c te for Independent students on 
rolled in summer school.

The sands of the desert, used 
sometimes as a symbol of perpe- 
tual warmth, grow extremely cold 
at night, says the National Geo- 
Rraphic Society. A daytime tem- 
perature of 100 degrees Fahren- 
heit In the Sahara may drop that 
same night below freezing. 



If you go over to the extenaion 
otficea thegr will give you, tree for 
the asking, an eight-page bulletin 
on how to control weeds in Kan- 
sas. The bulletin tells you that 
dandelions are among Che most 
sensitive plants and that the roots 
can usually be killed by one ap- 
plication of I, tile eurreat 
favorite of agronomists. 

And in the meantime, the dan- 
delions continue to grow on the 
lawns choking out the grass and 
detracting from the beauty of the 
campus.. 

In all fairness to the people In 
the horticulture department, it 
should be said that they are at 
least trying. Last fall, 10 acres 
on the campus were sprayed with 
2,4-D. The dandelions were ap- 
parently ignorant of the spectacu- 
lar snceess of this ehemlcal as de- 
scribed in Ag Experiment Station 
Circular 265, becaufts they came 
up anyway. 



According to Professor of Hor- 
ticulture Li. H. Quinlan, the dan- 
delions could be kept off with a 
program of intensified spraying. 
But his department is already run- 
ning on AH inadeanate bv4get and

Can you spot poison ivy? If not, 
it might be a good Idea to learn 
about the plant, so you do not 
handle it and infect yourself. Most 
ot the year poison Ivy leaves are 
green bat in the tall ^ey turn red 
or yellow. 

Poison Ivy can be Identified by 
three leaves on each stem. The 
foliage is quite attractive. 

Where does it grow? Well, it 
grows around old buildings, in 
woods, along roadsides, and just 
about any place in the country. 
Those who contact poison ivy are 
usually picnickers, hikers or oth- 
ers who are unfamiliar with the 
plant. 

Ivy Kvists Yi'ar Around 
Poison ivy does not just pop 
out In the spring and die in the 
winter. It. exists all year round. 
If you want to get rid of the poison 
ivy plant, do li carefully. The im- 
plements you use to remove it 
should be Fashed in strong soap 
suds afterward!!. 

V h.i iiDiild you do if you con- 
tact poisju ivy? Say. for example, 
that you accidentally touch it. You 
should immediately wash your 
bands with soap and water. Soap 
Is needed to rraiew the sap from 



the skia. This usually prevents 
blistering. 

You should tlifn lake a tahlf- 
spoon of baking soda and dissolve 
it tn a pint of hot water, and care- 
fully sponge and dry the Infected 
places. If no wat^r is available 
sponge the exposed skin with gaso 
line.

1. Recognize poison ivy by its 
glossy green, triple lefcve. 2. Wash 
affect I'd .skin with plenty of laun- 
dry soap and hot water. 'S. Apply 
five percent alcoholic ferric chlor- 
ide solution. oI)tatnable at the drug 
store. 4. If the poison spreads or 
affectd the fact, see a doctor. i>. 
Wa.Hh tluH-oughly. or have dry 
cleaned, any clothing poison ivy 
has touched. G. If you inn si lian- 
dle the ivy, wear rubber or heavy 
leather gloves. 7. Avoid the smoke 
of the burning ^oit. It carries 
the poison. 

So. the next time yon go on a 
picnic or hike, keep on the alert 
for the plant. 

Dr. 6. W. Lafene, head of the 
Student Health, said that in times 
past students have bad to leave 
school due to poison Ivy infaetton. 



College Will Spend 
$6,000 for Fields 

Kansas State's athletic depart- 
ment will spend a total of $6,000 
on iniprovins the condition of its 
football fields this sttninicr. 

An appropriiUion of %2,2VyO has 
been made to permit. re-sodding of 
the Memorial Stadium field. An 
additional |1,250 has been ap- 
propriated to resod the two foot- 
ball practice fields. One field is 
located immediately south of the 
stadium and the other ts north of 
the Fieldhouse. 

Thurlo McCrady, Kansas State's 
athletic director, said iliat the 
malnder of the appropriation, 
12,600, Is being spent on Installing 
an nndPrnround siiriukling system 
in the Stadium field. Included in 
this li the porctase of two port- 
able watering ^sterns tor use on 
the practice fields.

The Stadium field will be reniod 

with blue grass and the two prac- 
tice fields are to be re-sod willi 
Bermuda gram. | 

McCrady stated that all the 
work should be completed by the 
end ot this week, with the excep* 
ttOtt of planting the Bernuida grans 
on the practice (ootball fields. This 
variety of grass Is usually planted 
around June I. 

"We are using Bermuda grass 
pn the practice fields as it does 
not summer-kitl as dofs blue 
grass," said McCrady, "and it re- 
roots itself and can stand a great 
deal of punishment." 

Bermuda grass is not used on 
the Stadlam field as it never at- 
tains that rich, earpet-Iike appear- 
ance. Bermuda grass .turns brown 
early in the fall and it is hilled 
by af'VfiVi' weather. Despite the 
fact that blue grass is summer- 
killed. It looks g^ and stands up 
well in the fall.

If it is any consolation to the students, the people 
who design and teach such courses are not "sold" 
on them blindly. 

All pourKes in freneral education are undergoing 
continuous study by six College committees. These 
commtttose am wtMnclng with similar' eammlttees fn 
l^er collcf^eH and niilversitieK. 

The student who wants to know why his theme 
which had no mechanical errors was given a low 
grade may be BUppUcd with somo answers by 
these committees. They are engaged in finding 
ont what makes one paper effective and another 
ineffective. They are devising yardeticks which 
will attempt to measure the development of critical 
thinking, effective writing and speaking, growth 
of mataw attttadae, and pereenml ad|tistm«Bt in 
the various courses. 

The foremost advocates of comprehensive courses 
do not vte^ud^ the eoitfaes. Tbey are willing to 
admit that the eourses may not be accomplishing 
the objective soai^t. They know th^ .could very 
probably be better than tbey are. 

General education will be the beneficiary of the 
study, which Is a project of the American Council 
of Education. Undoubtedly . some courses and 
methods wtH be ehaagad wben tbe^resnlts are In. 

Representatives of the participating fsrhools will 
pool their findings at a workshop tu be held this 
•amnar. dent'tflete agreement on all points is not 
eapeotad, htA the edao^rs are certain — and pre- 
llodaary findings support the belief — that large 
areas of agreement on objectives, methods, and 
courses will be found. 

The student can be assured that more science 
and less dogma from high priests of edttcatlon will 
lointo ^etmstrueitoa c^setteval edacatSoa courses 
in the future. 



Railroock Refurfi to Normol 

Chicago. May 16.— (U.R) — The New Yoric Ce^ral 
aud Santa Ke railroads expected to be back in nor- 
mal service by noon today as firemen returned to 
work after a six-day strliel). but the Sonthern and 
PennBylvania said full operations would start to- 
morrow on their lines. 

J. J. Mahoney, general superintendent of trans- 
portation for Santa Fe said "We'll be rolUn« uad«r 
full Bteam before noon." All embargoes, on ^rtsh- 
sble shipments were lifted. 

He said the westbound Qrand Canyon Limited 
will leave on schedule and that the EI Capital and 
Super Chief would leave lor California at their 
scheduled times thte evening along with the Texas 
Chief, bound for Galveston. 

The New York Central recalled 50,000 employees 
laid off due to the strike and cancelled an embargo 
on freight shipments. 

"We'll be accepting all freight and paRRen:;iM- 
businetis offered by this aiteruoou," a spokesman 
said. 

The NYC said the first of its paasenger trains to 
be returned to service would include the famed 
20th Century Limited.

Senator Ferguson A^iises Demticrals is 
Oi Negalive AcHon on FEPCMIilNia # 



■ Washington, May ir, — (U.R)— 
Sen. Homer Ferguson, R., Mich., 
has accused admfnlBtratlon Demo- 
crats of maneuvering backstage to 
defeat civil rights legislation while 
advocating It pUMfelr. 

The Senate will vote Friday on 
whether to limit debate on a mo- 
tion to take up the VEPG bill. 

Ferguson opened the secnud 
weeic of Senate debate on the ISBue 
by flaying the administration 
Democrats and denying their 
charge that there Is any conspiracy 
between Rcpnblicana and southern 
Democrats to defeat FEPC. 

If there Is a conspiracy, he said, 
It Is between Northern and South- 
ern Democrats. 

Ferguson read the Senate a news 
dispatch telling of an auti-FEPC 
speech made at yesterday's Demo- 
cratic party rally in Chicago by 
Jonathan Daniels. Democratic na- 
tional chairman from North Caro- 
lina. 

He also read excerpts from re- 
cent speeches by Alabama's Sen- 
ators John J. Sparkman and Lis- 
ter Hill, who urged the South to 
remain In the* Democratic party to 
fight Civil Rights bills.

HyNterla — Rep. Charles H. El- 
aton, R., Ohio, a member o( the 
Joint Congressional Atomic Ener- 
gy committee said there is "too 
much hysteria" about A-bombs 
and H-bombs.

The need tor professionally 
trained nurses, which became crit- 
ical during World War H, con- 
tinues according to the U. S. De- 
part of lAbor's Women's Bureau. 

Registered nunses form the s fr- 
ond largest group of professional 
women In the eoanti^. In 1949 the 
American Nurses' Association re- 
ported that there were about 300,- 
500 active registered nurses and 
aim OK t 8f),0oo student nurses, In 
addition to more than 200,000 In- 
active nurses. About half of the 
active nurses worked In hospitals, 
schools, and other institutions, 
une-fifth were in private pfactice. 
and the remainder were public 
health, Industrial, or office nurses. 

A shortage of profeKsitmal 
nurses exists in this country al- 
though more nurses than ever be- 
fore are practicing their profep- 
aion. Over 400,000 active regis- 
tered nurses will probably be 
needed in 1950 and .^OCOOO by 
19G0 to maintain current stand- 
ards of nursing. Tiie heavy de- 
mand is caused by the combina- 
tion of a number of factors; the 
Hdspiliil Riirvey and Construction 
Act of 1940 giving financial aid 
to communities to build hospltols. 
an increase in the number of hos- 
pitals and patients, tbe populari- 
ty of hospitalization Insurance 
plans, the growth of the popula- 
tion, and the increase In the nnm- 
iier of aged in the country with 17 
million over OS years of age m- 
ti mated for 1976. 

Opportunities Are Good

field, employment possibilities for 
newly graduated nurses and op- 
portunities for advancem<?i*t to po- 
sitions of responsibility for tiios" 
with eatperlence are good. iMm u 
tlooal preparation beyond the 
minimum required for lircnBlng, 
such as a degree in nursing at one 
of the 200 schools offering col- 
legiate programs In nnnlng, may 
lead to wtill-paid teachii)^' or ad- 
ministrative posts in the nursing 
field. Registered nurses obtain 
(heir licenses by passing an exam- 
ination given by a State hoard or 
agency, following graduation from 
one of the 1.200 schools of nurs- 
ing in existence in the* United 
States in 13 49. The ba'^ie courKP 
In these schools usually covers 3 
years of combined study and super- 
vised pvaclii-e in ht)9pital«. fnlhnv- 
ing graduation from an approved 
Itlgti aehool enrrlculiisi. 

HaUrles Vary with WMk 

In October 194 6. median month- 
ly earnings of registered nurses 
who were not"iir»vlded with liv- 
ing quarters were almost $175, ac- 
cording to the liureau of Labor 
Statistics study. Salaries were 
found to Increase with greater re- 
sponsibility, averaging $267 for 
nnrsi' t-dut ator;^. A v:Lri;iti'>n ex- 
isted by regioap, with a median sal- 



ary of $144 in New England and 
9 SO 2 In the Pacific Statew. Be- 
cause of the wide variation In 
hours for private nurses, their 
earnings were quite different in 
amount. However, an 8-hour day 
and 40 to 48 hours per week has 
become generally accepted tliru- 
QUt the profession although many 
devtatloDS «itet, especially in pri- 
vate duty nursing.

High Court Will 
Review Convictions 

Washington, May 16. — i\iM) — 
The Supreme Court agreed to con- 

sifler an attack on the constitu- 
tionality of President Truman's 
loyalty program by the National 
Council of Amerlcan-SoTlet friend- 
ship. 

The court dald It will hear the 

case at the same time as a^iniitar 
one appealed by tbe Joint Anti- 
Pascist Refugee committee. 

Both suits challenged the consti- 
tutionality of the program, e.spe- 
cially as It concerns the list of 
subversive organizations issued by 
the Justice department. 

The two organisations sned to 
get their names removed from the 
Hat, claiming they should have 
been allowed a hearing on tbe 
charge against tbem. They said 
their Inchiaton In the list denied 
tbiMn freedom of speech and Other 
couatitutional rights.. 

fhe list, now numbering more 
than ISO groups, was issued by 
Justice Tom C, Clark when be was 
Attorney General. He has dis- 
associated himself from the two 
cases. 

At the same tiaift the list was 
published, President Truman es- 
tablished loyalty boards in gov- 
ernment agencies, lie said mem- 
bership in the specified groups 
"would be considered In connec- 
tion with the determi&atjk>n of dis- 
loyalty." 

Lower courts threw out both 
cases on grounds that the Trnman 
order Is not reviewable in coin t. 

The court agreed also to review 
the criaUnal contempt convictions 
of three I>enver persons who In 
1948 refused to answer a grand 
Jury's questions about Communist 
connections. 

The convictions were npbeld by 
federal circuit Judge Walter A. 
Huzman. 

The grand Jui-y reportedly was 
looking into alleged false state- 
ments of government employees 
in connection witb their, loyalty 
Investigations., 

J«dce*8 Opinion 

Hut Hnxman said that In his 
optnioiif the kctiial purpose of the 
government's intjuiry as indicated 
by the record probably was to find 
out somethlug about Communist 
parity Metlvlttes in Colorado. 

The three are .T:ine Rogers, who 
Mtified she formerly was trea- 
burer of the Communist party bf 
Denver but refused to answer cer- 
tain other Communist questious; 
Irving Blau, who refused to an- 
swer Communist questions oi- to 
disclose the address of his wife; 
Patricia Blau; and Mrs. Blau, 
who refused to give information 
about the party in Colorado on 
grounds she would subject her- 
self to the same action the govern- 
ment took agautst tl top party 
leaders in New York. 

All three relied ou the cousti- 
tuttona gvarmntee that a wituMs 
may not be compelled to tMtl^ 
against himself.

Reveals Student Beliefs and Opinions

The seiores, which range 
from iiln.s 70 to minus 70 classi- 
fy students into a number ot 
groups ranging from fundameh<^ 
talists on the positive end ot the 
scale to non-reiigiou3 humf^ists 
on the negative end. ^ 

On their papers students desig- 
nated their r^iglous affiliation. 
Each group has been compiled 

separately in ordoi' to note the 
predomiueut pattern of belief In 
eaeh. 

Other Optakniu Refitted 

When the section on political 
a'^d .economic* opinion, lias-tMkett 
compiled it will be compared to 
the religious beliefs to discover 
the relationship between the two. 

The purpose of the survey fs to 
discover the predominent (Opinions 
and 'beliefs of students in various 
religiou.s groups. The informa-

President Trnittan bas signed Into 
law a bin tbrowlBg tight seenriiy 

safeguards around America's 
cryptographic and code systems. 

Tbe law, passed at the urgent 
request of the armed services, Is 
Intended to plug aeourity loop- 
holes. It applies primarily to tbe 
methods used hy this nation to 
transmit its codes and ciphers and 
to break those .of foreign eqpn- 
trios. 

Under the new act, persons who 
"knowingly and willfully" disclose 
such methods to unauthorized 
sourees dKt be puntohdd by a $10,- 
000 fine and 10 years in jail. The 
penalties also apply tu disclosure 
of "commnnleatlons InteUigent ac' 
tlvities." 

In tbe past, there have been 
.similar restrictions oa certain 
types of cryptographic informa- 
tion. But they applied only to dip- 
lomatic codes and ciphers or to 
cases where tbe unauthorized dis- 
cltMures were made with "an at- 
tempt tcbinjvre tbe United States."

Mony Veferans Study in Foreign 
tm^Mims Undm & BiH ^ Rights 



More than 5.000 World War 11 
veterans are studying under the 
GI Bill In 45 foreign epvntries, a 

Veterans Administration survey 
disclosed, according to Informa- 
tion reoelTed at tbe WIcblta Vet- 
erans AdminiaftwttoA 'WNlfonal 
Office today. 

Half of tile veterans we taking 
training in the humanities and 
social sciences. The remainder 
are enrolled In a wide variety of 
courses ranging from architec- 
ture to theology. 

Eligible veterans may train un-, 
der the GI Bill in foreign educa- 
tional Institutions approved, by 
V-A. The training is Uttttad to 
classroom studies only. 

France, Canada, and Mexico 
had about half ot tiie American 
veteran-students at the time of 
the survey (December 1. 1949), 
or 1.150. 82S and 821, respective- 
ly. Other countries with sizeable 
veteran enrollments were Gr«it 
Britain. 578; Italy, 380; Switzer- 
land, 382; and Australia, 238. 

No Training in Bossla 
The remainder of the GI Bill 
(trainees were seatt«»d elsewhere 
tbrougbotit the wo^M from Swed- 
en to South Africa and from Ire- 
land to Israel, Not one was in 
training behind the Iron Curtain. 

More than 2,500 American vet- 
erans were taking G! Bill training 
In the humanities and social stu- 
dies, tbe atn^ revealed. Host 
popular counes within these two 
categories were foreign languag- 



es, fine arts, history and pbUiMO- 
phy — in that order. 

Courses In medicine and related 
subjects, and In edgineering and 
mnsiG Olao attrai^ted appreciable 
numbers bf Tsterana. 

American veterans studying 
outside the Unit»l States' tended 
to concentrate In certain couBtrlee 
for certain major fields of study, 
tbe V-A survey pointed out. For 
ffiBsmple, more than half of all 
those enrolled In social studies 
outside this country were training 
in Framie. 

The study disclosed tbe follow- 
ing characteristics ot veterans 
training abrcti^ under the OI Bill: 

The average veteran enrolled in 
school outside the United States 
was 29 years old, or two years 
older than the average exHsenice- 
men training In America. 

The average veteran studying 
abroad bad completed two years 
more of scbotiltng prler to bts en- 
trance Into training than had the 
veteran .training inside tlie Unit- 
ed JBtsttti. 

' Greater Numjber in U.S. 

Only thirty-five percent ot vet- 
erans outside this country claimed 
dependents, while more than half 
of those training within the Unit- 
ed States bad dependents. 

Women veterans in foreign 
training — more than two-thirds of 
whom were enrolled, in Great Bri- 
tain and France — constituted 3.4 
percent of the total enrollment in 
schools outside the United States. 
Women, however, madf np only

Veterans taking GI Bill train* 
ing overseas generally are ^^rjm, 
quired to have a working know^Pf 
ledge of tbe language of the 
country in which they are study- 
ing.

Even before veterans apply to

with the language, 

Only after the school has defin- 
itely accepted Jthem ahoiaa tbey

The veterans are retiuired to 
make their own arrangenunts for 
passports and visas And for travel. 
They must pay their own passage 
and provide their own bousing.

Tests Will Evaluate 
Oeneral Education 

T^eatf-^irhich sophomores are 
JMiKing today and Thursday £r6'a 
f'Tsmall part of a complete program 
' fof evaluation of general education. 
The jkroiect had Its begln^iu^ 
at Kansas State in November when 
President Eisenhower accepted an 
invitattOtf ti^hi the American 
Council of Education to participate 
.in a complsite sta^ 6t gtuwal 
-education. 
'In Ifal'^, 1949,. Dr. Barl Mo- 
Grath, U. S. Commissioner of Edu- 
cation, had called for a scientific 
study of general edncatlon. Dr. 
Paul L. Dressel was appointed by 
the council to follow through on 
the study. 

Dressel enlisted the cooper^tlDtt 
^of 17 colleges and unlveHltiee. He 
explained to them that much of 
the disagreement on general edu- 
. cation between educators is caused 
by differences in philo.sophy, and 
"different and frequently unveri- 
'fied hypotheses." 

As director of the evalnatlon 
project; Dressel ^s asked the p^t 
;leges .lo aHeftipt 'te- nxiftasnipe tM 
changes in students which could 
^jjff attributed to an educational 
.ta^pogram. 

General education programs dif- 
fer, and the philosopbies behind 
:.them vary, but educators are 
agreed thf t snch programs provide 
a better Integrsrtion of yelated sub 
jects than do specialized courses, 
Dressel said. Qeaaral^^ai^teation Is 
;also credited with makthg know] 
•edge more applicable to everyday 
"lite, and with providing students 
with ft broad and common back- 
■ -irtftund of knowledge and skills. 
I Most educators fee), Dressel coif 
;^ttfin«d, that gesaral education eon 
stitntaa, a satisfactory basis for 
' spet^ancfatlon because it develops 
greater understanding and insight 
than single field courses, and it 
givee to tbe specialist a better un 
deratanding of how his work is 
.related to other fields of endeav^pr 
Programs In general edncatlon 
encourass the student to formulate 
■objecttves, aid him in self«evalna 
^thin, and they permit use of teach 
ing methods other than the lec

To Postpone Action 

On Pacf Extension

London, May 17 — (U.R) — An 
Anglo-Canadian plan to extend 
the North Atlantic pact Into the 
economic and political fields has 
been shelved tor the time being, 
sourcee said today at the meeting 
of foreign ministers^of the 12 At- 
lantic Pact nations. 

The Council decided against 
"the" plan becaufif^ it would tend to 
lessen tht>' (jconomic co-opyration 
of nations who Share Marshall 
plan aid but are not in the Atlan- 
tic pact. These are Western Ger- 
many, Sweden, Switzerland, Ire- 
land, Greece and Turkey. 

Britain -advanced the plan In an 
attempt to reconcile the demands 
of an expanded defense program 
with the co«ti of tii*'«(HMioittle re- 
covery plans of t!t» varloQi na- 
tions. 

Most nations claim they can- 
not Increase defense budgets with- 
out reducing their recovery pro- 
grams. The West cannot Increase 
Its defenses without spending 
more on armaments. The British 
plan may he revived later, when 
the Marshall plan Is expiring. ^ 

.That defense va, recovery di- 
lemma topped the agenda at to- 
day's council meetings. The ex- 
perts diseoMed tt In the morning 
and the foreign ministers this at- 
^rnpon. 

The United States inntsts thftt 

defense programs can be expand- 
ed without affecting economic re- 
covery. But the Europeans want 
the United States to fiit&nee add- 
ed defense costs.

Real Estate Men 

Dispute U.S. Claims 

Washington, May 17 — (U.R) — 
The National Association of Real 
Estate hotrd today disputed gov- 
ernment claims that there bas been 
"Intolerable, chaotic and exorl)it- 
aqt" rent Increases In decontrolled 
areas. 

In testimony prepared for the 
Houae hanking committee, Calvin 
K. Snyder said tbe only statistics 
of bousing expediter Tlghe E. 
Woods show that only half the av- 
erage boosta in 10 decontrolled 
cities amounted to more than 10,6 
percent. 

He urged the eoinlnlttee to re- 
ject legislation to extend rent con- 
trols beyond their tiresebt June 80 

expiration dale. He said the need 
for ceilings uo longer exist. 
Snyder told the committee that: 

1. Rent rontrols has retarded 
the const) uctiun of rental housing. 

2. Houalng 8up0ly-li meaUns de- 
mand. 

S. Any housing problem that 
does exist is no loiiRor national in 
its scope and had best be resolved 
by local eommunittes. 

He aald if ceillnKs were lifted 
"rent levels might go to 15 or 
20 percent higher, level off, and 
in some inataneea, decrease. i|t tbe 
market adjusts Itaelf."- ' ' 



New graduates who seek to enter 
newspaper reporting are likely to 
face stiff competition for jobs in 
the early DSO's. aceordiog to a 
study by the U. S. Department of 
labor's Bureau of Labor Statis- 
tics. 

The reporting field, always 
highly competiUve, ts likely to be- 
come more oterorowded in the 
next year or two. There were 
nearly 3 times as many Journal- 
ism graduates in ,Jnne int!) as 
in any of the last few years before 
the war; tbe number will probably 
hp still higher in 1f)T,0 and then 
drop somewhat. In contrast, op- 
enings on dally papers have been 
declining. Bxperlenced reporters 
have shown less tendency to leave 
their Jobs for other employment, 
thus limiting the number of new 
students needed as replacements. 
Fields related to newspaper work, 
such as advertising, radio, and 
specie! productions, have been 
able to absorb a good many people 
with Journalism -training or ex- 
perience. Even so, some nfw 
graduates, and perhaps even some 
experienced reporters, wlU be un- 
able to find jobs with newspapers 
or in related fields during the 
noxt few years. OpportunlUes 
wtih country papers, trade iiapers, 
and house organs are expected to 
be better than wltk tbe dallies. 
Jobs Will Not Increase 
Employment of reporters and 
editors on dally newspapers will 
probably not increase niurh in the 
long run. though there will always 
be some openings owing to turn- 
over. The use of syndicated ma- 
terial and the Increasing propor- 
tion of space devoted to advertis- 
ing may reduce the need for re- 
porters on dallies. On the other 
hand, some expansion In employ- 
ment is expected with the labor 
press, religious press, foreign 
language papers, trade association 
papers, and country papers. 

nelds related to newspaper 
work will continue to take on some 
new jounialism graduates and 
also absorb a number of experi- 
enced reporters each year, thus 
increasing replacement needs on 
newspapers. There are indica- 
tions that the advertising, public 1 
relations, radio, and hook-publish- 
ing fields Will use greater numbers 
with journalistic training and ex- 
perience la yewa to e<Hi»e.

June Is the "Month of Brides." 
Magazine articles, books, and 
lewspaper columns are devoted to 
weddings throughout Jane. The 
work that is involved in a sne- 
cessful wedding is given much at- 
tention, but there is little com- 
ment regarding tha mA nraantng 
of marriage. * 

Marriage Is the most important 
single event In a lifetime. In ac- 
cordance with history and tradi- 
tion. The interests of the com- 
munity and of nature fuio «t the 
moment of marriage, though they 
may conflict during the rest of a 
man'a life. Every society* no mat- 
ter how primitive, recogntaei the 
importance ot marriage. 

A man and woman are said to 
be married when they make a 
pledge, recoguiied by society, to 
live their lives together. 

Different peoplw have prac- 
ticed different kinds of marriages. 
Some have practiced polyandry, 
in which one woman has two or 
more husbands. One of the ehiet 
reasons for marriages of this kind 
Is that there are fewer women 
than men. In races which former-^ 
ly approved of infanticide, this' 
low percentage ot women was 
common; henee the m^rlju* ens- 
tom. 

Polygamy Is Fopular 
Polygamy has been more popu- 
lar than polyandry. It Is usually 
the marriage of one man to two 
or more women. There seOmi to 
be a close connection between 
polygamy and, economic standing, 
because wives are Qonsldefid pro- 
perty. The more wives a man could 
support, the more preotige he 
would have In the eommnnlty. 
But polygamy was limited to the 
wealthy few, alnce many men 
could not afford t» par tor m&f 
than one wife. 

Monogamy always has been the 
most approved form of marriage 
since the beginning. It Is the mar- 
riage of one man and one woman. 
<nite IMk* form ot marriage 



that Is considered lawful in most 
civilised countries today, and it Is 
constdwed the highest type ot 
marriage. Monogamy has pro- 
duced the happiest and most suc- 
ossaful family life throngttoat the 
history of the world. 

Big and elaborate weddlnts to- 
diV Involve an eatraordtnary a- 

mount of inherited ritual. But ev- 
en In the simplest wedding, cer- 
tain eustons must be observad. 
Some customs are used because 
they are beautiful and romatlc, 
others because they involve soelal 
and economic factors. 

Two wedding customs that are 



a "mttst" ire: nritiier the groom 
nor his temily diould issue the 
invitations and announcements, 
nor give the wedding: neither the 
groom nor his family should pay 
the expenses of the wedding. 
These are based on the theory that 
the bride's parenU are responsi- 
ble for har flnanefattr. 

A marriage can be performed 
simply in a Judge's office or in an 
empty, ehureh with only th* 
clergyman and the two witnesses. 
But this Is not, according to Web- 
ster or to most iroaien's conee^' 
tton, a wedding. 

Essentials of all weddings are: 
a religious oeranony; a father, 
brother, uncle, coniln, or other 
male relative, to give the bride a- 
way; a beat man for the groom; 
at least one attendant tor the 
bride; a bouquet tor the hride; n 
ring for the bride ; and If posslhtt, 
at toast a small reception.

Reorganization Plans 
Go to House Test 

Washiyigton. May 18 — (\JMi — 
Three of President Truman's reor- 
ganisation plans, Including his 
controversial proposal to revamp 
the Labor department, headed for 
House tests today. 

They are among 21 reorganiza- 
tion plans which Mr. Truman sent 
to Congress, almost two months 
ago. Four already have been 
killed by the Senate and the re- 
maining 17 will become effective 
automatically unless vetoed by 
the House or Senate. 



Bq^ort 

Most of the proposalfi were based 
on recommendations of the Hoover 
commission. 

Those scheduled for House ae* 
tlon today would, strengthen au- 
thority of the Becretaries of LAhor 
and Commerce and shift some 
Post Office buildings to tbe Gen- 
eral Services administration. 

Mr. Truman urged CongrMS to 
let the proposals go through In 
the Interests of government effici- 
ency. But opponents said two of 
the recommendations would give 
cabinet members dictatorial pow- 
ers and the third would Incr^se 
rather than tiiminato red tap*. 

Pros and Cons 

Foes of the Labor department 
plan claimed it would Jeopardise 
administration of the wage-hour 
act by giving the Labor secretary 
direct authority oyer Administra- 
tor William R. McComb. 

Rep. Wingate H. Liicas, D., Tex., 
said the plan would enable the sec- 
retary to change the present inter- 
pretaton of the act under which 
some industries and persons are 
exempt from mlulmatt wage re- 
qulraments. 



Student Commltfee 
Lays GrouMlwoik 
Of New Coflsfitulion 

During the past month the SPO 
Student Government committee 
has been meeting weekly to lay the 
groundwork, for a new SCIA con- 
stitution. 

The committee has gone over 
constitutions from other schools 
and discussed w^<s In which the 
pTMent SGA constitution can be 

improved. One constitution has 
already been drafted by Phil Rude 

and is receiving the eonsldefatlim 

of the committee. 

C-onNtltution to De Presented 

The committee hopes to have a ' 
constitution ready"^ for oonsldar*' 
tlon at the Student Planning Con- 
ference at Camp Wood next fall. 
If a constitution is approved at the 
conference it wilt be ready for the 
vote of the student body. A two- 
thirds vote by one-third of the 
student body will be required to 
put a new eonetltutlon into ettaet* 

A number of r(>asons4^re gtv^ 
by the committee for the eoneld- 
eration ot a new eonsUtntton. Th^f 
feet that the present constitution 
does not adequately provide for 
the great inerease In the tunotlon 
of student gOTemment that has 
taken place In recent years. Poor 
representation on the Student 
CouncU Is another objection. The 
committee favors an Increase In 
the number of council members to 
keep stop with the Increased en* 
rMflmeni '*niere should be 
ter communication betweett the 
student council and organised Ut» 
tag grottpe. 



Divided Into Three 

As a solution to these difficul- 
ties the committee has considered 
a number of changes. It has been 
sugeeted that the itndent govern- 
ment be divided into three 
branches similar to the state and 
federal governments. The present 
Sttident Oonaell would become an 
executive cabinet. The SPC, which 
now has no official position In 
student government, would form a 
consultive branch; and in addition 
there would be a Judicial body to 
consider such matters as traffic 
violations Md aeademlc diskoneetr 
and to Interpret tha lav. 

The committee also favort a 
more suitable arrangement for the 
apportionment of the ftndeat fv9d. 



Kansas State Professor Keeps 
Boa Constrictor as House Pet 



One man who Is not afraid to 
have a boa constrictor In his bed- 
room is D. F, Munro. professor of 
modem languages. As a matter at 
fact, Munro not only has the boa 
In bis rooms, he also has eleven 
other snakee of poleonons and nen- 
poisonous types. 

Professor Munro keeps thwe 
snakes in small cages where he 
can observe their behavior, feed- 
ing habits and reactions to one 
another. His observattrat have 
been recorded in The Herpetolog- 
ical Journal which is published in 
California. 

I'sually Calm 

Usually the snakes are not ex- 
cited, but lie very calmly In their 
cages. They are excited by mo- 
tion, noise or bdnger. 

Professor Munro oeoudonally 
takes his snakes outside to sun 
tbem. Since it is Impouible to 
domeetleato snakes, he must wateh 
them carefully or they will escape. 

Munro's snakes are used to being 
handled and Will not bite unless 
stturtled by a sudden movement. 
iC'Uugr are lynched, or held too 



tightly, they may also become 
frightened. Although Munro has 
been Utien many times bf non- 
polsojtoBf 'Varieties he has never 
been'bfitoii by a poisonous one. 

The snakes are easy to feed and 
care for. Professor Munro has dis- 
covered. He feeds them mostly on 
chopped meat, with a little natural 
food, such as rats, frogs or worms. 

Hnak«« Rarely III 

Tbey rarely become sick. About 
the only aliments from which they 
suffer are slight skin infections 
which disappear when the reptllM 
shed their skins. Sometimes they 
are infested with mites however, 
and this neeessitates a thbroogh 
cleaning of the pens. 

Munro first began tbls serious 
study of snakes when he was in 
the Army at Fort LMiren worth in 
1845. At that time, he was able 
to capture a -young «»pperhead, 
which he l^pt ia the barracks, to 
the oousteraaMon of the authori- 
ties. Munro has a framed picture 
of this copi^head on his office 
dfl^ in A^erMm ball. 



He obtained the halqr boa con- 
strictor last Octobet Imn a local 
fmlt dealer. The anake had 
stowed away on a cargo of bananss 
and had been dlseoTsred here In 
Manhatton. Munro recognised the 
snakeas a boa, and has been keep- 
ing him ever since. The boa haa 
never eaten since Its capture, and 
therefore has never grown beyond 
three'feet. Manro itt ge p to titmpt 
It to eat thto spMiCiMHli^lNMr 
young birds. 

Munro has had several crops of 
baby snakee from egg laylag and 
live bearing varietlee. Among 
some of the younger types are blue 
racers, gartor snakes and hog 
noeee. Re releae^ one Csmlly ot 
garter snakes last summer, be- 
cause he was accumulating to^ 
many reptiles to toke csis of. 

If he ever tires of his snake- 
study, Professor Muaro will have 
another subject for nature study 
in his little chameleon. Thla 
small lizard, imported from Afri- 
ca , is known for hts ability to 
change color due to ll^bt oondl- 
tloni or '

'cated to him. This is th^ first dedication to 
an individual for several years* 

The Editor, business manager and staff 
editors are to be congratulated on this 424- 
page yearbook. And so is their adviser and 
helper, C. J. MedUn, generally recognt^- 
as probably the top authority on school 
yearbooks in the U. S. He is author of two 
books about yearbook publications. 
' The first K-State yearfyook was published 
In 1891 and was called the "Symposium", 
It contained 238 pages, 6 x 9 In size. Be- 
tween 1891 and 1909 several yearbooks were 
Issued called such names as "Bell Clapper/' 
*'Sledie/' "Annual/* etc. About ld09 the 
yearbook was i-e- named to "Royal Purple". 

The studontH can be justly proud of this 
yearbook and can take it back with them 
to the home foUcs to give th^ a glimpse 
of college life. --4>.Uo.

The committee wants to find 
means of additional revenue in 
order to rompensate: for about 
half the 11,100,000,000 cut In ex- 
cise UMw attaady appvovad ianta- 
tively. 

Recommends Cut

1666,000,000, wttk the reduction 
made up pissains 'looplmtw." 

He threatenaA to veto any tax 
bill which would mean a loss of 
ux ranoaa tft Iba braamry.

FEPC — Absantaetsm threat- 
ened to set new roadblocks in the 
path of the bipartisan drive tor a 
fair employment practices hill. 
Despite plana of ^pubUeaas and 
Democratic leaders, it appeared 
there would be at least half a doz- 
en absentees whan the Senate 
votes Friday on a motion to gag 
debate on considering the bill. Ab- 
sentees automatically woik a- 
gainst a debate limitation because 
it requires 84 votes to Invoke a 
gag — regardless of how many 
Senators are present.

Army Will Abolish 
Cavalry; Substitute 
Armored Division 

Washington, May 18— (U.R)— 
Tb» Ji^y to abolltiitog the caval- 
ry — some 10 yeai-s after It took lUt 
horses out of combat. 

The cavalry was abandoned as 
a combat branch when the Army 
was meclianlced In the late 'SO'e. 
but the name stuck with units 
converted to Infantry or tank out- 
fits. 

The Pentseon now has asked 
Congress for authority to substi- 
tute an "armored" branch. Ttiat 
would end the cavalry lefldl^ and 
offlcially. 

The House Armed Services 
committee, in the first long step, 
has approved unanimously an 
Army reorganization hUt ISUX 
would accomplish it. 

No Cavalry In War 

Replacement of horse by Jeeps, 
armored cars, self-propelled guns, 
tanks f.nd other motor vehicles 
started several years before 
World War II. No cayal^, lo^ght 
on horses In World War tl, but 
some units iiRed pack hoi'ses for 
transport in the mountains of 
eastern France, Italy and Burma. 

The only large cavalry unit to 
see service in World War II was 
the First Cavalry division which 
fought "dismounted." It fought In 
the Philippines, occupied Tokyo 
after the Japanese surrender and 
is one of the 10 regular Army dl- 
vlalona sow aettva. Ita pMaant 
destgnatlpii to Tlrat Omttlrf (In- 
fantry). 

Several other amaUer World 

War 11 units were d^Agnated as 
cavalry~but they actually were 
ground reconnaissance troops 
mtfinl^ In light tanks, scoot cars 
and half-traeks.

Washington, May 18. — (U.R) —

a plea that it let some choice pea- 
nuts come in from Communist 
China to hold down U. 8. con- 
sumer prices. 

In disclosing this today, agri- 
culture officials said the request 
was rejected for "economic" rea- 
sons. Other sources said the de- 
partment was aware of the "ter- 
rible political ruckus" that would 
result. 

Tbe request came from snnif 
American dealers who argut^l ttiat 
while there is a surplus of low 
grade peanuts, a "shortage" of 
choice or fancy types hss driven up 
prices. 

Peanut importa from all coun- 
triee now are banned by govern- 
ment order. 

Agriculture otfleiaU concede 
there to a "shortage" of largo and 
medium size fancy or Virginia- 
type peanuts. But they aay the 
Import ban may socoarage een- 
sumptlon of some "surplus" pea- 
nuts and reduce the government's 
net price support outlay. 

Chairmaa Hold D. Cooley, D., 
N. C. of the house agricultural 
committee criticized the depart- 
ment tor even consider Uig Uftlag 
the ban for China. 

Cooley noted that the depart- 
msat Is eupportiu U. S. grower 
prieee for vSattfrts lind te teMlng 
down production through use of 
rigid controls. Any imports from 
China, be said, would strengthen 
the Communists by allowing them 
to earn dollars and would expose 
the peanut sapport prognuB to 
public ridloule.

Oklahoma's surge in 1949 was 
Just one of the 90bnor state's big 
wind performanees of recent years. 
M. O. Asp ot the Oklahoma City 
weather bureau office writes about 
them In the weather review pub- 
lished monthly by the weather bu- 
reau here. 

Though 1949's 58 tornadoes 
were by far the largest number for 



any one year in Oklahoma, several 
Other years produc4iil whirlwinds 
that took mors' Ursa or did more 

damage. 

In 1942, for example, 1,5 tor- 
nadoes killed 111 Okiahomans. 
That toll was nearly 100 greater 
than the 16 persons killed by last 
year's record number of twisters. 

Last year's winds did property 
damage of $4,035,060, But in 
1948 one-third as many tornadoes, 
19, destroyed |17,S01.000 Worth 
of property. 

Most of 1948's damage was done 
In March when two tornadoes hit 
Tinker Field five days apart, vio- 
lating the general rule (often ob- 
served in the breach) that twisters 
seldom bit the same place twice. 

From 1875 through 1949 Okla< 
homa has had 469 tornadoes which 
took 924 lives, injured 4,106 per- 
soQs. and 161^400,000 damage. 

Betomes More Liable 
As the state grew in population 
and wealth. It became more li- 
able to disaster. In 1S96 a tor- 
nado ripped along a six-mile path 
wlttiottt hurting anybody^ 

If a twister should cut through 
the same area now, "It would be 
difficult to imagine the death and 
damage that would result," Asp 
said, because the storm would hit 
Oklahoma City's finest noidentiai 
section. 

Asp's study shows that tor- 
nadoes usually move notheastward 
along a straight line. Usually, 
that is. iSomstlmso they mnke a 
complete circle. 

Usually tornado paths are less 
than 10 miles long. But a storm 
in April, 1947, swept 221 mllM 
from Tens, through northwestern 
Oklahoma into Kansas. 

Twistsrs usually are less than 
440 yM4b wtdo — Mtt wiais have 
cut a Bwaih moro'tiuw fvo miles 
wide.

Education Techniques 
Began in Wartime 

Techniques now in use at Kan- 
sas State In the evalnatlon of gen- 
eral education had their origin in 
a wartime development, according 
to Dr. Earl Edgari who ie partfel- 
pating in the study. 

The Army Air Force, during 
peacetime, selected its pilots In 
leisurely manner. By 1941, most 
of Its pilots on duty were excel- 
lent. They were excellent because 
tbey reptaaented tbsjiiirvtyai* of 
a' bti<«Sa'4ttlM seleetlon system.

Many Inventions 
The collection represents al- 
most every major invention — and 
thousands of gadgets that didn't 
pan out' — produced in the United 
States in the TO-year period. In 
1S9 0, the harassed patent office 
stopped asking for "workint tnod- 
els." 

In 192S the entire collection 
was sold at auction to the late Sir 
Henry Wellcome, who planned to 
build a museum to show them oft. 
But the sto4dt market crash halted 
the plans. 

After Sir Henry's death, tbe still 
unopened mtas wom sold for 



storage charges to a grdap In- 
cluding New York auctioneer O. 
Rundle Gilbert. Gimbel's will sell

The advantage to 
us. he added, is that they are also 
liRslng their agriculture on this 
false doctrhH\ and tliereforc it 
will have a depressiug effect on 
their food supply". Lysenko's 
theory may well be based on the 
Marxist theory which held tliat 
the effeeto of poor environment 
are passed on to seceedlng genwa- 
tions.

yet the wheat had become modi- 
fled toward the living and grow- 
ing conditions of each place where 
it was planted. Thus I/ysenko has 
tried to prove to tlie world that 
eharaeterlstt<is caused by ssvtom- 
ment can be inherited. 

Nkola Vavlio, a Rwslan 
geneticist, who iMtnred M Kan- 
sas State many ymn ago, accord- 
ing to Dr. Ibsen and was soon 
relieved of his post as head »f 
genetics research la the U.S.S.R. 
Other scientists who do not be- 
lieve ill the Lysenko theory are 
usually afraid to announce It pub- 
licly for fsar of bdoc tlQUlAated.

Dr. S. r. Hailand, one of the 
few Western geneticists who ever 
kad a lkee>to-face dltoustion of 
genetics M'ith Lysenko, summed 
up a three luMir interview In these 
words: "1 found him completely 
Ignorant of the elementary prlncl> 
pies of genetics and plant irhysl- 
ology. To talk to Lysenko wat^ like 
trying to explain the differential 
ealenlus'to a man who did not 
know his 12-timea tsbles." 

"It is an overstatement", said 
B. h. Goldschmldt. in a recent is- 
sue of "The Journal of Heredity",, 
**that almost everything Lysenko 
■ays about genetics and cyto- 
genetics exhibits a complete Ig- 
norance of the subject."

In trying to increase Intelligent participation in 
commnnitr afteln, albert BUlridse, protesaor ot 
government In the InsUtate lA CHtiMllthlp, main- 
tans that Bomethng beyond claMroom work uwt 
be done. Two possible tolttttoiui ware fonad In 
•olving this probtein. 

First, the studftnts can work with campus groups 
and relate wbat they do to the actual class and 
political structure. The other la to get the etadentt 
Into some sort of apprentlceahtp ta practical work 
directly In community problems. 

The second method is being experimented wiih^ 
aa th« better heeatMe It hi felt tliat tbto gtvw the 
studnts a foellng that they are getting some real 
contact with community groups and allowg them 
to make a 'raluable eoatrlhttttoa to the eonuniulty 
wktie tb^ are tiralnlag. 

Clearing Honse Program 

Tn February of this year. Interested students 
got together and set up the plan tor this work. 
They decided npon the Kansas Clearing House 
on Civil Rights as the group with which to work. 

The Clearing House is an agency attemptinc to 
take employment discrimination surveys in several 
Kansaa towiu. The r«aia«s of these Burr^ will 
be turned over to the Kansas governor's commls- 
sioQ against employment discrimination wbleh will 
then snbmtt It to the legtslature. 

Tn order to work with this agency and cover 
the various phases of community action, the group 
divided Itself Into three sections: pahllclty. re- 
searrh and workshop teams. 

The publicity group undertook to put out a 
monthly house organ and also to do some report- 
ing on these meetlnss for papers la the stale. 

The monthly publication, the Civil Writer, car- 
ries Items on what local civil rights groups are 
doing on national ^blsins, comments on surrey 
problems and other arttelsa for Ibose iatMattad 
In Civil Rights. 

Investigation of the Federal Employment Prac- 
tices laws In other states is being conducted by the 
research group to see how they work and to see 
bow the commission which is responsible for the 
laws carries them ont. 

The facts in this research will be made available 
to members of the clearing house for their consid- 
eration. When the clesrtiig house uses th^ ma- 
tertids to make suggestions to tlM Isglslatare ihe 
work will terminate. 

Rf'lay Tnfomiation 

Information on the survey techniques is passed 
on to the workshop team. The Job ot this work- 
shop team Is to help residents of a town, w^hich are 
making surveys, to learn the techniQues of in- 
terviewing and also to help the group learn how 
to educate itself. It does this by pointing out 
the weak and strong practices of the discussions 
and practices of the trainees. This means that the 
students have to understand sound group prac- 
tices themselves and also be able to teach them 
to others. An, especially difficult part ot this set- 
up comes m whsvtt the students sue working as 
instructors for their elders. 

Persons in this Civil Bights group have seen 
cooperatloa aad elashes. For example, In some 
cities the Chamber of Commerce has co-sponsored 
the survey and in other cities they have thought It 
an unneceMMUV pro|eet. Thus the students got an 
unvarnished picture of communities In action. 

This year's experiment has proven effective in 
the event that the participating students done all 
that has been asked ot them hy tkm organtsatiim. 
Next year it is hoped a systam eaa be worked out 
in which students will participate la more of the 
plaaita and ttreettea ot the werfc.

The Northeast Kansas Experi- 
mental orchards, owned and main- 
tained by the Department of Horti- 
culture at Kansai State, will un- 
dergo laspectlon- today. 

Personnel from both Kansas 
State and the University of Mls- 
soarl hortleultttve departments will 
conduct the Insoeetlon. Follow- 
ing the visit to the Kansas experi- 
mental plots, a similar Inspection 
will be made of the Missouri, ex- 
perimental orchard souttoast of 
St. Joseph.

VA Shortens Ways 
Of Shifting Courses 

The Veterans Administration 
has moved to simplify procedures 
and speed up service to veterans 
seeking to change courses of study 
or nndertafce additional training 
under the Q. I. Bill, it was an- 
nounced by Veterans Administra- 
tor Carl R. Qray. 

Inatructions have been wired to 
VA managers liberalising require- 
ments that all veterans desiring 
to change their general field of 
study or enter additional courses 
undergo advisement and goidance, 
and extending to registration of- 
ficers authority to give immediate 
approval to applications whert the 
Justification submitted by the vet- 
eran is clearly adetiuate. 

This extension of authority has 

been granted to handle applica- 
tions for advisement which are be- 
ing received at the rate of 30,000 
a mo nth and U> eliminate backlogs 
now building up in many offices. 

The speed-up procednre only ap- 
plies to veterans whose Justifica- 
tions clearly show they aro ti tit led 
to the training applied for. Where 
the> Justification I.s not clear, vet- 
erans will continue to receive ad- 
visement and gnldaneo as in the 
past. 

The new instructions in no way 
affect veterans who because of 
disabilities suffered In service are 
entiUed to vocational retiabilita- 
tlon nnder Pnbtlo Law 18. They 
will continue to have ftnt priority 
for counseling.

least six hours of credit during 
the summer session in order to ob- 
tain full subsistence, John P. Shef- 
field, head of the veterans gui- 
dance center, said today. 

Sheffield also said, that infor-

At some time In the future, the 
Kansas State canipuH might be 
compared with the small town in 
Oklahoma which was undermined 
with mine tunnels. Or perhaps it 
might even rate status with the 
catacombs ot ancient Rome, with 
the aid of a powerful imagination. 

Such is the impression one may 
acquire in a talk with R. F. Ging- 
rich, maintenancM superintendent. 
Recently, he outlined to ^our re-' 
porter the future aspects of heat 
tunnels to buildings on the 
"CampuB of Tomorrow." 

Allowance for the heatins; pro- 
jects was made in the recent ses- 
sion of the sUte legislature when 
the sum of |8 5,000 was approp- 
riated. 

Last winter, a re-vamping Job 
was done on the tunnel formerly 
used to heat the old chemistry 
buildltiK. It will be used tor the 
Arts and Science building now 
under construction. 

The largest undertaking at pres- 
ent is tile construction of a new 
passa.^eway for steam transfer 
from the power plant to the field- 
house, the stadium dormttorl^. 
and other proposed structures. 

Workers are erecting a cement, 
steel-enforced corridor along the 

street west of tbfl power pUuit and 
Engineering hall. A 16-lach itipe 
will conduct low pressure steam 
to a {Mint just north of the tater- 
section with College Heights roail. 
Prom that point to the intersection, 
a 14-lnch pipe will do tb« Mme 
Job; a 12-lncta main Will conduct 
it oa to the fieHhouse and one of 
a 10-inch diameter will iiupply the 
stadium. " 

Added Prorlslons 

Provision will be allowed In the 
main line. to add condutto for the 
supply of steam prenure to the 
Engineering hal! addition, the fu- 
ture student union, and the pro- 
posed alte of the new aaditorlitm.

"temporary" conduit constructed 
in 1928, which has collapsed. 
Gingrich expressed the belief that 
Van Zile Is now receiving its steam 
pressure through the earth in- 
stead of pipes. 

Additional const i'uct inn iiH ;iid<-K 
a storm sewer across 17th street 
and a sanitary sewer from tbe East 
Stadium dormitory. VVorker.i on 
the project have run into solid 
rock and the progress is slow, 
Nu time limit ha.i been set for 
completion of the Job. 

A 12-root wide sidewalk will 
replace the formerly narrow walk 
over the new main luuQel to the 
fieldbow.

Del mar HatesoliI has suggested that I write a 
final editorial for the ColleKiaii before niy family 
and I leave for Peuosylvania next Sunday. 

Host Of what I have wanted to say to students, 
faculty, alumni, and friends was Included in a 
series of nine radio talks which I made in March, 
April, and May. In those talks I summarized major 
developments in resident instruction, research, and 
extension at Kansas State during the past seven 
years. A condensed version of this material will 
be available In pamphlet form within a few days. 
Any student or faculty membw wlio wants a copy 
may have it fur the asliing. 

There are two matters which I did not cover In 
the radio talks, largely hecause they are of iii;; 
terest only on the campus; I'd like lo nmKUoa them 
now. 

Before T came to Kansas State in 194S, I was 
told by the I-'ederal Director of KstMlslon (who 
tcnew all the Laud Grant Colleges intimately) that 
a higher degree of cooperation between departments 
and schools existed at Kansas State th«i at any 
other institution he knew. Affpi' seven years' 
Ijcrsuiiul experience, I can testify that this in so. 

At many collriieeii, nieiiibetv of • ik^wtmeht 
often bocoine no iibNorbed in their woiic ttiat ttiey 
In cffoct build little wails idiost flwiiiHPlVPK ; 
jeuIouHlrN and frtcUon are tlien llkdy to develop. 
But, fortunately, at Kaiuuus Stale we seem to be 
blessed wltli u roopenitive HplHt ivliich pr«*vents the 
grout ti of Huch waflM, vested InterestM, and 
joaloiasles. JSdbools, depa rlMew to, and indivUltials 
co^jCdWlte aisrowi adniiiitstnitive liiie^ with roin|iIete 
banuony« their minds foCused on 
nils coeiMrattve qrtrtt la one of 
the BMwt peedoiis |N>Messle«s ef Umb OoUeBe. 

The .sernnd matter I wUh to BwnQmi Is closely 
related to the first. 

At a good many colleges and nulversltles, one 
finds varying degropj^ of autafjoiiism between the 
student body, on the one hand, and the faculty 
and administrative ofneers on the other. Students 
seemingly glory in forcing issues upon "the College" 
and faculty and admiuiKtratton apparently like to 
"liand down" decisions to ttie students. 

This seems to me to be a foolish condttton. The 
ultimate interests of students, faculty, and ad- 
ministrators are identical, insofar as resident in- 
ttruetion Is concerned. If all of tibem will look 
at the same ^^ot of reh vant facts, they are alinoHt 
certain to arrive at congenial conclusions. Thus, 
all can be members of a single team, with the 
frlendlieat and most uadercMwitng of relattim- 
ship among them. 

It is a happy thlnff that we have this situation 
at Kansas State. Sneh walls as may exist between 
studratK and faruUy are nrgllRlhle, and are liere 
bUTI^ly because wc du not as yet have tlie uue 
adOltionel facOUy^-* StwUmmt Vidcn-^lilcli wU\ 
iH^iig all together in friendly as>M»riatlon. 

I Itave eujuyc^ everj- moment of my own asso- 
ciation and fMendahlps with stndeitta and members 
of the faculty. 

I have enjoyed every moment of my association 
and friendahips with students and members of the 
fmnt^* 

I suppose most persons In education feel as I do: 
We want to see each young person who has the 
^Uty to do OoUete work reach for the atars, for 
we know that within that person are the poten- 
tialities of a great person. Ea<rii able individual 
haa enormotts oapaetl^ fw ticomVkt ior catrjiteg 
reaponsibility. for creating ne# thinga and Ideas, 
and for enriching the lives at hit famfly, commun- 
ity, and nation. Educators want to see these po- 
tentialities realized. 

The basic task cf education is to help each in- 
dividual release the springs of bis own greatness. 
Unfortunately, we don't know all the Mmits of 
doing this, nut there Is merit in admitting the 
fact, provided we retain a Reeu-edged desire to 
ovweome onr detlelenelea as n^i^ a« we eui 
recognize and define thefts 

I think there ia tMa ^ff» of attitude— tliis typo 
of aelf-evalnallon— ■monjs tiie f acvlty of Kansas 

smte. 

Finally, may I say how happy I am that I shall 
retain some connection with Kansas State? Of 
course I'll always be an alumnus, a Trustee of the 
Endowment Association, and a niemher of several 
College organi^aliuns. And 1 hope I may visit 
KaiMas State from time to time In the near future. 
Certainly niy family and I .Wl^ be back .for eom- 
nieQcenient a year hence. 

To all students and teculty members, my heart* 
felt thanks for wonderful frlMlAii^ maA a re^ 
warding seven years at K-State.

May Be Oldest 

"The trumpet or born may he 
the oldest musical instrument iu 
the world, because i( is easier to 
blow through an animal horn than 
to make flutes of reeds or stretch 
stritiKB," Jiiussen said. Of all the 
Instruments of music, the history 
of the trumpet is the one of most 
pomp and majesty. Until vfcent- 
]y, within the last 50 years, the 
tram pet has been regarded as a 
^tfir.ial synihol of royally and tto-

Earh hoilcr will generate 50,- 
00 u pounds per hour, at approxi- 
mate^ 150 degrees super heat or 
steam temperature at approxim- 
ately 550 degrees. They should be 
ready for operation by the begin- 
ning of the tail semester. At the 
present time, t};e constrnetion 
company is ready for brick layers 
to set widlH for the boilers. 

Total Xum^r of Ni\ 

This brings tbe physical plant's 

total number (»r boilers to six. 
Two of them are more than 28 
yrars old. The two new onm will 
practically double the capacity of 
the plant. 

Kansas State Is adding, within 
the next two years, approximately 
»even million cubic feet of floor 

sjiace ri'fiuiring heat. Thus ttic 
power plant must be prepared to 
handle the additional load. 

The new heat requirements will 
be an increase of about forty per 
cent of pre.sent capat ity and will 
take care of the new field bouse, 
and gym, the two new girl's dor- 
mitories, a. class rnoai KBd two 
other new additions. 

Automatic Firing Panels 

Two automatic firing panels for 
the two new bolters ere on order 
from a company in Chicago. These 
parielH will take the ga«M work 
out oiC boiler firing. 

The ftollowlnR information will 
he given, to the firemen by the new 
panels an^ should lead to greater 
economy: quantity of steam gen- 
erated by tbe boiler, cubic feet of 
gas required to generate this 
steam, draft and damper cimtrol, 
and other Instruetiun necessary for 
aatomatto tiring.

Shop Practice Students Need Stroke 
Of Genius to Design Industrial Plants

• ~ factory? Well, iiot quite. A 
class of fellows over in Shop Prac- 
tice may have wished they were 
when they started designing their 
factories, but according to Prof. J. 
P. rJiftoii. tliey have tiinied out 
some pretty good jobs, Just as 
normal stndents. 

Factory Design, catalogue iium- 
ber 266 in the School of Engineer- 
ing, is the name of the course in 
which these araazins feats talce 
place. It is a lat»oratory course In 
applied principles of indnstrial 
mauagenipnt for seniors eiiroiled 
iu mechanical engineering or in- 

• emxtmam, 

Btnst Apply Kiion-lrdjie 

Students coming into the course 
bave had industrial management. 
, time and motion studies, and shop 
work, so it's a case of applying 
"■It^ls knowledge to a workable 

At the beginning of the term the 
student seleiita a product which 
he wishes to mannfactiire. This 
could be au entirely new product 
ifF one that Is already in existence. 

The student may be already in 
the business, planning to go Into 
It, or it may 1^ ^firels* iT iliioiftott^ 
cal problem. 

The idea of this course is not 
to set up a plant and show a 
profit. Its purpose is to plan a 
l|ictory to manufacture the chosen 
in'odurt afcording to efficient, time 
of motion study and with the best 
equipment; then see if this enter- 
prise won 1(1 he profitable. It is 
a practical proof to the student 
that the things lie tm l«Krned are 



of real value when used. AU he 
kaa to do is team the analytical 
(("chAlaues of planning ssch a 
projeet. 

After selecting and designing his 
product, the student chooses his 
market arpa and factory site. Then 
ln> iiui his plant layout, chooses 
his equipment and personnel and 
sets up the financial stmcttire for 
the entiTpri.'^f. 

The market area is determined 
by the eonemtratlon of potential 
customeni or by tho use of the 
product in relation to particular 
areas. 

The factory site is chosen in re- 
gard to nearness of market, source 
of supplies, transportation facili- 
ties, utility costs, land coists. build- 
ing costs, ayailabllitjr.of labor and 
the pi-occss requtriiiiemit of the 
other factors. 

Bqulpment is ehoMu by studyinj^ 
product in relatl<»l to the desired 
output and prodnotion costs. 

On paper he must show that at 
his pi'p-rtptermined rate ho can 
inauufacture and market his prod- 
uct at a profit. 

All this, as well as certain other 
statistics, is included in the stu- 
dent's report. To get these facts, 
the student makes an actual sur- 
vey of governmental statistics, 
talks with local business firms or 
make a house to house canvass 
of .the local area.

After 
answering a particularly ridicnlous 
question, eaeb wlU tetl tbe other 
'wid all get a laugh. *

Mrs. Venburg toid of other inci- 
dents which have happened. At 
one time r man called to ask if 
"you stUl buy cats." Not being 
alble to suppress the opportunity 
to be catty, she told the caller she

Not only do they Insist on keeping stu- 
d<»nts overtime, but many manage to hold off 
unlii alter the bell has rung to give the most 
pertinent facts of the day's lecture — a time 
when most students are prepaiing to leare 
for their next class. 

It's true that there are times when it is 
impossible to close a class at exactly 50 min- 
utes aft(M-. Tills gripe is not directed at those 
who make an lionest effort to abide by tlie 
time. It is directed St those who make a 
habit of keeping students overtime and who 
think they have a perfect right in doing so. 

A lU-minute break isn't a very long time. 
It often takes that long to get from one end 
of the campus to tlio oilier. Even if the stu- 
dent doi'sn t have to move to a different 
l)ullding, ho uccil.s JU minutes for a smoke 
and a bit of idle conversation with Ms f^l- 
bowman. . d,h.

Ry Harold Howe, Bean of Gradsato 

It Is not unusual to be asked: "What are the 
aims and objectives of graduate study ?"A naive 
mmwt li ttat the estetlns fields of knowledge 
are so vast and the possibilities of Increasing 
knowledge so promising that the combined ez- 
pertetteei gatned frwin gnde. blg^ echool, and a 
four-year college course do not penetrate suffici- 
ently to satiafy the needs of large numbers of the 
more alert etvdents. ProbaMy a more realistic 
answer Is that training which stops wltb the award- 
ing of the Bachelor's degree leaves many stu- 
dents inadequate to cope with the jobs they have 
to do. 

farad titiidr Supplies Need 

Graduate study supplies the need by extension, 
in one or more directions', of the woric begun at 
the tmdasradaate level. One Important extension 
is In the direction of the specialization and re- 
search. Another extension is to provide the stu- 
dent wttb a eomprehanslve view of a Held of 
knowledge. Still another extension which Is of a 
very practical nature is tajM^ Job apaeUicationa 
as they are laid down In certatn vomthnu. These 
job specif icattooB are more clearly defined in tnsdi- 
Ing and scfaool admiaistralioa Van. In wmt otlter 
fields. 

It is Ifttereetlttff to note, howarw, that formal 

specifications are appearing in more and more fields 
outside of the teaching profession. Graduate study 
crowns the work begun at the undergraduate level 
by extension in .^^till other directions but at Kansas 
State the chief aim of most graduate students is 
to acquire one or more of the following r skills In 
research) groater comprehension of some area of 
knowledge, and proficiency In teaching and achool 
admlnlatratlon. 

Save Dellnite Objectives 
It la to be expected that students at the graduate 

level generally will have more definite objectives 
than most other groups of students. Given two 
students with the same mentol capacities the one 
with a definite objective In mind nsnid^ does 
better work than the one with less clear cut goals. 
This advantage plus the fact that many students 
with excellent undergraduate records enter Gradu- 
ate School, accduiUs for tlie high ffoHwlanthi lMl8||d- 
ing of most graduate students. 

It Is also trae that many of the most outstand- 
iuK undergraduates do not enroll for graduate work. 
Graduate Schools everywhere consider this as one 
of their major challenges. Oftenttmes the Im- 
port ance of graduate work as a factor in increasing 
their usefulness as citizens has not been brought 
to the attention of these promlelng students. While 
many means have iit^eu suggested and used tor 
recruiting qualified students, perhaps none Is more 
effective than the suggestions and advice whicli 
come from the nndergradttateB' instructors. Also 
some aemnlar Rroups and departmental clubs have 
reserved a place ou their programs for discussion 
of Job opportunities and the type of graduate tratn- 
Inp- rrfiuired for these jobs. This is a pi actice that 
might well bo followed by most departments.

This makes seven positive re- 
actions in tho last two months. 
Prevfonsly a skunk from Oeks- 
loosa, a dog from Clay Center, two 
steers from Leonardvltle, and a 
raccoon from Westmoreland had 
also shown rabies. 

To control rabies it would be 
necessary to vaccinate animals and 
Uiereby avoid eventual transmle- 
ilon to humans, according to doc- 
tors at the Veterinary Hoepltal. 

Since cases of rabies are seldom 
alike, t^w general symptoms ap- 
ply. To prevent the further spread 
of the dlteaae, veterinary doctors 
advise owners to seek profeaslonal 
assistance when any animal begins 
to beltave abnormally.

That sanip day, f'hrlfi fp-ll 
from his bicycle and broJie hiw 
ankle. His mother had counted on 
him to aid in the moving, but he 
couldn't do anything. 

To make matters worse, there 

was no medical aid available, IHh 
ankle, which was bioken in thrpe 
places, was so I in a splint in a It; ad 
of a cast. When all the families 
and their baggage were loaded into 
trnckfi, nhrirt, with hts broken 
ankle, lay on top of the baggage, 



and the long Jonrney began. 
The trip from the mountain 

town to Lashio was partly made 
over the winding Burma road. The 
trip nanally took eeren honrs, b»t 

this time it took fonrteen, because 
of a breakdown and because the 
bna lights had a tendency to go out 
just aw thf bus I'eached a danger- 
ous liairiiiii curve. But Chris 
tinally reachftd the hospital with 
his family and about other 
refugees. 

No Safely 

This ftaffty was not lo last how- 
ever. One uight the Scberlings 
were notified that they must leave 
for Calcntta. India, at t»nc(i. Their 
flight was timely since tlie Japa- 
nese reduced the hospital to a 
mass of rubble thn next day. 

Chris lived in India until after 
his graduation from high school. 
He worked on a Burmese press for 
awhile, and then, in 1946. he went 
to Kngland to live with hl» ftftnt 
an uncle in Essex. 

In 1947, he was able to come to 
thp United Ktat<\s and enter Ottawa 
university, at Ottawa, Kan. Now 
he's a sophomore in Industrial 
JoiirnallMin at Katisas State. 

Chris hopes lo settle down as a 
newspaper prodnetlon man in 
Australia or South America. He 
feels that these two areas, even 
though tar away, offer a bright 
future.

These include 
illogical thinking, ambiguous sen- 
tences, incoherent sentences, and 
errors iu grammatical cousiruc- 
tion. Errors in speiltng, punctua- 
tion, and use of contractions may 
be serious enough to fail a paper. 

Any student who wishes assis- 
tance may ask Miss White for 
help, or tbey may consult their 
former written communications 
teacher or any other member of 
the Department of English. 

The tests will be graded three 
times, once by a grader in the stu- 
dent's own school, and twice by 
graders from ' other schools.

Two College Professors Conduct Tests 
To Find Effect of Hormone On Arthritis

K-Btate (s doing lU part In the 

ciiHii'ol (>r the disease arthrttU. 
Te»tB are beiog Aooc at the Col- 
lege to detormine the eftectlvenesH 
of cortisone on arthritii. Corti- 
sone is a )i(|pauo}ie produced by the 
suprarnel gland and Is being gircil 
to scurried guinea pigs. 

Dr. J. S. Hughes, blo-chemlst 
and Dr. Earl H. Heiriclt, endocri- 
iiulogUt lu the zoology departiueut, 
are doing the tnta. 

Aceoi'ding to recent disco verlei 
Cy varlMi% research workers, ar- 
thritis. resnlts from improper fnnc- 
tioti ot the Hnpra renal Rlaiids. 
These glauda require Vitamin C 
in order to prodnee the hormone 
cult hone which' prevents arthritis. 

They are feeding a group of 
guinea pigs on a diet deficient la 
VitAnta C which resuUii In severe 
scurvy. One of the symptoms ol 
Hcuryy in guinea pigs Is usually 
eevere artbrltia. They are Inject- 
Jng about five miillgrame of corti- 
sone per day iu each Ot five pigu 
to see if ft will prevent disease. 

Coritioiie, chemical name of 



which is "ll-Dehydro-17-hydroxy- 
cortlcosterone," is one of the hor* 
mones proi^uced by the snprarenal 
(adrenal ) glands upon Btlmulatlon 
Ijy ACTH. a protein produced by 
the auierior lobe of tbe pituitary 
gland Which la located in tbs head. 

CVrteia AdJostmeBte 

"III cci'iitiii diseases, especially 
fever, tbe body has to make cer- 
tain adjustments to meet the new 
Hit nation. This is done by way Of 
tbe pituitary which secretes ilfe 
hormone ACTH which In tarn 
Itlmulates the adrenal to make 
the cortisone compound," Dr. 
Hughes said. 

In the absence of adequate Vita- 
min C. the adrenal cannot make 
these compoiuids in proper 
amounU. This results tn abnormal 
functioning of many tlssnes caus- 
ing Huch conditions an rheumatic 
fever, rheumatoid arthritis, as 
well ae certain nerrons dtsordent. 
Much more vitamin C is required 
on these occasions of stress than 
Is normally needed.

^gent of Kansas State Jnly 1. sue- 
jlK^lnff.PrMldent HlHon 8. Bl£eii- 
hower who iill become president 
o£ Penii State on the same dale. , 

In McCain, the College haa 
found a real (rlend of tbe laud 

grant college system. 

McCain has said "Land-grant 
colleges are Amertea'* Vi^t unique 
and significant contribution to 
world education." He pointed out 
that the land grant system erased 
the academic snobbery of educat- 
ing only for law, medicine and the- 
ology. Now agrieulture, engineer- 
ing, foi'estry, commerce, health 
senrteeg and home deotonil«i are 
at the forefront. _ 
'McCain has made no comment 
about bis plans at K-State but a 
stateniciit made by him five years 
ago, when he was appointed presi- 
dent of Montana State may gtve a 
clue to his policies. At that time 
he said, "A college is a service cen- 
ter for all the people who support 
it throngh their taxes." 

Set Up Public Service 

The new President backed up 
his statement at Montana State 
by setting up a university public 
«erTice to furnish lecturers, music 
groups. Individual artists, off- 
imptts classes, correspondence 
ly, a speech correction clinic, 
io programs and a community 
OTal nation and Improvement aer- 
Tlee for alt towns and ettles In the 
state.

We have a wme on oar 
hands— it may be a cold war. but believe me, you 
and I are fighting it every day and right now.

Is to study "how corn ts grown in 
America."

From Kansas, Albert will go trt 
-a farm in Kentucky, tor part of 
tbe winter. In December the 
group from Bwttserland wOl tail 
for home.

At .21, he has much 
responsibility on bis father's farm. 

Hiivr IjJtrgc l-'anii 
The farm includes about 1000 
acres, 7S0 of which are cultivated. 
Charles told us that this Is a large 
farm for England, but that in 
Hampshire oonnty, many are even 
larger. 

Major crops are barley and 
wheat. Fattening beef cattle, 
mostly of the Devon hreed, and 
raising a laying flock are the only 
other enterprises on the farm. 
Charles said that he thought the 
"Devon breed was a superior 
breed," and that someday tbey 
may become more popular in 
America. « 

"The help is all local labor, and 
most of them live at the farfn. At 
the present time we - have ten 
families UvIim^ with us," Charles 
said.

Hundreds of wheat samples 
come to Kansas State each day to 

be tested for the Kansas pre-har- 
vest quality survey under the 
supervision of the state and fed- 
eral departments of agriculture. 

J. E. Pailesen, USDA statisti- 
cian from Topeka, is in charge of 
the project. Prof. O. D. Davis is 
in charge of agronomic analysis. 
The wheat is identified as to va- 
riety and class. , The weight per 
bushel and yield per acre are then 
calculated. Protein and moisture 
content are determined by the 
chemistry department. 

Four two-man field crews travel 
set routes in Kansas' lOd counties, 
checking wheat acreage and taking 
samples at regular intervals^: 
Data Is also oolleeted on crop 
damage by InsMtoi lltttt^ lo^^g. 
and disease. 

Samples Mailed Each 
Samples are mailed in each 
night. They are processed here 
and the information Is sent to 
Topeka tor ^HlMBumm. «nA publi- 
cation. 

The data is set up by cohnties 
and districts and published in 
periodical reports during harvest. 
Most report* are printed within 
four to six days after tho snmple 
is taken from the field. 

Results from the first six coun- 
ties iadleate- that the 1860 crop 
will exeeed - most pntfietteas 
to yield, and that weight per 
bushel and protein content will be 
substantfitBr liiMr M 
year's crop. 

Information Is Valuable 

This information is used by 
OMBiy people. Losses over the 
state 4ue to different kinds of 
damage are determined from the 
data. Milers use the information 
as a guide to the quality of wheat 
from different distitettf. 

Baring the next year, research 
workers will analyze all the infor- 
mation gathered in the survey. 
The data will give clues on which 
iprleties are host aAipted to dif- 
iliHrent parts of the state, and 
-nnder which conditions they do 
best. 

As new varletlra are developed, 
the survey will help in assessing 
their value faster than has been 
possible in the past. Information 



on disease and insect daUiage will 
help in selecting rwlstant wheat, 
or in fUtdlits new e^fltiwls for 

these. 

This fall, the final reports will 
be used In the eduefttional pro- 
grams of the extension dtvtston at 
the College. The reports will also 
be used in courses for wheat farm- 
ers and elevator operators to be 
given tiiroughout the state.

been conditioned in their fortunes by the nearneSiS 
and tortnaiea of tferoa powem: Chbia. Kwuia, and 
Japan. 

When Rufltia agreed at the Yalta Conference, 
in Febmaiy, 1945, to participate In the war 
against Japan, the military staffs of Rural* and 
the United States decided that the JapaaMe In 
Korea should surrender the northern part of 
Korea to the Buttiaaa and the southern part to 
the United states. Later, in July, at the Potsdam 
ConlefmnBe tha military plannert fixed the dividing 
ItM at tiie S8th pmntleL TIh» Aeefdon waa for 
mUHiay occupancy only, becaute the line did not 
cotdteru to natural, economic, or cultural frontiers. 

NyNtcm of Trusteeship 
At tlie meetings of a Council ot Foreign Mln- 
latert at Moacow ia HaMmber li4fi. a ayitem of 

trusteeehip for Korea was determined, which ap- 
parently bad the tanctlon of China. Under the 
agreement the two mtlita^ commands w«r« tio 

form a joint Soviet-American commission to solve 
the immediate economic and administrative prob- 
lems. They would make recommendations for the 
'tmmatlon of a Korean provisional democratic gov- 
ernment. And they would also make proposals 
regarding a four-power trusteeship (of U. S.. USSR, 
Great Britain and China) to propate Korea tor Its 
independence within five years. Korean national- 
ists denounced the agreement as in violation of 
the Atlantic Charter. 

The joint Soviet-Amerlean Commlttion d^mr 
1946 and 1947 met difficulties, Russia would ban 
Gonsfrvatlve Koreant as "laellgible" for consul- 
tation in the forming of the new prorlttonal gov- 
•emment; the United States demanded the ripcht of 
tree speech for all. A stalemate was the result and 
each zone went ahead with Its programs for "in- 
dependence." At WaBhingtoi& and at Moscow, at 
"the policy-making" levels, each power was de- 
termined that the "new Korea" should not emerge 
M a saUiUte of the other. In the tonth under 
American control, the Koreans set abont a R;radual 
trsntfonaatlon; in the north, under Russian con- 
trot, tCoreant brought about a f*^d toclal and 
economic revolution. There wat a pnrge of unde- 
sirables, an army was built up, and a new soviet 
order wat established which provided tntlmate cul- 
twetX tlit With the Soviet Union. 

Outstanding Issue 
The ontatandtlig international issue was the 
failure to mdte Korea. Rumia claimed that the 
United Natlettt IM^ no jiirl«Uelii« In the nwtter. 

The United Nations commission failed to receive 
re<!ognltlon from the Bussian command and waa re- 
fused permission to proceed north ot the 8 8th 
paraUat But the "Little Assembly" -proeeeded 
to go ahead with the elections, M Americans 
urged. The Korean assembly convened on May 
18. 1948, with the approval ot the JUafriean eom- 
mand and the United Nations. The naiw Korean 
constitution went Into effect on Jnly 18. 1948, and 
on Jnly 80, Dr. Syngham Rhee waa elected prealdeut 
ot the Korean Democratic Republic. 

In the north, the Soviet zone, all political parties 
were ovtlawed except the **Natlenal Demoeratic 
Front." . In the south the "Republic of Korea" was 
established on September 9, 194S. The Soviet 
Union repeatedly proposed the withdrawal of forces 
by the occttpjrlng pewera. This mm looked upon 
by WashinKton as an effort to gat the Americans 
out sp that, norttaeru Korean military forces 
eottld move a^nat a.aovth«m govi^nient which 
had little military support. The occupation forces 
were later withdrawn. The United States has since 
the birth of the Republic, drawn np tacts ot aettle- 
ment and assistance with Korea. Economic aid 
has been going to Korea since 1948, and in Febru- 
ary 19 SO Congress voted an additional anm for 
economic assistance. 

On December 12, 1948, the United Nations Gen- 
eral Assembly adopted a retolutton which ap- 
Kwed tisie elections of May 10 ot that Tear, and 
declared that since the flections were based on a 
Talld espressitiu of the tree wtll ot the electorate 
of that part of Korea,' the south government Is the 
only lawful povernment in Korea, On January 1, 
1949 the United i^tates formally recognlxed the 
**GoTennnent ot the Republic ot Korea." At 4 
a. m.. Sunday, June 2uth. IfiTiO, in Korea, the 
uorthern armlet crossed the 38tb parallai, Japan, 
baving been demilltarlted by th« Unttad Statet*

Tripp said. 

The natipnal society deplored 
publicity Indicating a possible 
oversupply of ensiueprliig grudvi- 
ates. The number of engineer Ing 
graduates pUteed this year will he 
the highest In the nation's history, 
the survey indicated. 

Tlio unfavorable publicity ap- 
parently has. reduced the luiniber 
of high sehoel . graduates plauuing 
to enroll In englwINirtag cotlegm 
this fall, Tripp said.

Kqnsas Educational Committee Proposes 
New Kind Of Sockil Science Gamculiim

What oan geoondary and ele- 
mentary schools do that will rmult 
In making bettor eltlitohi «< thedr 
students? 

This quMtion is the subject of 
a threo year project being con- 
ducted by the pedantic sounding 
Kansas Study of Bdncatton for 
Citizenship. The co-«ponsors of 
the study aro the Institute of Citi- 
zenship and tiia Stat* ll^faniiMnt 
of Public Inatrectlon of tt« dti^e 
of KauHU. 

In the fall of 1948, the aehool 
systems of Hutchinson, Cotfey- 
vllle, Salina, Buhler, and Kansas 
City, Kans., accepted the sponsors' 
invitatioQ to participate in .the 
subject. Bach school b^an- to 
build its social studies programs 
around the objectives which were 
set np by th* teaehwa and ad- 
ministrators ol the partleipatlag 
schools. 

Fhre Rural Schoota Jttfn 

In the fall of 1949 five rural 
high schools in Pottawatomie 
county — Flush, Onaga, St. Marys, 
Wamego, and Weglifteraland — 
Joined the study. 

Theee schools reported that the 
Htndy was producing a new social 
science curriculum for the gradea 
7 to IS. 

Early in thf propram the group 
considered whether the building 
of mental skills, habtta and attl- 
(iides was more Important than 
learning facts, most of which are 
soon torgottM. They constructed 
the program around the skills, 
habits and attitudes of the pupils 
plug the knowledge theory. 

This type of extension program 
Is new to Rotate. Tor an experi- 
ment of this nature to be effective 
the number of schools participat- 
ing must be small. Brentnaliy 
however, all the schools of Kansas 
and possibly of other states will 
profit from the findings, mwnbera 
of the Kansas Study believe. 

The study group has published 
two bulletins on the Kansas Study, 
An Experiment in Methods of 
Teaehtng Social Stndlea" and "An 
Svalnatlon of Cltlawahlp Ednca-

They umully do not remain in 
tliU regiuu long but are deflected 
to one side ot the Meendlng cur- 
rent.

TUfy hailstones thus formed 
may (all on down to earth or they 
nay be caught In the air that is 
TUHlittiK into the iiBrpntlins coUintn 
near the base of the cloud and be 
carried ui» again.

The stones vary considerably in 
size but are nsually not more than 

a half inch in diameter, though 
larger sizes are not uncommon. 
On rare occasions they attftln a 

size as great as 4 or E Inches in 
diaHieter, Dr, Cardwell said an 
aUthorttlTe source reported stones 
two to two and one half inches In 
diameter fell Saturday. 

Voty In^hape 

Hailstones are usually more or 
lent! transparent, often- consisting 
of concentric layers of clear ice 
and soft snow. They are u«ually 
round, but occaaioually they are 
roughly oblate with projections 
extending from, the eclgcs. Tliis 
odd shape Is caused by water 
freeslng around their pertpherlee 
Hs the hailstones are whirling. 
Sometimes they are irregular in 
shape, showing indications of be- 
ing an aggregation of smaller 
hailstones froseu together. 

Hail is usually accompanied by 
rain and aim oat never occurs ex- 
cept during a thundei'stoini. It 
oecurs quite frequently in summer 
and very seldom In winter, Dr< 
Cardwell said.

The new women's dormitory 
being constructed near Van Zile 
haU win be ready tor oocdpanoy 

by fall of 1951. Dean R. A. Seaton, 
building expediter, has announced. 
The dorm is being constructed by 
Huff Brothers Company of Fort 
Scott. 

This $700,000 bulidisg has a re- 
inforced concrete Bkeieton and the 
walls are of a natural limeftoiio- 
with a veneer finish. The first 
floors are backed with brick. The 
roof Is to be of asbestos shingles. 

'^V^he dormitory's entrance will 
kAce its sister dorm which will be 
eonstmcted at the sonthwMt 
corner of Van Zile. This sister 
dorm will be a 'mirror image' of 
the one now being eonstructed. 
Van Zile wilt be the center dorm 
asd will face the road. 

Bdhtad Schedule 

.The original contract called tor 
tbe completion of the building by 
November 21, 1950, but weathel>, 

and shortage of materials and 
equipment have delayed construc- 
tion. 

The dormitory will house 211 
freshman women. 3 houseboys, a 
social director and a fo6d service 
director. There will be $100,000 
worth of eqnlpment in the bulld> 
iufc. 

The tall elevator In the picture 
is not a permanent part of the 
building, bat is used for con* 
struction purposes. There will be 
a dumb waiter which will service 
the Itincheonette to be located in 
-4l|be living room and the kftcften In 



(he basement. There will also be 
a 'service elevator ntimlng the four 
stories. 

One of the outstanding features 
of the mala floor will be the living 
room. This will serve as the main 
social center. In this room are tn 
be a large fireplace and luncheon- 
ette. Entrance to this spacious 
room will be via a reception hall 
leading from the main lobby. 

lNicctor*s Quartern 

On the main floor are the two 
directors' quarters.. Th^e ajHtrt- 
uentd will have Uvli^ room, 
kitchen, and bath. The remaining 
space on the main floor is de^ 
voted to st^dy and powder rooms. 

The floor space in the basement 
is designed to serve as a dining 
room, recreation room, and kitch- 
en. The dining room and recrea- 
tion room are separated by a fold- 
ing partition. Also in the base- 
ment is a large laundry room. 
Remaining space Is given over to 
a coat room, a men's room, aad a 
storage room.' 

Second, third and fourth floors 
will have study rooms, bath faci- 
lities, social rooms, and kitchen- 
ettes. 

The contracts on the 'mirror 
image' will be let 7ltly SO MM 
Dean Seaton. 

The main dining room in the 
basement will have a capacity 
seating of 2i0. Meals will be 
served three times dally. Two of 
these will be cafeteria style while 
the third one will be served. 

Management of the dormitory 
will be completely Independent of 
Van Zile.

"The army Is urging students 
to remain in school," Lt. Clarence 
Schauberger, officer in eharga of 
the Manhattan reerttltlllC dtfice, 
said yesterday. , 

He explained that his bfflce had 
been awamppd with students re- 
questing iuformatlou concerning 
enlistments In the army and the 
air force. Most of these students 
are interested in air cadet train- 
ing and eommlaskini as reserve 
officers. 

Many students who have gradu- 
ated or will graduate in August 
have sought direct commissions. 
Schauberger said that he knew 
of no way gradiiates without ex- 
perience in their fields could get 
a commission wtthoitt attending 
some kind of of^l0BV?s eM^date 
siifhool.

Moreoncf Better Counseling 

It bas been frequently meatloned bow Im- 
porutnt eomiMUiig ^ be iii>-belphig fresb- 

men get a proper start fn school. Yet, the 
counsellug eystem bere at K-State still lacks 
sometbtag. 

The nuinber of curriculum switches, the 
hap-hazard way some choose their electives, 
and the number of students wbo get to be 
seniors stUl lacking Iteshfiian coiaiies, will 
back up this statement. 

The Student Planning Committee has 
made repeated recommendations on the 
counseling of students. 

One recommendation was that all faculty 
counselors be thoroughly trained in counsel- 
ing and interpreting orientation tests. Con- 
siderable progress has boon 'made along this 
line, yet many faculty ( ouiiselors Btili have 
a "Well, what do you want" attitude when 
students come to them for belp. Often no 
atteniiJt is niado to interpret or consider 
the retiults of orientation tests. 

Perhaps a system could be worked out 
wlici el)y eacb fresbman would be assigned 
to an upperclassman of his particular cur- 
riculum. The upperclassmen, having had 
the course, would be In a position to know 
what the curriculum requires. 

He would also be in 'a good position to 
give advice on sequence of courses and se- 
lection of electives. Tbe problem Involved 
here would ho Retting uppcrclassmen will- 
ing to help and then getting the freshman 
and upperclassman together. 

Probably the most neglected are tbe stu- 
dents who attend school only during the 
summer. Many of these students are ele- 
mentary school teachers getting enough 
hours to bf eligible to teach. Many of them 
do not foliow a curriculum but ust take sub- 
jects that will work Into a good schedule. 
Then maiyr times if they decide to work for 
a degree, they find they have scmli^trs 
they can't use. 

The whole problem of counseling is a 
complex and difficult one. Its essence Is to 
get students to see counselors. It's also 
a problem of the faculty to find time to study 
individual records of the studenls assigned 
to them. 

It's a problem to be seriously considered 
.by faciiUy and students alike. d.h.

well of a school students must like It. Students 
like flchool when they feel they are leanUng' some- 
thing useful, something they realize la important, 
something they understand. 

What teachers do and say as private citizens 
also has a Ipt to do with what people think of tbe 
school, Go4ii^ 



Public entertainment such as claw plays, art ex 
hlblts and athletics are good public contacts. He 
warns that there is a limit to the public relations 
value of athletics since the school may be mtod by 
the wins and losses of a basketball team. 

School public relations is uot advertising or ex- 
ploitstton. "We feel people do not wish to be 
propagandized with their own money," Godwin 
said. But schools should use the normal channels 
of communication — newspaper . stories and radio 
broadcasts. 

These can be of the news or feature type, and 
may even include broadcasts from the classroom. 
But be careful, he warns, for newsmen wiuit the 
unuKual and BensaUottal nows, whioh j^re a 4i»> 
tor ted view of school. . ■ 

Get parents into the school, advised Ctodwln. 
There are over one hundrpd thousand paying mem- 
bers of tbe parent-teacher association in Kansas, 
he aatdv and getting parents fnto the school can be 
worked out through this group. 

No public relations program can give a good 
impression unless it represents a good school, he 
emphasized. A good school public relations pro- 
gram should not be obtrusive as such but should be 
a normal cooperative run of events. 

Many Lklucatorii 

Attending the workshop are 32 Kansas educators 
ranging from the principals of high schools to 
teachers in small rural schools. The wo^k8hop 
aims to help educators solve their public relations 
problems In their communities. 

Starting point of the workshop was not a text- 
book. Each member brought a public relations 
problem to be solved. Thi^ proUema w«re elssnl->-' 
fled and assigned to six committees for study. 

The committees report progress periodically. 
When a satlefaetory eelntleii Is maiihad., the com? 
mlttoe writes it Up for a mimeogniphed boek whidi 
the workshop Will publish. . . 

The educators attending the workshop wiu re- 
turn to tlieir own schools and apply the findings 
of the workshop. The real test of the workshop 
will be the trend of public relations in the achools 
TOfirmmtBi, not the grades reeop^ed at^iw end of 
the workahop. Godwin said.

College Cooperative Team Conducts Tests 
To MennlM R^utts of Cliiiliiig Pork

What happens to pork in cold 
storage? This queatlon and the 
necessity of^ chilling pork quickly 
after stanght^tr are being studied 
l»y a cooperative chemistry, home 
tHHHuniucs and animal fiusbandry 
team at K-State, 

On the team are Dr. J. Lowe 
llalL chemistry; Dr. Dorothy L. 
Harrison and Dr. Beulah D. West- 
-ermau, foods aitd nutrition ; and

ArIiik Tt>8ts 
They are conducting tests to 
determine chemical changes in 
pork with aging: g|OW|h of ran- 
cidity of fat during storage; 
change of acidity and yield of press 
fluid, a mensure of Juiciness in 
lean meat; changes in npn-proteln 
iiitrogtMi as a measuro of protein 
breakdown, and changes in vita- 
min content as a measnre of nu- 
tKtional value. 

In making the tests they chill 
meat four different ways before 
frt'cziiiK for storage. It is chilled 
at to degrees Fahrenheit tor 7 
dbya. 30 degr^ for 7 days, 30 
degrees for 3 days and 30 degrees 
lor one day. They have found no 
great difference In the methods 
el chilling, they say. 

The main thing to watch in 
chilling meat In warm tempera- 
tures i« to keep the carcass clean 
— free from bacterial contamina- 
tion. Unlike milk, which is a liquid 
and easily contaminated on the 
iurtace as well as within, meat is 
solid and only the outer portion is 
ea^posed to micro-organifims. 

riiinaiy Difference 

Tliiti is tlie iirlmary difference 
betwe(?n milk and meat in the ne- 
cessity for chilling, Dr. Hall said. 
"The analogy that meat should 
be cliitled as soon as milk has no 
ground for argument. Anyhow, 
meat which gets covered with 
mold after aRin?; for 3 or 4 weeks 
is of very good flavor," Dr. Hall 
bays. 

DisiHtrsion of micro-organisms 
in aieats such as sausage is more 
comparable with dlsi^rston In 
milk, since much more area is ex- 
posed to the air because^ of the 
porosity of ■au«age. Surface con- 
tamination of meat is dispersed 
when the meat is ground. The 
grinder itself is one of the biggest 
spreaders ot cont&nitna|ion, Dr. 
Hall said. - 

The method ot slowly chilling 
moat at a relatively high tempera- 
ture used by a grocery chain was

of sanitary slow processing. The 
carcasses are hung in warm Spaces, 

equipped with so-called sterile 
(ultra-viplet) lamps, which pre- 
vent mold growth and presen&e 
of micro-organisms Of the surface 
ot the meat. This is a good meth- 
od, Hall said. If the surface Is 
kept clean, the entire body of 
■meat is preserved because no bac- 
teria can get-^lnside the meat, he 
«xplaiued. 

Cliemieul Tests 
After the meat has been chilled 
by the different methods, Dr. Hall 
runs chemical tests on It to deter- 
mine chemieat changes. Dr. Har- 
rison cooks the meat to determine 
palatability, and Dr. Westerman 
testii to determine B vitamins in 
the nipat. In doing this, sections of 
the loin muscle, the strip which 
runs through pork chops, are used 
because of their uniformity. 

Up to the first 24 weeks of stor- 
age there is little change in the 
meat, but after that the differences 
begin to show up. Dr. Harrison 

said.

tiiearch Rewlfs 
On insect Resistance 

The results of more than 20 
years of reeeareh Into Insect re- 
sistance in crop plants will be pub- 
lished in book form by the Mac- 
MiUan Company, for Dr. Reginald 
K. Painter ot the Kansas State 
entomology department. 

All of the research waa done at 
tha CoUeige, but Dr. Pidnter wrote 
the book on sabbatical leave as a 
poat-dootoral fellow at Ohio State 
untvwtftv last year. 

Although 3,000 publications on 
the subject are referred to In his 
work, Dr. Painter's IS tt» flmt 
book ou the sulbeot. 

Specific Information on Insect 
resistance ot various strains of 
wheat, corn, cotton, potatoes, and 
sorghum is glTon. The methods 
in which plants resist or tolerate 
insect attack, and of breeding in- 
sect reafstant crop i^nta are cov- 
ered more generally. 

The book is not confined to his 
own studies. "It summarizes all 
that is known of the subject, bring- 
ing together data and conclusions 
of many research workers, and 
pointing the direction for the moat 
profitable study on the future," 
Dr. Painter said. 

Dr. Painter began his research 
In cooperation with the agronomy 
department at the college and the 
U. S. Department of Agriculture 
In 19S8. One rMUlt of the coopera- 
tivp adidy was the development 
of Pawnee wheat, a strain resis- 
tant to Hessian fly^

They are conducting tests to 
determine chemical changes in 
•pork with agiiiKl firowtii of Tan- 
cldlty of tat during storage; 
change of acidity and yield of press 
fluid, a measure of juiriiiesx in 
lean meat; cbauges in ^a-proteia 
nitrogen as a nteasnre of protein 
breakdown, and cliaiippH in vf ta- 
rn iu cuuteiit as a measure of uu- 
trtttonal value. 

In making the teats they chill 
m»Ht four different ways before 
freexlng for storage. It Is ebllted 
at to df^rees FftkreulicSt for 7 
days, :!U degrees for 7 days, 30 
degrees for S dayt and 80 degrees 
for one day. They have found no 
great ditCerttace in the methods 
of ckllUng, they say. 

Th(* main thing to watch In 
chilling meat in warm tempera- 
tnreg Is to keep the carcass clean 
—free from liiirterial contamina- 
tion. Unlike milk, which Is a liquid 
and easily con laminated on the 
surface as well as within, meat is 
solid aud only the outer portion Is 
eaiposed to mtero-orgaQlsms. 

Prlmar)- IMffmMier 

This is the primary difference 
between milk and meat In the ne- 
Cl^s8lty for ohlMing, Dr. Hall said. 
VTbe BUAlogy that meat should 
be chilled as soon as milk has no 
ground for argument. Anyhow, 
meat which geta covered with 
'mold after aging for 8 or 4 weekJi 
Ir of very good tfatvor/* Ot.-IIiUl 
says. 

Dispersion of mtcro-organlains 

in meatK such aa sausage is more 
eomparutiie with dispersion In 
milk, since much more area Is ex< 
posed to the air hociuisf* of the 
porosity of sausage. Surface con- 
tamination of meat Is dispevsed 
when the meat is ground. The 
grinder itseU is one of the biggest 
spreaders of eontajitttiftiloii. Dr. 
Hall said. 

The method of slowly ohUUng 
meat at a relatively high traipera- 
tnr? iisrd hs- ;i croftM'y oIimiu was 



given by Dr. Hall as an example 
of sanitary slow processing. The 
carcasses are hung, in warm spaces, 
equipped with so-called sterile 

(ultra-vii)lL'O tampa, which pre- 
vent moid growth and preseifte 
of mitiro-organttms on the surface 
of the meat. This is a good meth- 
od, Hall said. It the surface is 
kept clean, the entire body of 
meat is preserved because no bac- 
teria can get-iuaide the meat, he 
expUittted. 

rhemleiil TphIs 

After the meat has been chilled 
by the different methods, Dr. Hatl 
runs chemical testa on it in deter- 
mine chemical changes. Dr. Har- 
rison cooks the meat to determine 
palatability, and Dr. Westerman 
tests to determine B vitamins in 
the meat, tn doing this, sections of 
the loin muscle, the strip which 
runs through pork chops, are used 
becavse of their nnlformltf. 

Up to the first 24 weeks of stor- 
age there is little change in the 
meat, but after that the dltferences 
begin to -show np, Br. ffiOTlson 
said.

Percentages Varied 

The average annual damage by 
rust and smut in China varies from 
25 percent to 75 percent, as else- 
whwre hi the -world. Lin explained. 
It Oeenrs during the crop time 
uanally in April and Uay in Fu- 
kien, sotttheutern <^ina. It is' a 
month earlier Huut In the iJBlted 
States. ^ 

The Chinese nee crop rotation 
as their ^bief method of fighting 
damage by rust and smut, Lin 
said, and do less work in seed 
treatment and breeding of resis- 
tant varieties than the United 
States. Besides this treatment 
they also use the burning method. 
Whenever smut occurs all the in- 
fected plants, rice and wheat, is 
cut down and bnrned. The next 
crop always profits by thb method.

He Is also a widely known Kansas 
lawyer and friend <tf edneatlonal 
advancement. 

He was graduated from the law 
school of the University of Kansas 
in 1898, and was admitted to the 
bar the same year.- He was a 
member of Phi Kappa Phi. He 
had practiced law in Ottawa for 
fifty-two years. 

Mr. Harris was a former state 
senator, a former mayor of Ot- 
tawa, and had been active in the 
uffuirs of the community tor many 
years. 

"In Senator Harris* death the 
state of Kansas has lost one of nf 
her first citizens and the College 
one of its finest friends. Even 
during my own short period here 
I have found many examplos of 
Senator Harris' valuable contribu- 
tions as a member of the Board 
of Regents, and of his inspiring 
leadership as chairman. I am sure 
I express the sentiment of the en- 
tire staff when we at the Ciollege 
were shocked vhen we aaw the 
morning (Wednesday) news," 
tjaid President McCain.

Maiqr atttdents who eaxpU as fresknen «t Kuisaa 
State have not made decisions In reaard to their 

vocations and therefore are not prepared to enroll 
in one of the many speclaliz'id four-year curricula 
offered W the Ooltegv. Other etndents by choice 
wish to enroH in a curriculum which provides 
study In fields of literature and art rather than 
In areae of iqwieialfsatloB In the aatnral and ap- 
plied sciences. At intervals representatives of the 
student body have indicated the deaire for a cur- 
rlenlttni at Kaaeae State whteh fnifUle these needs. 

ItteeahowMF J^nmbus GunHtttoe 
In the summer of 1941 President lasenhower ap- 
pointed a subcommittee of the General committee 
on Education at Kanaaa State to give consideration 
to the need for a genentl enrrtenhim and to make 
rerQnimendation.s In regard to the content of a 
curriculum which might be developed. This, com- 
mittee decided that the problsaii of developing a 
general currtcfllvm should He approached from 
the standpoint of first determining objectives. 

It was decided that the best statement of gen- 
eral cM»jeetiveii was that devrtoped by the fryer 
committee on the PbllMophy ot Education. Taking 
these objectives as a etaxtlng point, the committee 
on Genentl ChumUnilitaii has attmnpted to establish 
more spectfle ohieettvea for each of the general 
objective set forth In the report on the Philosophy 
of Education at Kansas State. These specific ob- 
jectives are being developed under four general 
headings: knowledge and understaftdtny, aklUl and 
abilities, habits, and attitudes. 

It Is the Intent of the subcommittee on General 
Cnrrlenlum to net furtli as specific ol>Jectives a 
statement of the knowledge and understanding, the 
skills and abilities, the habits, and the attitudes 
wiiich a genefal ennrlcnluni shoald derelop in 
students at Kansas State. 

Consider Ifoiv To .Aclilcvo Objrctives 
After, these objectives are determined, the next 
task will be to give consideration td the manner in 
which these olijeetivw may be achieved. The com- 
mittee readily, recognizes that for some objectives 
such as "to develop In the student the ability to 
apply erttical and creative thinking" the objective 
catiimt be achinved by any one COUTte or group of 
cuuTiies but will depend upon the student's total 
college lite, including not only alt of the tomal 
courses u^ea hnt ftfeif ftls entire eEpttrteoow as a 

student. 

For other objectives such as "developing a stu- 
dent's ahUtty In the eommualoatloa skllte," exist- 
ing courses contribiito to thf achieving of the ob- 
jectives. In other areas such as "developing in 
the student an awareness ot ^e problems con- 
fronting democracy/' additional BOW eonrses or 
courses with different emphasis may be necessary. 

The approach of the committee on General Cur- 
riculum is to consider tlie objectives of a general 
curriculum first, and then to determine the group 
of courses which best appears to achieve these ob- 
jectivee.

College Freshmen Often Overestimate 
Themselves On Entrance ^Gurntncdttons

Kansas State freshmen tend to 
overestimate themselvM i^n en- 
trance examinations, according to 
Paul Torrance, director of the 
Counseling Barean. 

There Is a very slight relation- 
ship between estimated and 
measured ability. For example, 
over 92 percent of those who score 
In the 'lowest one-fourth thought 
they would score in the upper one- 
half. The tendency Is to place 
oneself above average. 

Surprisingly enough, women 
tend to evaluate themselves more 
accurately than do men. Their 
tendency Is to under-evaluate 
themselves more while men over- 
evatnate theaHehres. 

Youth has a determining factor 
in the self-evaluation. Ve^y young 
stndents, those below 17, fend to 
u n d er-eva ! uate themsetvea. Stu- 
dents who come from a well-edu- 
cated tka^^ tend to Ini very ac- 
curate. 

Students who rationalize their 

performances by saying tliat they 
have headaches or are nervous, 
tend to over-evalnate themselves. 
Those who excuse themselves on 
other excuses seem to evaluate as 
expected. 

Those who have a poor social 
adjustment, poor family adjust- 
ment, and poor emotional adjust- 
ment, are more common among 
the ovM^ and nndev-evalnators 
than in the good evalnators. 

One of the moet ImpCHtant re- 
snlts of testing, advising, and 
covnsellng is the development of 
more realistic self-concepts. The 



source of much trouble is the 
failure of a student to evaluate 
himself accurately and make lUL 
Justments. Freshmen seem to 
the need to adjust-^mselvea to 
a new kind of life, where new 'di^ 
manda are made of them.

With desperation the people of 
Feves turned for help to the coun- 
try that Md destroyed their town.

The 
fople of Morganville asked "Oper- 
^ons Democracy," an organiza- 
tion run by UNSSCO, for the name 
of a small town In Bnrope that 
was in need of l)«lp.

Vitamin Deficiency 
Disease Is Subject 
Of Poultry Study 

Information on a vitamin, de- 
ficiency disease in humans and 
animus Is the goal of r^arch by 
K'Btate's poultry chemist. Dr. 
Robert K. niegg, Mrs. Alice J. 
Wei, a graduate aaebttant, and Dr. 
Paul B. Sanford of the pottltry de- 
partment. 

The diseaHo, alcaptonuria, is be- 
lieved to be a result of vitamin C 
deficiency. Chickens are used in 
the research because they manu- 
tactvre vitamin C (ascorbic acid) 
in their bodies, but guinea pigs, 
like humans, do not. 

Aleaptonuria Is the presence in 
the nrlaie of an, unidentified sub- 
stance vhich causes it io turn 
brown. The researchers beliovo 
this substance is aasimilated by 
the body or used up as energy 
when vitamin C Is present. 

First step in the research is to 
deplete the chicken's supply of the 
vitamin by feeding It tyrosine, an 
amino aeld which burns up vita- 
min C, Already thoy have found 
that heavy doses of tyrosli|e will 
kill a chicken in a month's time, 
Dr. CleRg said. Chickens fed tyro- 
sine and vitamin C remain healthy, 
he added. 

From this the research team 
concludes that vitamin C is neces- 
sary to the proper utilization of 
certain amino acids In chickens. 

The research is a study In metab- 
olism, vblch Is the process of con- 
verting food into blood and tissue, 
or breaking It down (or energy 
purposes. Mrs, Wei runs metab- 
olism teets to determine bow much 
vitamin O is neeessary to counter- 
act one gram of tyro.?ine. 

The experiments also will at- 
tempt to answer this question: 
do ehtfkens prodnre ennttfrh vita- 
min C, or Hhould tlnjy ho. fed vita- 
min supplempnts? 

Animals need vitamin C to main- 
tain connective and supporting 
tissue, and to prevent scurvy. All 
higher animals except humanSt 
monkeys, and guinea pigs manu- 
facture the vitamin In their bodies. 
Sources of the vitamin are citrus 
fmlta, tomftfeoes, aad grenw.

His history of Kansas 
State College, tbe official history 
of the institution, was published in 
1940, during the presidency of 
Dr. F. D. Farrell. 

He was a member ot Sigma Xi, 
Phi Kappa Pbl, Oamma Sigma 
Delta, Phi lAmbda Upsllon and 
Alpha Zeta honorary societies. He 
was a S2ttd degree Huon, a mem- 
ber of Rot t >' International, tjie 
Manhattan Cliamber of Commerce, 
and Acacia fnaternity. 

He is survied by bis wife, Mrs. 
Lydia Gardner Willard; one son, 
Charles Julius Wiilard, professor 
of agronomy at Ohio State univer- 
sity; and one siBter, Mm.

Maybe we bum an beings have forgotten how 
to get aioDg togethiv, maybe we never learned. 
One thing is clear: while we have shortened 
distance in time and space between ourselves and 
owr Bttlghhor, we have fatled to shorten dlBtances 

in our homes of reacliiiig almost everybody every- 
where in a short time. Still our willingness to 
reaeh out ie not so tremendous. We mn not pre- 
pared to reacti out and understand peoples out- 
sdie our borders, peoples in other regions of the 
United States, peoples in other states, In other 
tomn, on olber eamsvaee. 

Crials Is ' Conmonlty Prailem 

Since the crisis screaming in the headlines really 
turns out to be a community crisis, we, the people 
In our oommtittltlM, can never isMipe 'responsibi- 
lity for it. We truly are makers of the distant 
destiny that eeema to he ahapiag la Korea. We 
make that destiny tn the only world Hire really in- 
habit, the eomnnnnlty where we live. 

AH this may sound like withdrawing from the 
world into your little home town: isolationism? 
It is far from IsolatlindMO. It la saying that we 
cannot possibly hope for world peace and under- 
Standing without striving for and achieving com- 
nranity p«ae« and naderstandtng. The two are 
deply intertwined. It is very likely that we will 
be far better skilled to deal with international 
affairs If we know how to deal with community 
affairs. Here ie Where idnlt «ttieatton of a new 
kind oomes in. 

Nrod Education for ^laturity 
Beyond high school and beyond college, among 
the people outside the school walls we need edu- 
cation for maturity. We must work fqr and speak 
for possibilities for adults to get together and 
»tudy, discuss, look over the problems of their 
world. Thla will make It possible to get reliable 
Information about the Hmall and big events that 
make what we call public affairs, possible to dis~ 
cuss and weigh this Information* and poselble to 
do flomething about public affairs. 

This Is the kind of tblnklnf that has been going 
oa the last few days at a OommtAtty Bdaeatlon 
Workshop on this campus. The true significance 
of a land grant college and Its extension services 
U that they can reach the people of the state in 
their communities. The challenge lies In the fact 
that the education work in the communities has 
to be focused on the home town, and — at the same 
tine opim the minds of the pee^ple tiieve to the 
outer eomniuilty. the world.

The growing Importance of phil- 
osophy in K-State curricula is em- 
phasised by its addition to the 
nattie of a department In the School 
of Arts and Sciences: the Depart- 
ment of History, Government, and 
Phtlosophy. 

".Studont demand for work in 
the field of philosophy has been 
growing steadily In all schools of 
the college, said Dr. Fred L. Par- 
rlsh, head of the department. Stu- 
dents will no longer need to leave 
K-Stnte to get coursw in JjhUoso- 
piiy as they did before 1945. 

Dr. Cecil H. Miller, profewwr of 
philosophy came here fivd years 
ago, when the comprehensive 
courses Man and the Cultural 
World and Man and the Social 
World were established, to give 
the lectures in the philosophy 
field. Since Dr. Miller's coming 
here, a number of conrsea In the 
field of philosophy have also been 
offered, such as Logic, Philosophy 
of Science. History, and Polltleal 
Philosophy. 

Since there was no department 
of philosophy in the College, the 
work in philosophy was attached 
to the Department of History and 
Government. Tlie recent change 
in the name of the department is 
to give departmental recognition 
to the work in philosophy, Dr. Par- 
rlsh pointed out. Both undergrad- 
uate and graduate jnlnori. ai^ S!^ 
ready being taken by atudents of 
the college.

Hiee J«hnaton gathered data 
from interviews with undergradu- 
ates, Dean Harold Howe of the 
graduate school, and various 
deann. She preeeated the Infor- 
mation In a reeent pnbUc discae- 
slon class under the topic, "Is a 
master's degree valuable to the av- 
erMre profeaekmal pereonT" 

The moat outstanding fact from 
her information, she said, Is that 
one wtdi a master's degree will get 
a higher tneooie than otherwise. 

She derived from her data that 
50 percent of those who get mas- 
ter's degrees are teachers. Twenty-r 
five percent do research work, and 
the remaining 25 percent consists 
o! housewives and others who do 
not use their degrw ttraeHr for 
their occupation. 

One fact the ciara as a whole 
decided upon, she said, was that a 
master's degree should not imme- 
diately follow a bacbeior's degree. 
One will be more apt to know what 
to get a master's degree In after 
practical experience following his 
first eoUege education. 

Many grade and Mgli aehoola to- 
day require their administrative 
staff to have ^ master's degree, 
she said. As a general rule, col- 
ie$>:eB require teachers to have a 
master's degree.

Hosklns' specialty, he also entered 
the high jump, 100 meter run and 
was a member of a relay team. He 
won 14 firsts which Included a 
84' 4H" leap In the broad Jump, 
his best jump of the id nr. A .'j' 10" 
high jump gained him a first tn 
one meet and he ran the 109 met^rq 
In tlic time etiulvalent to a 10 
second 100 yard dash. 

The wiry jumper explained that 

his group of 15 was divided into 
five groups of three. This enabled 
him to compete in eventa other 

than the broad jump. 

He WHS the only Big Seven atli- 
lete in the group which was 
Jcpaqhed by Frank Potts of Colo- 
rado tt. Vtrgll Sevems, outstand- 
ing K'State htSh|i^mpe«% -Will leave 
this week Wl^ KUOthar group 
atheduled to tottf ^q^uid, Scot- 
land and Ireland.

The American team was either 
traveling or participating during 
t||i0 entire atay.

The wiry jumper indicated that 
the Finns were not on a par with 
international sports In the field 
evanta, liiiit added that the flnnith 
distance runners and javelin men 
were the best that could be found. 
Hosklns was impressed by a Finn 
Who had lost a las during the war. 
hut neTertheleea in now able to 
high jump 6 feet. 

Track Is the national sport of 
Plnland and a«iwrdlng to Hosklns, 
their tracks and other facilities 
are very good. He said that 
18,000 people came to a amall 
town to see one of the meets. 

Hosklns* Kansas appetite and 
the native Finnish food didn't ^ct 
along, so Herb stuck to steak and 
pbtatoes for his training diet. 
Food waa ehaap and plentttiil> he 
said. 

The K-State star got a first hand 
Igok at the country which he de- 
scribed as being similar to Minne- 
sota In terrain. He described the 
Finns as the hardest working peo- 
ple he had'evar seen and though 
they are under the domination of 
Russia, they seem definitely pro- 
i^erican. 

Finns Fro-.4merlran 
On incident illustrating this pro- 
Amei lean feeling was described by 
Hoskins as one of the most Inter- 
esting parts of the trip. While 
traveling on a train they had to 
pass through a Russian corridor. 
As they approached it the crew 
changed to a Russian engine. Rus- 
sian soldiers were stationed in 
every car and metal blinds were 
pulled OT«r the windows. When 
they had once again arrived in 
Finnish territory one of tlie ath- 
letes took a picture of the Russian 
engine. Soldiers immediately ap- 
peared, said Hosklns. hut Finns 
in the station told the soldiers 
that their had aaia no ona tafca • 
picture. 

The Finns gave Hosklns the Im- 
preaalon that they wanted the 



United States to go to war with 
the Soviets, but they are very 
careful about where they say it. 
HoMns told reporters that when- 
ever the Americans entered a 
Communist stronghold they were 
booed 1^ me It«la. 

strange Trophtos 

The trophies which Hosklns re- 
ceived might seem a little strange 
to Americans, since In addition to 
the usual loving cups, he received 
silver spffione, ash trays, et bone- 
sheathed knife and a bonk which 
Hosklns says he treasW£s more 
than any of the other awards. 
This book has a fancy wooden 
cover* and contains notes from all 
the athletes ami friends met on 
the trip. Hoskins emphasized the 
friendliness and good sportsaian- 
ship of the rtanlab athtetes and 
people. 

Many Finns noticed Herb's 

Kansas State warm-ups and asked 
him tn look up friends and rela- 
tives back in his home state. He 
brought back a long list of chil- 
dren's names who are peu-pals to 
.many Kaaaaa grade sehool stu- 
dents.
